On Thursday, May 25th, the Rev. R. H. Mason, late Rector of All Saint’s, 
Union, entered into his rest. He had been for a year or two residing in’ 
Virginia and officiating at Basic City, showing there, as always throughout 
his ministry, an earnest desire to be about his Master’s business. He some- 
times spoke of growing infirmities, but his generally cheerful spirit and his 
constant and keen interest in the progress of the kingdem of God, kept us 
from realizing what we can now understand, how that his strength had 
been for some time failing. Mr. Mason was widely known throughout the 
Diocese, having served in the ranks of the Clergy from its organization, 
and wherever known, he was loved and honored. He was ever ready to 
depreciate himself and his work, and counted it his chief privilege to spend 
and be spent for Christ’s sake. He preached the truth and lived it, so that 
in his daily walk and conversation, he was an Epistle known and read of 
allmen. Tenacious of his own opinions, he had a large hearted charity 
for others. He loved the Brethren, and as much as in him lay, sought to 
do good unto all men. To varied knowledge and a thoughtful mind, he 
united the simplicity of a child, so that the learned and the unlearned, the 
ancient and the little child all found delig!t in his society. All 
Saints’ Church, Union, isa monument to his unwearied Missionary Zeal. 
He fostered the work there at great personal self-sacrifice, when each visit 
involved a long and Jaborious ride across the mountains from the War 
Springs, Va., where he then lived. And to his intelligent and faithful 

arnestness we are also largely indebted for St. Thomas’ Chureh, White 
Sulphur Springs. To establish these churches, our dear Brother labored 
longand arduously and we have entered into hislabors. Of singularly gentle 
and pure spirit, he commanded the confidence and respect of all his Breth- 
ren. When he was with us we might say of him, as the Master said of 
Nathanael, ‘‘Behold an Israelite indeed in whom is no guile,” and now that 
he is no longer here to share the joys and trials of the common work he 
lovea so well, we can write his Epitaph, ‘‘He walked with God, and was 
not, for God took him.” 


DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 


The life of the Dioscese was never more bound up in its Missions than at 
present, and they were never in a more promising condition. Two years 
ago, i. e., in 1891, thirteen years after the organization of the Diocese, our 
working foree of Clergy had grown from fourteen to only nineteen. Dur- 
ing the past winter however, we have had twenty-six Clergy actively en- 
gaged, besides one candidate for orders, who has been devoting his whole 
time to such clerical work as it was in his power to perform, and we have 
now fair prospects of adding to our number five more Clergy (three of them 
assistant ministers), so that it is not unreasonable to hope that at some time 
during the coming year we shall have at least thirty-two resident Clergy ; 
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besides four others who will be doing more orless work in West Virginia, 
though belonging to other Dioceses. This is indeed a most encouraging 
eondition of things and ealls for devout thankfulness to Almighty God. 
The support of these men has been provided for by ja general increase, all 
along the line in offerings of our Churches to Diocesan Missions, supple- 
mented by additional appropriations from the General Missionary Societies 
of the Church, but chiefly by the liberality of comparatively few people, 
who are coming up nobly to our support. It is believed that in no case 
have the additional laborers drawn away needed support from any one al- 
ready in the field; no new work has been built up at the expense of the 
old, but all have moved steadily forward in strength and general efficiency. 
May not the Diocesan Missionary work continue to have the cordial and 
enthusiastic support of all our people. The ‘Treasurer of the Diocese, in 
sending his report to me, says that noticing that so large a proportion of 
our receipts for Missions are credited to the occasions of the Bishop’s visi- 
tations, he fears there may be a great falling off this year, on account of my 
absence from the Diocese for so longa time. I trust his fears will prove 
groundless, and that the contributions from our Churches and Missions will 
flow steadily in. It is sometimes very hard even when we have the money 
in hand, to supply our widely extended field with the services they need, 
but when the Treasury is empty, or very low, the difficulty is greatly in- 
creased, and the Diocese must suffer. I think it fair to say that if our 
Churches will generally, without any great increase, keep up their contri- 
butions steadily to about what they have been for the last two years, that 
the Committee, with the additional resources they have been recently de- 
veloping, will be able to sustain the work already undertaken, and to push 
it forward in every reasonable way. 

In this connection it is proper to say that there has been a manifest im- 
provement in the general administration of our Churches, in so far as obe- 
dience to the Canons in reference to offerings is concerned. It would seem 
as if every organized Chureh and Mission Station came under the obliga- 
tion of these Canons, and more than that I think that every band of wor- 
shippers, whether organized in any way or not, ought to count i¢ a privi- 
lege thus to fall into the line of our general work, and so beara part, though 
it be but a small part of the burden; and still more than this, although we 
have not by canon attempted to enforce the claims of the General Missions 
of the Church, Domestic and Foreign, yet surely those claims ought to be 
felt without any such enforcement. It is strange. that any Christian man 
or woman, much less any Christian Congregation however small and weak, 
should suffer a year to pass over their heads without doing something for 
the great cause of Missions ; and it is still more strange that any Christian 
Minister, who ought to have continually sounding in his ears the words of 
the great Commission, ‘‘Go into all the world and preach the gospel to 
every creature,’’ should ever fora moment acquiese in such astate of things. 
This is a case in which he must continue to speak unto the people and tell 
them ‘Thus saith the Lord, whether they will hear or whether they will 
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forbear.”’ I remind you here that notwithstanding the constant pressure of 
our Diocesan work, I have never ceased to urge upon our people the obli- ~~ 
gations of this General Mission work, for which the whole church is re- 
sponsible. I should count it a reproach if we did less for our Domestic and 
Foreign Missions, nor in the event of neglecting them do I believe we 
could look for the blessing of God upon our own home work. One of the- 
simplest, most effective methods by which this General Mission work can: 
be prosecuted is through the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions. > 
Various branches have been formed in the Diocese and something is being 
done, but we have not yet come up to the measure of our responsibilities in 
the matter. It is evident to those who watch the progress of events in our 
Parishes, that we need some other instrumentality to supplement the offer- 
ings made for Missions during some occasion of public worship, and the 
Woman’s Auxiliary seems to furnish such instrumentality with the least 
cumbersome machinery, and the greatest efficieney in action. The women 
of our chureh who form such organizations are perfectly free to spend their 
strength in such work as they shall choose, the simple organization of which 
they form a part, tending to encourage them in their efforts, and to direct - 
their energies where such direction is needed, As an illustration of what 
may be done by united effort, I may call attention to the report of the Wo- 
man’s Auxiliary in the Diocese of Florida, as it appears in the Journal of 
this year. The Diocese of Florida is about the size of West Virginia but 
has not quite half the population, i. e. less than three hundred thousand, 
of whom perhaps one hundred thousand are colored people. They report 
this year two thousand six hundred and thirty-six communicants, which 
is about six hundred less than we have, and yet besides miscellaneous of- 
ferings, including boxes to various points they collected nearly $2,650.00 in 
money during the year. It is a noble record, and we would do well to em- 
ulate it. I commend this whole subject of the need of and the scope for 
this Woman’s Auxiliary work +o our clergy and people everywhere. - 
SPECIAL APPEAL. 

I feel IT ought to say a word about the special appeal which I made to the 
Diocese at the beginning of this year. It was only under the great pressure 
of a needy and growing wark, and under the encouragement of the volun- 
tary advances of individuals, from time to time, in the same direction, that 
I determined to make this appeal, and the result has fully justified the 
effort. I started with the hope of raising three thousand dollars to be ap- 
plied in the various waysmentioned in my printed circular, to meet unex- 
pected deficiencies, to stimulate and encourage and aid our people every- 
where, as. far as possible in the work they are trying to do—a ‘work 
which is oftentimes a real tax upon their strength. About one hundred and 
fifty appeals were sent out, for as stated it was never intended to sweep the 
whole field, but rather to gather in only such offerings as could be secured 
without interfering with the regular parochial contributions. I may say 
with pleasure that without exception all the responses I have received cor- 
dially approve the plan, and some thank me for the opportunity thus af- 
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forded to contribute to the aggressive work of the Diocese. Of the responses 
received forty-four have been favorable and the amount contributed reaches 
the sum of $2,428.25, of which amount $1,658.25 has been actually paid in. 
In its expenditures I have used, and shall use the best judgment that I 
have, but as the account will run over the twelve months of this year, I 
can not now speak more particularly of it. 

Some few persons have expressed a fear lest the collection of such aspecial 
fond in this way should interfere with the contributions of our Churches 
to Diocesan Missions, but the result has showed that such fears are ground- 
less. A study of the reports for the year just passed, shows that such fears 
have proved to be entirely groundless. Iam sure were it proper for me to 
lay before you the letters I have received, and some of them from persons 
I do not know even by sight, you could not but recognize the fact that 
what they have done, they have gladly done. The whole effort has been a 
great encouragement, not only on account of the material aid afforded, but 
especially because of the hearty interest manifested in the general work of 
-the Church. And this leads me to say that while it may not always be 
pleasant to press the duty and privilege of giving upon’ the people com- 
mitted to our charge, yet Iam sure we grievously fail of our duty when we 
neglect to do so. I think that every proper object ought to be from time to 
time distinctly presented to the people, and advantage taken of the occa- 
sion to inform them about the work of the Church both at homeand abroad, 
and also the opportunity given to them to contribute. To have a general 
fund, and from time to time to have the Vestry make appropriations 
from that fund to various objects, as they are presented, does not, by any 
means, answer the same end. Without hesitation I would characterize 
this as a most unfortunate system. There is in it no education of the peo- 
ple, either in Knowledge of the various departments of the work, or in the 
enthusiasm that comes from personal support. It is not simply that we 
want so much money for Diocesan or Domestic or Foreign Missions, but 
that we want our individual members A. B. and C., to know about these 
various works, to feel their personal responsibility for each one, and so to give 
directly for their maintenance and extension. The same principle prevails 
in regard to Parochial contributions, and in this connection Imay say that 
I think ita very grave mistake for a Clergyman to give up his Communion 
alms and have instead thereof a monthly appropriation voted by the Vestry 
to meet such demands as may be properly made on such a fund. ‘To do so 
isnot only to depart from the Church’s approved methods, but it is to miss 
the constantly recurring educational effect upon the people of the taking 
up of the Communion alms—What a noble opportunity this occasion affords 
to stir up the minds of our people, to bear one another’s burdens and so 
fulfill the law of Christ, and what an advantage to every minister to have 
such fund athisdisposal, for manifold use. JT can not but look upon this prac- 
tice, where it prevails, as an unauthorized. and dangerous, though it may be 
unconscious encroachment on the part of Vestries, in the line which some 
seem disposed to follow, of absorbing all the offerings on the occasions of 
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public worship, for the ordinary running expenses of the congregation. 
Even when there be not enough poor in the Parish to call for all the fund 
so collected, it might well be applied, at the discretion of the minister, in 
the cause of the Chureh extension or maintenance, Parochial, Diocesan, 
Domestie or Foreign. 

And from speaking about one Rubric in the Communion service, I pass — 
on to another, @. ¢., that which refers to the reverent eating and drinking 
by the minister and other communicants, of such of the Conseerated 
Bread and Wine as remains after Communion. I fear that the Rubric is 
not always strictly observed. It is true that sometimes, especially in our 
Missions, it is hard to tell what the number of Communicants may be, and 
so the minister may be embarrassed by the quantity of Bread and Wine 
that remains, but a little care would provide for this. If he ean not him- 
self conveniently count the Communicants before the elements are Conse- 
crated, let him put this duty upon the warden or some other Chureh offi- 
cer, and let such report be made to him before he proceeds to the Conse- 
eration, as will enable him to judge how much Bread and Wine will be 
sufficient. Iask the Clergy to exercise more care upon this point. 

CON VOCATIONS, 

Tam glad to believe that.the Convocations are taking more interest and 
showing more activity in our Missionary and Evangelistic work than 
formerly. If they have the will, they may find a constantly growing field 
for such labor. Every year when I make to the Council my report of Vis- 
itations, I find they fall short of my desires, and what the Missionary work 
of the Church actually calls for. The work is widening out on every side, 
and yet I feel that I have reached about. the limit in the matter 
of visitations. With more stations on my list, year by year, and hav- 
ing my time already fully occupied, my own share in the aggressive work 
of the Church must be less effective every year. The high interests com- 
mitted to us imperatively demand that the Convocations should take this 
matter more earnestly in hand, and by systematic and sustained effort 
should seek to reach all our scattered people, and by occasional, though it 
may be very infrequent services, should encourage and foster the little 
bands of our Church people, who are anxious thus to be guided and taught, 
and so brought into closer fellowship and sympathy with their Brethren in 
the Diocese. Inow furnish to the Convocations a list of the places to 
which, in my jndgment, they ought to send a Missionary, let us say twice 
during the year, at such time as may prove most convenient. 

| THE SHELTERING ARMS. 


During the past year the work of the Sheltering Arms has been some- 
what interfered with by the serious sickness of the Superintendent and 
Physician in charge, and the difficulty experienced in supplying his place. 
But notwithstanding such hindrances, the work has gone steadily on, and 
we have good reason to believe that it was never more valued or more im- 
portant than itis now. The steady growth of the work may be best under- 
stood from the table that shows theincrease of patients during each year. 
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From June, 1889, to June, 1890, there were 27 patients.

On May 29th, the Doctor reported sixteen patients in the Hospital. 

The annual meeting held on the grounds Monday, May 8th, gave oppor- 
tunity for the friends of the Institution to inspect the work, and to confer 
in regard to its interests, it was not only a very enjoyabl« but avery helpful 
occasion. [have in the last f-w months received notice of a legacy amount- 
ing at least to ten thousand dollars from the estate of the late Mrs. Olden, 
widow of the late Governor Olden of Princeton, New Jersey, for the benefit 
of the Hospital. In about ayear’stime theincome from this will be available, 
and it is believed that this will be an encouragement to all our friends to 
continue their care that we may enter more thoroughly and efficiently into 
the great work that is beforeus. Now that we have this substantial founda- 
tion, it is to be hoped that others will be encouraged toadd to it so that we 
can enlarge our capacity to meet every possible requirement, and also have 
in time the Orphanage and Home which belong to the original plan. We 
trust that our united offerings will on Thanksgiving Day still be devoted 
to this worthy object. 

REPORTS. 

The making up hisannual report is oftentimes, I fear, an irksome task to 
the Clergyman in charge of a Church or Mission, and yet I do not think 
that if proper care be exercised during the year it ought to beso. If full 
memoranda be kept, it ought to be a very easy thing to fill up the few 
blanks in the report which the Chureca requires. If these few details can- 
not be gone into without great trouble, it is perhaps a sign that the Rector 
himself does not grasp them as he ought to do in their full significance and 
bearing upon his work, and it may be that this fact indicates a weak point 
in his administration which it would be well te consider. If there be rea- 
son for bringing in any report at all, there is reason for making it as full 
and satisfactory as possible. 

And this brings me to speak of a subject which I have several times 
broached as bearing upon the proper organization and administration of 
the Diocese, and to which I think it right to allude again, although hereto- 
fore the Councils scem to have taken very little interest in it. It is a3 to 
position of dormant and practically extinct Parishes. It seems to me that 
duty and responsibility ought always to go with privileges, and if there be 
continuous failure in the duty and responsibility, whether through fault or 
misfortune, there ought to be some corresponding curtailment in privilege, 
lest it come to be counted common and cheap and worthless. The Consti- 
tution of this Church declares that the Parishes and congregations are not 
only benefitted, but bound by our rules and Canons. One of the Canonical 
duties of all our Parishes and congregations is to send delegates to our 
annual Council. Jt is an open secret that in some cases they are not even 
elected. Another duty is to provide for the payment of the assessments 
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made by the Council for its expenses, and to take care that at least one col- 
lection be made annually for certain specific objects, five innumber, which 
are most closely connected with maintenance and extension of our church. 
The Treasurer’s report this year shows that in fifty-three places which as 
Parishes, Congregations, or organized Missions, properly come under the 
obligations of the Canon, there have been seventy-three failures to make 
any collections whatever for one or more of the five objects, according to 
Canonical requirement, and only nineteen congregations have literally 
kept the law by which all are equally bound. It may be a difficult thing to 
tell just what pressure can be brought to bear upon such eases, but it does 
not seem to me fair that those who may fail through theirown neglect year 
after year, should retain their good standing and all their privileges equally 
with those who regularly fulfil every obligation, nor on the other hand, if 
the failure be from weakness and decay, does it seem fair to the few faith- 
ful people we may have still left in such organizations, that their Churches 
should year by year appear on the Treasurer’s reports, and be, as it were, 
pilloried before the public, by comparison with those that are vigorous and 
strong. If a Parish or Congregation does not, or cannot do anything 
towards meeting a Canonical obligation (and except in one case, no amount 
is specified, all that is required is only something), if they take so little 
interest in the general work of the Church as, through a term of years, not 
to send a delegate to the annual Council, oftentimes not even to elect one. 
If by removals and deaths, or from other causes they become so reduced in 
numbers that they cannot even so far comply with the Canon as to have a 
Vestry, then it isa serious question whether they ought to be kept on our 
list in the same category with the Churches which have more than the 
mere name to live. In the cases mentioned, it is not the Christian people 
who are on trial, but the organization or a Church or Mission, and I think 
it will tend to raise the standard of living and increase the sense of re- 
sponsibility among all our Churches: and Missions if they understand, that 
while we do not demand any hard conditions of membership in our Chureh 
and of union with our Council, yet that the Council expects those claiming 
its privileges to show at least a reasonable sense of their value, and fairly 
to meet the common obligations. It might be well then to consider the 
expediency of enacting that a Parish or Congregation, or an organized 
Mission, which for a term of years shall fail to elect a Vestry, or to send 
any delegates to the Council, or to make reports, or to pay assessments, or 
to take up Canonical offerings, shail by vote of the Council be considered 
dormant and be so reported on the Journal, and that after such report no 
lay vote shall be received from such Parish, Congregation or Mission until 
admitted by vote of the Council. As one illustration of the carelessness in 
these matters, [ may mention that of our twenty-seven Parishes, an aver- 
age of only eighteen having during the past five years taken so much notice 
of the Council as even to elect delegates to it, much less to send them. It 
seems to me unseemly that such neglect, indicating as it often does the 
other failures I have alluded to, should be allowed to go on year after year 
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withouta word even of protest. I do not want to seem too persistent in re- 
gard to these matters, but our condition is really singular. ‘Taking the 
Bishop’s fund as an illustration, which I may properly do because the 
Diocese has so fully met all obligations in this direction, I remind you that 
there were in the beginning of our work twelve congregations that had the 
courage and the faith to pledge themselves to the payment of a certain sum 
of money on the basis of which the Diocese was organized, but it has never 
seemed to me fair that while these twelve congregations representing one 
thousand seven hundred Communicants are held up most rigorously to their 
pledges, and reported as delinquent in case of failure, that up to this time 
no plan has ever been adopted for taking the least notice of any failures on 
the part of the remaining fifteen Parishes, and now nineteen Missions, 
representing one thousand five hundred Communicants. Since no one else 
seems disposed to do so, I will myself speak in the interests of the pledged 
arishes. Out of about seven thousand dollars that is required each year 
for the various Diocesan funds, these twelve pledged Parishes representing 
one thousand seven hundred Communicants, raise about four thousand 
seven hundred dollars, while the remaining fifteen Parishes and nineteen 
organized Missions, representing one thousand five hundred Communicants 
‘aise about two thousand three hundred dollars, hardly halfso much. Of 
course the strength of the Diocese is in the pledged Parishes. No readjust- 
ment of burdens is asked for, but I do think it fair to urge upon the Clergy 
and laity outside of the twelve pledged Parishes that they come forward 
loyally to the support of our work all along the line, and do not suffer any 
Canonical obligation to go altogether by default. Iam intensely desirous 
of developing all-our latent strength to take advantage of the openings God 
is giving us to build up our Church and advance his kingdom in West Vir- 
ginia. Let us work heartily together, the strong bearing the infimities of 
the weak, each one doing his part as God has blessed him, and glad to 
share in the common work. 
THE GENERAL CONVENTION, 

I do not consider it necessary to go into any extended account of the late 
General Convention. It is reasonable to suppose that you are already 
fully informed of the result of its deliberations, and have felt the stimulat- 
ing effect of its prevalent spirit. It will always be chiefly memorable for 
the completion of the work of Prayer Book Revision. I think we all feel 
that there has been a great gain in the direction of increased flexibility of 
use and adaptation to the varying conditions of our work, both in settled 
Parishes and also in our Mission fields. We have the book now as it is 
likely to remain for many years, and it ought to be our endeavor to make 
the greatest possible use of it, and reap the benefit of our work, which it is 
so well calculated to bring. Whether we consider the Prayer Book as a di- 
rectory of publie worship, or as a Church tract for wide distribution, it is 
simply an invaluable aid in our work. There is now being made a more 
distinct effort than ever before to circulate the Prayer Book among the 
people of the land. For this purpose a Prayer Book Distribution Society 
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has been formed, and this Society seeks our aid. The request is made that 
we organize a Diocesan Branch of this Society, which by prosecuting the 
work of distribution in the State shall be practically carrying the Church 
to the people. A great object of such Society would be not only to secure 
books for use in the public service of the Church, but by means of a judi- 
cious and widespread distribution to make the people of our State more 
generally acquainted with a Book which as a treasury of devotion, a wit- 
ness to the truth, an incentive to right thinking and righteous living, a 
summary of the things which a Christian ought to know, to believe and to 
do for his soul’s health, is adapted to all times and to all sorts and condi- 
tions of people. 


MISSION TO BRAZIL. 


/ 

I have been asked by the American Church Missionary Society to take 
charge of their work in Brazil, and the Presiding Bishop has enforced the 
request by appointing me to theduty. Such oversight, as is necessary, will 
involve at least one trip to that distant country, which will perhaps con- 
sume as muchas four or five months’ time. As far as Ihave been able to learn 
from the general opinion expressed in regard to the matter, and after consul- 
tation with the Standing Committee, if seems to be my duty to accept the 
charge thus committed to me, and to endeavor to meet the responsibility as 
best Ican. When first proposed, the duty seemed something I could not 
venture to undertake, requiring as it doessuch long continued absence from 
the Diocese, which though never more encouraging than at present, yet 
calls for constant care and supervision on the part of the Bishop. Various 
considerations have, however, modified my first impression upon the sub- 
ject. The request was from a Society which has been, and still is, most lib- 
eral in its appropriations to our Missionary work in West Virginia; The 
Presiding Bishop has expressed himself clearly in favor of my going, and 
others of my Brethren among the Bishops, notably the Bishop of Virginia, 
to whose Canonical Jurisdiction our four Clergy how in Brazil belong—take 
the same view, and my friends and Clergy generally throughout my own 
Diocese think that I ought to go. 1 have therefore consented to do so, and 
I shall trust that the Mission thus undertaken will be for the glory of God 
and for the good of his Church. I have always thought that this work in 
Brazil had special claims upon us, not only because it had its origin, and 
has so far drawn its workers from Virginia, but because of the effort to es- 
tablish closer commercial relations between our own country and that great 
South American Republic. Itis surely time that the Christianity of North 
America was beginning to make itself more felt in the southern part of the 
Western World, and that we should do our part in trying to bring this 
whole Western Hemisphere into captivity to the obedience of Christ. 

As faras my own work in West Virginia is concerned, I may frankly say 
that I have tried to give myself to it. By the blessing of God I have been 
kept in such full health that four weeks’ time is the full measure of all I 
have taken for anything that could be called recreation in the fifteen 
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years during which it has been my high privilege and honor to labor in 
this field, where as I believe the Holy Ghost has made me your overseer. 
T have thoroughly enjoyed the work, and desire nothing more than that if 
it be the will of God, I may be permitted to prosecute it with uninter- 
rupted diligence during the years that are yet to come. But I would avoid 
the folly of thinking myself necessary to the work, and I know that when 
a man is continuously in his place from one year’s end to the other, he is 
in some danger of falling into this error. I would feel that I can safely 
commit the work here, for the time, into the hands of an intelligent and 
devoted body of Clergy and Laity, and that no interest will materially suf- 
fer. It may be in God’s providence that this will be the way to make the 
great body of the Church realize more than they otherwise would do, their 
own responsibilities, and the possibilities of their united and vigorous 
efforts. 

Task the united prayers of my people for my safe voyage to and from 
that distant field, for God’s blessing and guidance for the work which I am 
commissioned there to do, and for such refreshment of mind and body by 
this extended travel, that I may be able on my return to labor in my own 
beloved Diocese of West Virginia with the greater vigor and efficiency. 
Certainly dear Brethren I shall carry you and yours in all your manifold 
labors, in your various fields, constantly on my heart, and shall pray the 
good Lord to bless you severally as you have need. 

Trusting that while lam on my journey to hear from time to time of 
your well being, and shortly to see you again face to face, and to carry on 
again, with renewed energy, our common work, I give you this charge as I 
go to a distant land for a little time, ‘‘Take heed to yourselves and to all the 
flock over which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, to feed the 
Church of God which he purchased with his own blood.’ And now I 
commend you to God and to the word of His grace which is able to build 
you up and to give you an inheritance among all that are sanctified.”

The Rev. Dr. Lacy presented the followimg minority report: 
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Minority report of the Committee on Constitution and Canons: 

Asa minority of the Committee on Constitution and Canons, please let 
me say that in my judgment the clause: ‘No alternates shall be elected,” 
is improper and wrong and should be stricken from the report, for the fol-— 
lowing reasons: sf 

(a) An alternate is only a provision for a contingency, and has no position 
except in the failure of the principal to attend, and even without Canonical 
provision any Vestry or Mission Station can make their own provisions in 
regard to detail that concern only themselves.- 

(b) The election of alternates is often a great convenience as it saves the 
trouble of extra meetings in places where the holding of Vestry meetings 
and meetings of qualified electors is difficult. 

Also there are Constitutional changes which should be recommended, 
notably, Articles V., VI., XV.

The Trustee of the Episcopal Fund presented his Report, which 
was referred to the Committee on Finance. 

The order of the day having arrived, the Diocesan Missionary 
Committee made their report as follows, which, was, on motion, 
referred to the Committee on the State of the Church : 

Report of the Executive Committee of the Diocesan Missionary Society. 
To the Council of the Diocese of West Virginia: 

Your Comunittee begs leave to submit its report of the condition of the 
work under its charge: 

We regret to note a decrease within the past year, as compared with the 
year preceding, of the contributions through the treasury to the work of 
Diocesan Missions.» The report made to the last Council showed a total of 
$2,428.82 contributed to this object. The receipts this year have been 
$2,159.29—less by $269 53. Our expenses have increased by the sum of 
$457.79, having reached a total of $2,091.44. At this rate of progress disas- 
ter will soon be imminent. We are saved from its immediate presence 
mainly by reason of the large balance in the treasury at the beginning of 
‘the year. This together with the small excess of receipts over outlay dur- 
ing the year gives us now on hand the sum of $1,006.12, of which about one- 
half will be needed for the payment of stipends due July Ist, prox. 

Beside the sums contributed through this channel, we have had for our 
work in the Diocese from the American Church Missionary Society $1,000 
and from the Board of Missions $1,400, of which $300 were in aid ofa 
school A total of $3,591.44 has, therefore, been expended under the 
direction of your Committee during the year. 

The number of Missionaries aided during the year is eighteen. Their 
names will be found listed in the report of the Treasurer, and it is not nec- 
essary to repeat them here. Of these, two—the Revs. C. D. Williams and 
J. R. Taylor—have by reason of removal, ceased their work in the Diocese. 
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One is no longer upon our list, because the Parish, of which he is Rector, 
has become wholly self-supporting. We congratulate Christ Church, 
Clarksburg, upon the fact that it has this as well as the other abundant evi- 
dences of prosperity so manifest to us, who are assembled here to-day. 

Of the fifteen left upon our lists two are Canonically resident in the Dio- 
_cese of Virginia, but continue their work in our midst.

The following changes have taken place in the Mission field during 
the year: The Rev. John T. Foster has removed from Grafton to Fairmont ; 
the Rev. G. P. Sommerville has been relieved of the charge of Trinity Church, 
Morgantown, and remains in charge of St. John’s, Willow Island, with 
other Missions in the Ohio Valley; the Rev. C. C. Pearson has assumed 
charge of Trinity, Morgantown, and St. Matthias, Grafton; the Rev. J.R. 
‘Taylor has removed to the Diocese of Maryland; the Rev. C. D. Williams 
has, by removal from his Parixh in Ohio, left St. John’s, Brooke county, 
vacant; the Rev. Peter Wager has removed from Hinton to St. Albans and 
has been succeeded at the former place by the Rev. F. A. Meade. 

The number of confirmations in the Mission field during the year has 
been 133 out of a total of 227. 

Two churches have been consecrated, viz: Christ Memorial Church, 
Williamstown, and Emmanuel, Clover Lick. . 

There is probable immediate prospect of putting four new men in the 
field—one at Powellton, another at Bayard and one to assist the Rectors, 
respectively, at Charleston and Huntington. This is not so much due, 
however, to enlarged contributions to our general funds or increased ability 
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on the part of your Committee, but in the liberality of three persons, who 
have generously agreed to furnish much or all of the money needed for 
their support. While we would gladly add, if possible, to the number of 
the laborers in the field and feel such additions to be sorely needed, we are 
not at present seeking to do this with the means placed at our disposal so 
much as to inerease gradually and as we can, the salaries paid to those 
already working among us. If our contributions can be kept up to present 
figures, this can be done to some extent, but increased gifts are needed to 
enable us to give sums in any degree adequate to the needs of our Mis- 
sionaries or commensurate with their zeal and labors. 

The Bishop has called attention of the Clergy of the Diocese to the fact 
that it is physically impossible for him to extend his visitations to many 
points, in which work can be done and ought to be done, beyond those 
already reached by him. 

We can only reeommend for the present that the different Con vocations, 
as requested by the Bishop, extend such care to these points as may be 
practicable. We look forward to the opportunity and ability to employ 
some suitable person, as a general Missionary with the special oversight of 
such work. 

Your Committee would also direct attention to the effort now being made 
to increase the efficiency of the Church’s labors among the colored people 
in our land. 

Fully aware of the difficulties attending the prosecution of this work and 
that the Clergy in the Diocese are already abundant in labors and full- 
handed with toil, we can only commend the subject to the notice of the 
Clergy and ask that they shall consider whether in their several charges 
any thing can be done to render aid in this direction. Weare glad to note 
the fact that something is being done already in this cause in the Diocese, 
notably the work at St. Philip’s Chapel, Charles Town, anda Sunday School 
in Trinity Parish, Shepherdstown. 

In conclusion your Committee would again acknowledge with gratitude 
the consideration shown to its efforts and the generous support in money 
and sympathy, which has been accorded it. We are much encouraged by 
the present condition of our work and its future outlook. We feel that its 
prvsoects have never been so bright as they are to-day. 
~ W2.tha confidence born of our past experience we appeal for a continu- 
ance of your interest in this great work, manifested, if possible, by an en- 
larged liberality in its support.

The Rev. R. D. Roller read prayers. 

The Secretary reported that he had responded to the ereenees 
of the Diocese of Southern Virginia. 

The Secretary read the notice. from the Board of Managers, 
calling attention to the change in Article ‘TEV. of the Oonstitu- 
tion of the General Missionary Society, making it incumbent 
upon each Diocese to elect one Presbyter and one Layman as 
members of the Missionary Council. 

The Rev. R. D. Roller read the following report of the Special 
Committee on Metes and Bounds of Parishes. 

To the Sixteenth Annual Council of the Diocese of West Virginia; Assembled 
at Clarksburg, 7th June, 1898 : 

The undersigned Committee on Metes and Bounds of Parishes, appointed 
by the Fourteenth Council, and es by the Fifteenth Couneik re-— 
spectfully repert : 

In the report made by your Committee to the Fifteenth Council, and 
which is published at page 34 in the Journal of said Council, an account of 
the formation of Parishes in the territory comprising this Diocese, from its 
first settlement to the date of the organization of this Diocese, was given, 
so far as we could obtain information, which report is asked to be read in 
connection with and as a part of this report. 

Your Committee having exhausted all the records and data to which 
they could gain access, addressed a circular letter to each of the Reectors in_ 
this Diocese, and to many of the leading Laymen, asking information as fo 
when and by what authority their Parish was organized, what change has 
been made in its boundaries, what are its present boundaries, as ascertained 
or claimed, and how they obtained their information. 

Many of the letters were answered; but your Committee regret to say 
that in only a very few instances was any information obtained, owing to 
the imperfect manner in which the early records were kept. Hence, our 
report on the matter under consideration, must be very incomplete, and 
inaccurate. 

Resuming then, our account of the formation of Parishes from the or- 
ganization of this Diocese, the period to which it was brought in our former 
report, we have: 

St. John’s Parish, Wheeling, Ohio county, ceased to be a Parish in 1877. 
We therefore report its territory as having reverted to, and now comprised 
in, St. Matthew’s Parish, Ohio county. 

Se Luke's Parish, Wheslne was admitted in 1881, and comprises the 
whole of Wheeling Island in Ohio county. 

Greenbrier Parish—The old formation of Greenbrier Parish seems to have 
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been disregarded, probably because there may not have been any Church 
organization there sinee the report of all laws relating to the ‘late Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church,” in 1799. And in 1883 it was admitted by the Coun- 
cil of the Diocese, its boundaries to be all of the county of Greenbrier (ex- 
cept the White Sulphur Springs Mission) and the town of Alderson in 
Monroe. 

Nelson Parish, in Jefferson county, was admitted by the Council of this 
Diocese in 1888, its boundaries to comprise so much of Jefferson county as 
is embraced in Middleway Magisterial District, and all of the Kabletown 
Magisterial District, West of the Shenandoah Valley Railroad. 

We also report the following as old and recognized Parishes althongh we 
can not ascertain when they were organized, nor their exact boundaries. 

Kanawha Parish, Kanawha county, which we report, from our best in- 
formation as embracing all of Kanawha county, except that portion em- 
braced in Bangor Parish; Kanawha Parish having been formed when the 
county was very much larger than at present, it is probable that the original 
Parish lines embrace portions of other counties, formerly in this county, but 
as it would be impracticable to follow these lines, we limit its boundaries 
to the present county, excepting Bangor Parish as above. 

Bangor Purish, in Kanawha county, boundaries not known, except that 
Davis Creek is claimed as its Eastern boundary on the South Side of Ka- 
nawha river; whether any portion of the county North of the river is 
claimed as being in is boundary we do not know. 

St. Andrew's Parish, in Jefferson county, boundaries supposed to be those 
of the county, except Nelson Parish, as above bounded. 

From our former report, and the foregoing in this report, we give the fol- 
lowing table of Parishes now existing in this Diocese, in which we drop 
the old Parishes of the Colonial Government ; for although together they 
covered the whole of the ter:itory now comprisiug the Diocese, yet in large 
portions thereof there are no Church organizations, and they are consid- 
ered as waste places, and as fast as they can be occupied are admitted as 
new Parishes:

There must be Parishes in such counties as Harrison, Cabell and Marion, 
but of these your Committee has no information. 

There are probably other Parishes in the pes but your Committee 
has no information concerning them. 

We could very properly close this report here; but in view of the fact 
that some questions have been asked your Committee, as to the good of 
this report, and as to the good of the Parish organization or division of | 
territory. We take the liberty of making a few remarks and suggestions. 
History and experience has demonstrated that in carrying on government 
of any kind or seeking the establishment, and acceptance of any system or 
belief, over a large expanse of territory, the work can be more thoroughly 
and effectively accomplished, by dividing the territory into small and de- 
fined districts, and even sub-districts, and committing the care of local 
matters therein to the inhabitants thereof, and incidentally imposing on 
them the obligation of an earnest and faithful attention thereto, or of be- 
ing left behind in the race. 

for these and other reasons we see the same policy has been adopted from 
the first in our Church organization, by the division of the territory occupied 
by it into Dioceses, and the Aiecion of the Diocese into Parishes or other 
districts. 

Independent of the foregoing, the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States, of which this Diocese is a part, in paragraphs 1 and 2 of sec- 
tion 6 of Canon 14 of Title I, in the Digest of Canous, has recognized the 
Parish organization in such terms, as to make it almost obligatory on the 
Church in the various Dioceses to divide them into Parishes. 

Canon 10 of this Diocese, in spirit, certainly, if not in letter, requires the 
division of the Diocese into Parishe-. And as the Diocese is composed of 
the whole State of West Virginia, your Committee recommends: 

That the Parishes heretofore reported by them as now existing in the 
Diocese, be continued and recognized as such, until altered or divided as 
provided by Canon 9, 

That in counties where there are more than one Parish, the boundaries 
whereof are not defined as in Kanawha and Wood counties; let the Rector 
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and Vestry of the several Parishes agree upon boundaries, and report the 
same to the next Council as the boundaries of their respective Parishes. 
That the rest of the Diocese be divided by this Council into Parishes cor- 
responding with the boundaries of the several counties, whether there is 
any Chureh organization therein or not. 
That the Secretary of the Council and Registrar make and Keep a Parish 
list.

We have learned with great pleasure the encouraging condition of the 
Episcopal Fund, there being a balunce to the credit of this Fund of $1,498.40. 
We also note with pleasure that the Permanent Fund has to its eredit the 
sum of $3,011.02. We think this state of things is a cause for thanking God 
and keeping courage. We would urge upon all our people, both clerical

Episcopal Fund with Permanent Fund, and that it would be well if this 
could be done annually. Tor the larger the Fund becomes the more likely 
it is to be increased by gifts, whether large or small by those who have the 
interest of our Church in this Diocese at heart.

Resolved, That we, the members of this Council, speaking for ourselves 
and for his people throughout the Diocese, do tender to him the assur- 
ance of our affection and of our prayers that he may have a prosperous 
journey and be safely restored to us. We bid him Godspeed in this work 
and trust that in doing it he may find, not only opportunity to minister to 
those to whom he goes, but also some relaxation for himself from his 
abundant labors, such as his unwearying devotion to the Diocese during 
the past fifteen years, has nobly earned for him. His care for the Diocese 
and his unfailing and affectionate interest in all his people have so en- 
deared him to us all that we feel our words superfluous, when we say to him 
that our prayers will be with him in all his journey and with our thoughts 
will follow him by day and night, on land and sea.

The Rev. John 8. Gibson, submitted the following report on 


the State of the Church. 

The Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report : 

The Chureh in which we meet—Christ, Clarksburg—is the place in which 
the first Council of the Dioeese was held fourteen years ago, in 1879, and as 
we look back to the body thes ee and around upon that which has 
this year attended here it is manifest to all that there has been great ad- 
vanee, and that, though we do not yet fll the land, God is building us up 
and making us his co-workers in this place of our heritage. 

It is not necessary that your Committee should review the various items 
of progress during the period, for it has been done time and again by those 
whose intimate knowledge of the facts makes them the most competent 
witnesses. ; 

We bless our Heavenly Father for the manifestation of His care and bless- 
ing vouchsafed to us in the fruitage of these years. And believe that as He 
has given in the past so He stands ready to continue to add to our num- 
bers the souls of men being saved, and to further enlarge our borders and 
strengthen our stakes. There is much land in this great commonwealth 
yet to be possessed ; and that we have grown in the past is an earnest that 
with faithful service there can be large advance in the future. Cons‘dering 
the state of the Church with reference to the work before her, your Com- 
mittee rejoice to know, from information gathered from various sources, 
that she is in all mattcrs of equipment in a better position than ever before, 
The larger Parishes are nearly all supplicd with the buildings and organiza- 
tions for actively prosecuting the work. Nearly all Parishes are supplied 
with good Rectors, and there are Churches built or building in the estab- 
lished Missions. There are very few of the Dioceses who when our num- 
bers and ability are considered have better equipment. Our force of Clergy, 
and.of laymen and women who have intelligent and earnest interest in the 
work, makesa body capable ofdoing a great deal to advance the work. It is 

especially gratifying to learn that within a few weeks our Ministerial list is 
to have five new names, or an increase of about one-sixth. ‘This new 
strength will go almost ee to building up the Missionary fields. 

It is also a gratifying condition that the Church is set in the midst ofa 
growing,and developing population many of whom can be won to love her 
grand liturgy and historic order as she wins them to Christ. It is of great 
importance that as new settlements are planted, the Church should set up 
her Cross, and if the interest in doing so was only as active throughout the 
Diocese as it is in a few places, it could soon be at least systematically at: 
tempted. An Evangelist or Archdeacon of proper gifts ministering to the 
places in question could vastly aid this work, and we trust the day will soon 
come When experiment can be made. This Mission work pays, for of the 
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Confirmations reported for the year, 227, 133, all but 94 were from that 
field. 

The reports of the Treasurer and other officers of the Council show a 
healthy condition of finance, generally, and the balance to the credit of every 
fund is larger than it was last year. 

So your Committee feel that the usual felicitations offered by the Com- 
mittees upon the state of the Church are entirely justified upon this oeeas- 
ion, and we lift our hearts to the great Head of the Chureh in humble 
gratitude for the manifestation of His favor and goodness towards us.

The Committee on Sunday Schools beg leave to report that while this 
important department of Churena work is not altogether what it might be, 
there is no sufficient reason for discouragement. 

There has been an increase in the number of schools, scholars and teach- 
ers, and in the total amount of money raised for expenses, while the Advent 
offerings for Diocesan Missions are $32 80 less this year than last, the num- 
ber of contributing schools to this object is the same. Out of 53 Sunday 
Schools, only 30 contributed to this object. Believing the best way to get 
a thing is to keep at it, your Committee again urge upon all the Rectors and 
Superintendents to give the Advent offerings to Diocesan, and the Lenten 
offerings to Foreign and Domestic Missions, and that they encourage their 
schools to contribute regularly to the other Diocesan objects, and so teach 
the children to feel that they have an interest in ALL the practical efforts of 
the Church. During the last five years $35.44 have passed through the 
hands of the Committee. It has been expended as follows:

1. This Committee think it inexpedient to transfer any part of the balance 
on hand from the Trustee of the Episcopal Fund to the Permanent Fund, 
but recommend the same be held by the Trustee and invested in some proper 
securities subject to his future eall. 

2. It is also the judgment of this Committee that the unpledged Parishes 

-and Missions be assessed at the rate of one dollar per capita for the Episco- 
pal Fund and 25 cents each from all communicants for Contingent Fund. 3 

We herewith submit as ordered by this Council, an assessment on the un- 
pledged Parishes which, if paid, would realize near $800 for Episcopal 
Fund and also an assessment on all the communicants which, if paid, will 
realize $500 for the Contingent Fund. 

We would respectfully call the attention of the Clergy to the fact, that 
the offerings for the Permanent Fund seem to be largely neglected, and 
would suggest and urge that they be more earnest in their efforts in 
this direction. It is hoped that at no distant day the income from this in- 
vested Fund will help very much in the support of the Episcopate.

In presenting this report your Committee desire to thank our Bishop for 
greatiy shortening their labo:s by the trouble he has taken upon himself of 
tabulating the parochial statistics, so that they had only to verify and 
summarize them. Notwithstanding this help it has taken more than two 
full days to do the work. 

Your Committee would also respectfully, but urgcntly submit that the 
work would be much easier and the results much more satisfactory, if the 
brethren would be more careful, in making out their reports, to use the 
forms as provided; to avoid elerical errors; to write legibly ; and above all 
to summarize statistics where there is more than one report to make; as 
they are distinctly required to do in the note printed at the foot of the 
form. 

We desire especially to call attention to these facts: 

1. In some eases the number of services and of baptized persons in the 
Parish is estimated, or not reported at all. One brother reports services ‘ as 
often as possible,” or “occasionally ;”’ another ‘once a month,” “twice a 
month.” 

Figures only are in place in dealing with figures. Surely it is an easy 
matter and should be a matter of pride, as it is of duty to kcep a record ef 
these things and report them accurately. 

Y, Carelessness in the arrangement and addition of figures leads to gross 
errors and gives needless trouble in correcting them. For instance one 
brother puts down 87 cents in the column of dollars, and, though he dis- 
covers the mistake and adds up the sum correctly, he leaves the error as it 
stands for the Bishop and the Committee to puzzle over. 

Another by putting figures in the wrong places makes what should be a 
total of $25,000 foot up $14,500. 

Others put items that belong under the head of “Di cesan Contributions” 
under the heading of “Objects without the Diocese,” and vice versa. 

The same class of items is put in different places by the same Clergyman 
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in making reports of two or more congregations. In one he has put the 
offering for Religious and Theological Education, under its proper heading 
of ‘‘Objects without the Diocese,’’ and in the other he has erased the words 
printed under this heading and written out the same words under the 
general heading, ‘‘Diocesan Contributions.” 

3. In reporting Sunday Schools, the form calls for-a statement, both as to 
teachers and scholars, whether they be male or female. : A pastor ought to 
know at least this much about his Sunday School, and there is no reason 
why he should conceal the facts from the Council. 

4. In reporting Churches and Chapels, it is believed that some report 
their Sunday School rooms as Chapels. A building used by a congregation 
in connection with the Parish Chureh, for Sunday School purposes, lectures 
&e., is not, it is believed, in the interest of the parochial report, a Chapel 
but a Parish home or Sunday School room. 

A Chapel is rather a building sufficiently removed from the Parish 
Church to provide for a distinct Sunday School and congregation. In this 
sense it indicates on the face of the report that additional work is being 
carried on by the congregation besides that which centres in the Parish 
Church. In an organized Mission the building may be properly called a 
Church, because not dependent on any. other and because it has represen- 
tation in the Council. 

5. No doubt confusion arises in the reports because some enter contribu- 
tions to the Hospital under the head of ‘Diocesan Benefactions,’’? and some 
under the special head of ‘‘Hospital.’”? Care should be taken to specify the 
object. 

The Committee would suggest the addition to the printed form of a space 
properly designated for reporting the number of times the ot Com- 
munion has been administered.

The Council of the Diocese of West Virginia, at its session held in 
Clarksburg, (June 7th to 10th) 1893, having appointed the undersign- 
e.l a Committee to express the sentiments and feelings of the Council 
in view of the death of that earnest faithful and beloved ‘‘Man of 
God” the Rev. Richard H. Mason. We desire to testify that, in our 
judgment, there has been lost to the Diocese and to the Church Mili- 
tant, one of the very most noble, pure hearted, unselfish and devoted 
of all of God’s children on earth. 

Our beloved brother knew well what it was to ‘‘endure hardness as 
a good soldier of Jesus Christ ’) He was so entirely devoted to win- 
ning souls for Christ that he counted his life as nothing to promote 
this end. So over the most untraveled roads, in the intensest cold, 
of winter and heat of summer he went on the glad errands of mercy 
to carry the ‘‘Story of the Cross,” and sound on many a mountain 
and in many a valley ‘‘the good news of the Kingdom.’’ A man en- 
dowed by nature with many rare and excellent gifts, he was also a 
man of uncommon erudition. His reading was extensive, his learn- 
ing was profound, his knowledge was aceurate, but after we have 
said all this, it still remains true that for Richard H. Mason, his most 
conspicuous trait was his ‘tunselfishness,’’ and his sturdy and stalwart 


devotion to Duty. No matter what his friends or the world might & 


think, he always had the courage of his convictions and would do 
what he believed to be his duty, no matter what the consequence. 
He wasa member of the Council from the very organization of the 
Diocese, and ever ready “tospeud and be spent” for the promotion of 
the ‘‘love of Christ,’? and the planting and nourishing of the Church 
that he loved so much better than his own life. He died at the 
Warm Springs, Bath County, Virginia, May 25th, 1893, after a pain- 
ful and lingering illness. He had been for the latter years of his life

laboring so far as able within the Diocese of Virginia, but still held his 
canonical connection with this Diocese. He was ordained in 1853, 
after 40 years spent in the Ministry, after 40 years of laborious service 
he is at rest, and has won his Savior’s approving smile, and heard 
His loving voice say ‘‘well done thou good and faithful servant, enter 
thou into the joy of thy Lord.’’ ‘Blessed are the dead which die in 
the Lord from henceforth, yea saith the Spirit that they may rest 
from their labors, and their works do follow them.” 
He leaves a wife and one daughter to whom the Diocese extends 
tenderest sympathy in this sad hour of affliction.

home. A young man attached to this colony perhaps found this his very 
last opportunity of public worship on earth as he died by accidental drown- 
ing in the city of Washington a very few days afterwrds—most strikingly 
emphasizing how as Richard Cecil said we ought ‘‘to preach as dying men to 
dying men.” 

A visit was made to Chapel in Garret county, Maryland, which 
though attached to the Diocese of Maryland has since been put under the 
eare of the Bishop of West Virginia, by the courtesy of the Bishop of 
Maryland. This is a most interesting field. The chapel is largely attended 
and many of the congregations live at or near Bayard, in Grant county, 
West Virginia. The Holy Communion was then administered for a young 
student from the Seminary, who was spending his vacation there and who 
ministered most acceptably to these devoted and earnest people. May God 
bless them and reward them.

Tne Bishop concluded the reading of his ‘address, which was 
as follows: 
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ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


JUNE, 1893. 


During the Sixteenth Annual Council which met in Christ Chnrch, 
Clarksburg, on Wednesday, June 7th, 1893, and continued in session until 
Saturday 10th—many of the members remaining over Sunday 11th,—we 
had besides the business sessions the usual semi-official meetings in the in- 
terests of the aggressive work of, the Church. On Wednesday night we had 
the subject of the Brotherhood, especially in its relation to the Sunday . 
School presented ; on Thursday night the meeting was in the interest of 
Diocesan Missions, and on Friday night in behalf of the general missions of 
the Chureh. Upon this latter occasion it was our privilege to have with 
us the Rev. Mr. Pott, one of our Missionaries in China, who spoke with the 
authority of an eye witness and an active laborer in the Foreign field. I 
count these meeting among the most interesting and valuable of the Coun- 
cil. Missions, the Sunday School, the Brotherhood, what is there that 
pertains to the practical working of our congregations that may not be in- 
cluded under such themes, I am especially glad to see a growing interest in 
the Brotherhood, which has already become such a power throughout the 
the land. The call to take part in its activities comes to all our congrega- 
tions to-day as the rallying call of laymen to laymen to buckle on their 
armor for an aggressive campaign. and to carry forward the standard of 
Christ’s Church all along the line of our Christian Endeavor. What has 
been done by earnest spirits in many of our Churches, is at least an indiea- 
tion of what others can do, if they offer themselves willingly, and have a 
mind to the work. 

By such instrumentalities we are beginning to have a more distinct 
realization of the fundamental truth that the Church of the living God is 
not to be considered merely as certain officials set apart to do Christ’s work 
in this world, but that it is the congregation of faithful men; and that 
upon this congregation in its most comprehensive sense—including ministers 
and people—rests the obligation to preach the Gospel to the poor, and to go 
and make Disciples of all nations. 

Wednesday, June 7th—At the opening session of the Council I ordained 
to the Priesthood Rev. Grant Paul Sommerville. The Rev. John S. Gibson 
preached the sermon, and the Rev. 8. 8. Moore D. D., presented the eandi- 
date. These gentlemen with the Rev. Dr. Swope and the Rev. Mr. Easter 
united in the laying on of hands. I administered the communion to a 
large congregation. 

Sunday 11th—Preached in Christ’s Church, Clarksburg, and confirmed 
two, in the same Church at night, after sermon by the Rev. Mr. Britting- 
ham, a former Rector, IT made a short address, in closing the religious 
services of the Council. 
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Tuesday 13th—Attended a meeting of the General Missionary Board in 
New York. 

Wednesday 14th—In St. Thomas’ Church, New York. At the request of 
Bishop presiding, I united with the Bishop of Kentucky in presenting the 
Rey. Dr. Graves to be consecrated Missionary Bishop for China. With 
other bishops present—including Rt. Rev. Barry late Primate of Australia 
—I took part in the consecration of Dr. Graves, and also in the consecration 
of Dr. McKim to be Missionary Bishop for Japan. 

Sunday 18th—Preached morning and night in Trinity Chureh Parkers- 
burg, and at night confirmed twenty-two. In the afternoon visited the 
Chapel of the Good Shepherd. 

Tuesday 20th—At the Theological Seminary of Virginia. I attended a 
meeting of the Board of Trustees. At this meeting the Rev. Dr. S. Scollay 
Moore, of Parkersburg, was elected as a clerical member to represent the 
Diocese of West Virginia. 

Wednesday 21st—Atthe Seminary, attended the annual meeting of the 
Education Society, and also of the Alumni. 

Friday 283rd—In the Seminary Chapel I ordained John 8. Lightbourn, 
deacon, the sermon was preached by the Rev. Willian: Meade Clark, and 
the candidate was presented by ———-— 

Sunday 25th—A. M., attended service in Trinity, Parkersburg. P.M. 
conducted Sunday School at the Light House, and made an address. P. P. 
M., preached at the chapel of the Good Shepherd. 


JULY. 

Sunday 2nd—Visited the Sunday School of Trinity Church, Parkers- 
burg, at the morning service in the Church I preached, administered the 
Holy Communion and confirmed seven persons. At night preached in the 
Light House. 

Monday 3rd—Attended a meeting of the Sunday School Teachers of the 
Parish in Parkersburg. Iam convinced that much more than is done, 
might be done by the more frequent assembling together of our Sunday 
School Teachers, for prayer, the study of the lesson, and for mutual con- 
ference. 

Thursday 6th—On this day, after constituting the Standing Committee, 
the Eeclesiastical authority, to act during my absence, I left my home for 
New York in order to take passage for Brazil, via England, on Saturday 8th. 
This visit was in pursuance of the Mission undertaken by appointment of 
the presiding Bishop, to look after our Church work in that distant country. 
Of this I spoke in my address to the Council in 1595, and I present with 
this address my formal report «nd record of my visit, and request that they 
be printed in the appendix of this Journal, as giving information concern- 
ing matters that ought to interest all our people. Under these circumstan- 
ces it is not necessary that I should speak particularly of my visit to Brazil. 
My absence extended to Saturday, November 25th, when I landed in New 
York upon my return, thankful to God for His providential care during all 
the dangers of the way, and also that it had been my privilege to lend a 
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helping hand in the great work of preaching the Gospel, to those poor, who 
in that distant Southern land, are scattered abroad as sheep haying no 
Shepherd. 

During this extended trip besides the services rendered in Brazil, for 
which see appendix “C”’ to this Journal, it was my privilege to preach twice 
on the steamship Berlin, en route from New York to Southampton, viz , on 
Sundays the 9th and the 16th of July; also twice on the steamship Clyde, 
on the voyage from Southampton to Rio de Janerio on Sundays the 6th and 
13th of August; and three times on the steamship Trent, on the return 
voyage from Rio to Southampton, viz., on Sundays October 22nd and 29th 
and on November 5th. I also preached in the English Chapel in Rio de 
Janerio on Sunday, October 15th. 

Having reached New York on Saturday November 265th, I proceeded to 
Richmond, Va. Here on Sunday 26th I preached in St. James Church, and 
on Thursday 30th of November, Thanksgiving Day, I preached in Grace 
Chureh, Richmond. 

DECEMBER. 

Sunday 3rd-—Preached in St. James’, Richmond, and at night in the 
same Church, addressed a union meeting, in behalf of the Mission of Brazil. 

Sunday LOoth—Spoke in behalf of Brazil in Christ’s Church, Brooklyn, and 
in the Church of the Incarnation, New York; also in Christ’s Church, 
Brooklyn, E. D., on Monday 11th, attended the business meeting of the 
American Church Missionary Society, and also addressed the Brazilian 
League of Christ’s Church.

It was my privilege at this visit to 
welcome the new Rector, the Rev. B. M. Spurr, who had been in the Parish 
about one month. Starting under most favorable circumstances, and/ tak- 
ing hold of the growing work with energy and discretion, he has the promise 
of hearty co-operation on the part of the congregation. JI met the members 
of the congregation and others after service at the house of Dr. Bruce, 
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Sunday 7th—St. Matthews and St. Lukes’, Wheeling. On Monday in 
company with the Rectors of these churches, Rev. Dr. Swope and Rev. Mr, 
Brittingham, I inspected the property suggested as suitable for a Chapel in 
South Wheeling, and canvassed the whole plan. It has since been brough; 
to a happy conclusion, and St. Andrew’s, South Wheeling, must hence- 
forth be enrolled among our missionary stations. 

Wednesday 10th—Trinity Church, Huntington. Here I met the Rev. 
Messrs Roller, Burkhardt and Brooking, and was able to confer with them 
about our work in that section of the State. I also met many members of 
the congregation at the Rectory after service. 

A reception given at the Rec- 
tory in the afternoon enabled me to mect many of the people whom other- 
wise I could not have seen.

This visit was specially to 
greet the new Rector, Rev. W. L. Gravatt, recently transferred from South- 
ern Virginia. Of the neighboring clergy the Rev. M ssrs Gibbons, Thom- 
as and Willis met me, and opportunity was given both in public and 
private to meet many of the congregation. I value these occasions very 
greatly. Unless something of the kind is systematically undertaken, cven 
though it be in an informal way, I shall have but little chance of increas- 
ing or even of keeping up my present acquaintance in this widely extend- 
ed field. It is my desire to know and to feel near to all my people, but it is 
getting more and more of a physical impossibility for me to do more on 
my humerous visitations than to be ready, at stated hours, to see those who 
may call upon me, 
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On Wednesday 31st, in company with Mr. Gravatt I visited the Parochial 
Schools connected with St. Philip’s Chapel and consulted with the teachers 
and Rey. Mr. Tyler, the Deacon in charge, about the work. We all feel the 
importance of carrying on vigorously the work so happily begun by the 
missionary zeal of Mr. Tucker and his band of faithful helpers and so far 
sustained through their unflagging efforts.

The Rev. Arthur K. Fenton has taken charge of St. David’s Mission 
Powellton. 

The Rev. W. L. Gravatt has become Rector of Zion Church, Charles Town 

The Rev. B. M. Spurr has become Rector of Trinity, Moundsville, and 
also taken charge of St. Ann’s, New Martinsville. 

The Rev. John R. Joyner has become Rector of St. Mark’s, St. Albans, 
and also taken charge of Calvary, Montgomery. 

The Rey. P. H. Le F. Grabau of Steubenville, Ohio, has taken charge of 
St. John’s, Brooke Co. 

The Rev. L. R. Combs of Covingtou, Va., has taken chargeof St. James, 
Lewisburg, and of the Incarnation, Ronceverte. 

THE SHELTERING ARMS. 

I have the pleasure of reporting a substantial gift to the Sheltering Arms 
Hospital in the shape ofa legacy of $17,172.76 from the estate of the late 
Mrs. Charles 8. Olden of Prineton, N. J. 

This institution continues to deserve the sympathy and support of our 
Chureh. The financial statement for 1893 showed receipts amounting to $3,- 
326, 77, of this sum $200.00 was from pay patients, and $1367.52 was from 
the miners. ‘The expenses were $3,258.63 leaving a balance in the treasury 
with which to begin the new year of $68.14. 

- The number of patients during the year was one hundred and sixteen. 
They were cared for at anaverage cost of about $28.00, including board, 
medical attendance, nursing and medicine. The long continued strike 
among the miners has seriously crippled our efficiency during the past six 
months, but we hope soon for such returning prosperity as will secure our 
usual income from the miners, and this with the income of about $1,000.00 
from our invested funds, and the sustained interest of our people through- 
out the State will enable us not only to carry on our work but to enlarge it 
according to the original plan. It is to be hoped that the establishment of 
local Hospitals in different parts of the State will not divert your minds 
from the Sheltering Arms, which asa distinctively Church enterprise, and 
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laboring among a class neglected and otherwise utterly unprovided for, has 
the highest claim upon our sympathy and support. 


THE DIOCESAN FINANCES. 


While we have reason to be thankful that during a year of great business 
depression the Diocese has been able to meet all of its obligations, and to 
continue its missionary work unimpared; yet a careful review of the re- 
ports does not give any special cause for congratulation. It appears that 
the five Canonical collections viz: for Diocesan Missions, Contingent, Per- 
manent, Widows and Orphansand Disabled Clergy, Religious and Theolog- 
ical Education funds yielded during the past year only $2717.80, while the 
expenditures on their accounts amounted to $3604.69. 7. e. $887.39 in ex- 
cess of the receipts. Our general favorable showing is due to the balances 
brought over from last year rather than to the liberality and management 
of this. And this furnishes occasion to refer to the whole question of 
Diocesan contributions as compared with Parochial expenses. I believe 
that the offerings for the objects mentioned above Which are of Canonical 
obligation and touch the very life of the Diocese are by no means what we 
have a right to expect them to be. The clergy and people ought not to be 
satisfied to have them remain at their present comparatively low figures. 

Last year the total amount contributed for Parochial expenses was 
$54,003.82. It is believed that the contributions this year will not fall far 
short of the same figures. This means that the churches contribute to 
these five canonical objects only 5 per cent. of what they spend upon them- 
selves. This is hardly after my idea of the fitness of things. I feel sure 
that more could be done to support and extend the Diocesan work if our 
hearts were more fully init. This appears demonstrated by the fact that 
from time to time you will find large sums raised for some special work by 
churches whose regular contributions to the above mentioned funds are 
comparatively small. It is simply because interest is aroused and = corres- 
ponding effort put forth. IT want to bespeak that interest and effort for our 
common work in the Diocese. It can not but be depressing to find that 
Diocesan appeals should ever be looked upon as troublesome, and con- 
science apparently satisfied by putting up with as small contribution as pos- 
sible what ought to have the most cordial support of all interested in the 
progress of the church and responsible for it. This always has been and 
always must be a great source of weakness in any Diocese, but especially 
in one like ours where there are so few strong to bear the infirmities and 
failures of the weak. Ido not think that there is any valid excuse for the 
neglect indicated, because some of the weakest points are very regular in 
the discharge of all Canonical obligations. If we could have a genuine 
and widespread enthusiasm for Diocesan progress we could accomplish 
vastly more in all our work. 

THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY. 

Tshall be glad to see branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary in every con- 
gregation in the diocese. Such organizations do vast good in the Parish as 
well as outside of it. They serve a most important purpose in ereeting and 
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sustaining missionary interest, and so quickening the spiritual life of the 
people. I trust that a meeting in the interests of the Auxiliary will con- 
tinue—now that it has begun—to bea regular feature in our annual coun- 
cils. The more we know of its working the more enthusiastic we shall be 
to have our share in that work. 

I desire to make a report to the council of various Trust Funds which I 
have in my hands, and request that after examination by the Financial 
Committee it be printed in the appendix of the Journal. 

1. By the will of the late Mr. Moore, of Mason county, there came into 
my hands in 1892, the sum of $1,0V0.00 to be held in trust for the benefit of 
Bruce Chapel. The interest on this fund paid in up to date has amounted 
to $668.10 of which amount $622.60 has been from time to time paid out to 
putand Keep the Chapel in repair and to supplement the salary of the min- 
ister, leaving at this time a balance in my hands of $45.50. 

2. By the will of the late Mrs. Olden, of Princeton, N. J., the Sheltering 
Arms Hospital was made a residuary legatee. I have received from this 
trust $17,172.76, so far no interest has come into my hands, the first pay- 

ment will be in July. 

3. By the will of the late Mrs. Barre, of Charleston, the sum of $3,000.00 
was left me in trust for the Church at Ravenswood. So faronly sixty per 
cent of the legacy has been realized in settling up the estate. $1,800.00 hav- 
ing been paid into my hands May 28d. There is prospect for the payment 
of about $360.00 on the final settlement of the estate. 

The various sums are invested with the advice of the most careful busi- 
ness men who are accessible to me, and by the substantial aid they render 
will, I believe, continue through the years to testify to the devotion of those 
who have made such thoughtful provision for the work they loved so well. 

I have felt it my duty during the past year to continue the plan of mak- 
ing a special appeal to the Diocese, for what I call my Special Fund, which 
enables me to strengthen the weak points, encourage local efforts ; stimulate 
the work of building, and repairing Churches and Rectories, care for our 
Parochial Schools, assist our Theological students, and, in special cases of 
necessity, supplement the insufficient salaries of our missionaries. Such 
work as this seems specially to appertain to the office of a Bishop. If he 
does not doit, it is left undone. He must therefore in view of his responsi- 
‘bilities for all parts of the Diocese, seek to enlist the united effort of every 
congregation, however small for the good of the whole. The money which . 
he needs for such work is not going to come to him unasked. He must 
seek it, and those who from time to time, contribute to such fund, ought to 
feel that they are only giving him the ability to do what they require of 
him, in the upbuilding and growth of the Diocese, and for which if it 
were undone, they would certainly hold him responsible. 

After many years of dependence on the usual offerings for Diocesan Mis- 
sions and other kindred objects, it has seemed to me evident that they 
never would be sufficient for the purposes hamed, and yet I have always 
felt that the people had the will and the power to do much more than they 
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were doing for the advancement of the Church. <A conviction which I 
think has been fully justified by the result; when thetwo circulars I have 
issued since Janury, 1893, have resulted in a larger contribution than has 
ever been reported to the Council for Diocesan Missions as coming from all 
the offerings from all the Churches and Missions for the same period of time. 
I plead again for a fuller appreciation of allour Diocesan obligations, that 
we all of us, ministers and people, try to maintain a more distinet impres- 
sion of the fact that the Diocese has a claim upon our full and hearty 
support ; that we are not merely an association of Churches, engaged in a 
general kind of missionary work, and helping each other when we find it 
convenient to do so, but that we are all part of one organization—members 
one of another—and not only pledged by common consent, but bound by 
the highest considerations, to advance the kingdom of Christ, in’ this 
territory which is specially our field. The Bishop, surely ought never to be 
satisfied simply to minister to existing congregations, but rather to be 
occupied in the constant effort to build up as centres of enlarging influence, 
and to push forward, establish and maintain the Church, where now it is 
little Known. 

The possibility of work along these lines will be indicated by the report 
of this Fund which I here give, and I am very sure that were any con- 
firmation needed to what I have said of its importance, it could be abund- 
antly supplied by the testimony of that large proportion of our clergy who, 
during the past eighteen months have had their hands strengthened by 
grants from this fund.

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Leaving a balance of $245.54 now in my hands. I have thought it well 
to make this full and explicit statement in regard to this fund, because it 
has not been before reported except in a very general way, andalso because 
I believe the information will have a good effect. I can assure the clergy 
and laity that if our general work is to be carried on vigorously and -oppor- 
tunities are to be seized as they present themselves, that some such fund as 
this is a necessity, and I earnestly appeal to those individuals who can 
make special gifts for this purpose to do so. There is no way in which they 
can more effectually help on the general work throughout the Diocese. The 
66 grants mentioned above stand for the tiding over of many difficulties, 
the encouragement of many workers, and the stimulation of a great deal 
of effort. 

METES AND BOUNDS. 

We have had for several years a committee on the general subject of the 
Metes and Bounds of Parishes. This isa very important matter, but one 
upon which it is well nigh impossible to obtain full and accurate informa- 
tion, for it often happens that the only reeords we have access to, state sim- 
ply the fact of the formation of anew parish, but do not indicate what its 
bounds may be. As each year only adds to the uncertainty, and the con- 
fusion arising therefrom, I recommend that in accordance with Title ITI, 
Canon 8, 2 ii, [I] of the Digest of the Canons of the General Church, 
that the Council by formal action proceed to define the boundaries of ex- 
isting Parishes, and in order that this may be done carefully and impar- 
tially, I recommend as a step towards this formal action, that there be 
published in the Journal alist of existing Parishes, with metes and bounds 
defined and stated as may seem most in accord with the facts and merits 
of the case; said list to lay over for one year, subject to revision, as may 
seem most expedient, so that at the end of that time the Council may pass 
authoritatively upon it. 


DECAYED PARISHES. 


I have several timss called the attention of the Council to the condition 
of certain Parishes, which, from various causes had become so feeble that 
it seemed hardly proper to keep on reporting them on our list year by year, 
thereby giving a false view of the strength of the Diocese to the Chureh at 
large, and lending ourselves to maintain what is after all but a fiction. 
There is also an apparent injustice that a congregation which has for years 
—though it may be without any fault of its own—failed in the object of its 
organization should be on exactly the same footing of privilege and gener- 
al standing with those that by their work and growth continually justify 
their existence. Now, that the Mission Stations have the privilege of repre- 
sentation, the Council may see its way clear to take some steps towards the 
correction of this anomaly. To what an extent it may grow, you will un- 
derstand when I tell you that our four smallest churches have a total 
among them all, of forty-three communicants, and pledge for all four 
churches only $125,00 salary, Last year they contributed for all Diocesan 
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objects including missions and assessments for all expenses the sum of 
$40.22. ‘They have the privilege of sending to this Council twelve repre- 
sentatives. On the other hand the mission at Bluefield, having twelve 
more communicants than all four churches, that is fifty-five as against 
forty-three, and pledging more salary than all four, that is $200.00 as against 
$125.00, besides furnishing a Rectory, and contributing $37.37 as against the 
$40.22 from the four churches—can send here only one representative. Or 
‘to make the case still more glaring this church in which we meet to-day 
(St. Matthew’s, Wheeling), having upwards of three hundred communi- 
cants, and paying $2700.09 salary and reported in the Journal of 1893 
as contributing to the Diocesan funds upwards of $1000 has the privilege of 
sending to this Council only three representatives as against the twelve of 
the four churches mentioned above. 

There has been a reluctance to do any thing in the premises in time past 
because I believe it seemed to some as if we would be punishing these weak 
Churches for their weakness. It ought not, however, to be regarded in 
this light. The conditions which the Canons contemplate as justifying 
the formation of a Parish with its rights and privileges no longer exist, 
and it is only fair that the franchise should cease when these conditions 
have so unmistakably passed away. It is hardly the proper thing for us, 
year after year to put on our list as Parishes such organizations—if they can 
be ealled organizations—as have only the name to live. The few church 
people who are in the territory concerned, can be cared for without our 
inaintaining this fiction. 

Many Dioceses have legislated in this direction. They generally pro- 
ceed on the assumption that when the Parish manifestly ceases for some- 
time to exercise the functions of a Parish, it is proper that it should either 
cease to exist, or become in law what it is in fact, dormant. ‘This is accom- 
plished by a vote of the Council after due notice, and at any subsequent 
time, should it appear desirable, the Parish can in the same manner be re- 
stored to its rights and privileges. 

VESTRY MEN. 

It is not unusual to hear complaints made of our Vestry system, indeed 
some persons openly advocate its abolition. Whether we hold such views 
or not, the fact of frequent complaint ought to make us look well to the 
working of thesystem, and endeavor to make it as efficient as possible. 
So far as I know, no one in this Diocese desires to see the prevailing meth- 
od of managing the temporalities of our Churches by Vestrymen, and 
other like officers seriously modified, much less altogether discarded, and 
even if any did, there is not much likelihood that any such result can be 
attained, nor has it been made to appear as yet that it would be desirable. 
Our wisdom then, while we have the system, is to make it thoroughly 
efficient in training the Vestrymen themselves, and also in developing the 
aggressive power of the Church. There are some anomalies which have 
crept into our administration which it seems to me, call for correction by 
the voice of the Church speaking through the Council—if they be not in 
the power of the Vestries themselves, 
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As to qualifications of Vestrymen and other Church officers, there has 
been for some years considerable difference of opinion, some persons de- 
siring to see the office restricted to communicants, and others opposing such 
restriction. That question has been practically settled for the present at 
least. by the failure to establish any such test. The qualification of Vestry- 
men is now that of an Elector, and all such are communicants, twenty-one 
years of age and over, who for six months next preceding the election 
have been bona fide members of the Parish in which they offer to vote, and 
all persons twenty-one years of age, and over, who for the same space of 
time have been regular worshippers in the same and regular eontributors to 
its support by pew rent, or subscription or by some method by which they 
shall be known to the Treasurer of the Vestry, and relied upon‘as such. 

As far as being a regular contributor is concerned the Canon expressly 
rules out those who simply put something in the collection from time to 
time. A regular contributor isone who gives to the support of the Chureh 
by pew rent, or subscription, or by some other method, by which he shall 
be known to the Treasurer of the Vestry, and relied upon as such. Of 
course there may be some difference of opinion as to who are to be regarded 
as regular worshippers, but I think that one who, with abundant opportunity 
goes only once or twice during the year, can hardly be called such. 

Just along these lines there is great laxity of practice. I might say also 
that while it may never have been determined precisely what the term com- 
municant legally and technically involves, I should think we could hardly 
avoid the conclusion that in its analysis it must mean one who communes. 
And the Rector of the Parish must in the exercise of his responsibility as 
in the sight of God finally determine whom he can properly call com- 
municants in his charge. It would seem then that the Rector and the 
Treasurer are the two persons, and the only two persons who can authori- 
tatively pronounce upon the qualification of electors and Vestrymen, and it 
would seem as if the simplest way to discharge this duty was for them to 
give a list of all such to the three judges of election. 

The main trouble, however, often arises after the election, from the 
failure on the part of those elected to attend Vestry meetings, or to take 
any part in the administration of the Church, and the trouble is frequently 
‘carried over from year to year by the re-election of the old Vestry, simply 
because no one cares to take the responsibility of turning down one who 
has served it may be for many successive terms; and so it comes to pass 
that we have a number of Vestrymen who are mere figure-heads, and in- 
deed worse than that, because they not only will not themselves attend 
meetings, but by their membership they increase the difficulty of securing a 
quorum. In my judgment there ought to be no relaxation of effort to get 
a Vestry meeting regularly, from time to time, as may be determined, and 
if, without suitable excuse tendered, any one be absent for so many con- 
secutive meetings, then hisname ought to be dropped, and the remaining 
members ought to have the option, whether to fill the vacancy, or to accept 
the reduced number, if not less than three, as a complete organization. If 
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one will not by active interest advance the cause of the Church, he ought 
not to be allowed simply by his neglect to hinder it. To continue on the 
Vestry month after month, and year after year, one who has ceased to be 
even a casual attendant, or who is openly and avowedly a member of another 
religious organization—one who can not or will not attend the Vestry 
meetings, is calculated seriously to hinder the progress of the Church and 

to bring the administration into contempt. In my judgment there ought 
to be regular stated meetings of the Vestry—quarterly meetings at least, 

but better bi-monthly or monthly, and if these official bodies were con- 
tinually purged of careless and neglectful members in the mannersuggested 

above, or some other suitable way which ought not to give offence we 
should have a much more efficient administration of our temporalities, 

than we nowenjoy. If in any given Parish you could not find enough 
persons sufficiently interested to keep up such an organization, there could 

be no better evidence that the congregation did not deserve a parochial 

organization and ought to be relegated to the position ofa mission. I have 
heard Rectors complain that they could not secure a Vestry meeting during 
the year; such failure formally reported to the Council ought in itself to be 
sufficient to void the charter. When we secure such a body as a Vestry 
ought to be, with stated meetings, then we can bring them up more and 

more to something like a proper realization of what their responsibilities 
are, and get them to assume more entirely the temporalities of the Church, 

relieving the ministry from their frequent serving of tables, that they may. 
give themselves continually to the ministry of the word and to prayer, and 

releasing the offertory also from the heavy charges that are now put upon 

it for current expenses, and so leaving it free to meet the demands of the 
missionary and charitable work of the Chureh. 

A committee was appointed at the last Council to consider the expediency 
and advisability of a division of the Diocese, and they will no doubt re- 
port in due time. Iam brought somewhat more into the discussion than 
I desired to be, by the incorporation into the report, as I understand it, of 
a letter which I wrote to the Chairman of the Committee, during the last 
summer just before I sailed for Brazil. In that letter my views are so fully 
expressed that I need not detain you to-day by further consideration, As 
we know by our own experience, such questions have to be-broached a 
long time before they can be settled, and all earnest discussion of them 
ought to do good. The consideration of the report, ought at least to make 
the clergy and laity throughout the Diocese realize that they, as well as 
the Bishop, have responsibilities in this matter; and I take this opportu- 
nity to assure them all that Iam ready to co-operate with them cordially 
in any way that shall be found for the good of the chureh. The develop- 
ment of our work in these sixteen years past, shown in the large enroll- 
ment of our members, and the widening of our sphere of labor, has been 
very satisfactory, and the steady strengthening of our Diocesan feeling and 
life showing itself in a more effective organization, and in a more aggress- 
ive work, has been full of encouragement. This is especially so beeause 
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this development and this strengthening has been in the face of unusual 
difficulties arising not only from having a sparse population over a widely 
extended area, but also from the extraordinary topography of the State 
which practically divides it into four or five distinct sections having little 
communication one with the other. It has been my constant effort to make 
the clergy and the people feel the unity of the Diocese; that obligation did 
not, and interest should not end with parochial boundaries. Our presence 
in the annual Council is a protest against any such narrow views. The 
State of West Virginia is our special field, and it ought to be our constant 
care to devise and carry forward such plans and methods of work as may 
most effectually maintain and advance the great interests committed to us. 
I pray that in this, asin every matter that comes before us, we may have 
wisdom to discern the times and know what we ought to do. 


The Committee on the Division of the Diocese presented their 
report and asked that it be made the order of the day for 10 
o'clock to-morrow. Carried.—(See Appendix “D.’’) 

The treasurer of the Diocese and the Trustee of the Kpiscopal 
Fund, each presented their reports (see appendix “A”) which 
were referred to the Committee on Finance. 

The Rev. Dr. Moore submitted the following report which 
was adopted. 

The Committee on Constitution and Canons, to which was referred the 
duty of re-codification by resolution reported on page 48, Journal of 1893, 
begs leave to report that said work has been completed. A printed copy of 
the Constitution and Canons, as revised, is submitted with this report. 
Nearly four hundred copies have been distributed in the Diocese and the re- 
mainder of the one thousand copies ordered to be printed are in the posses- 
sion of the Chairman of the Committee, subject to the order of the Council.

The Rev. Dr. Moore submitted the report of the Executive 
Committee of the Diocesan Missionary Society, as follows. It 


was referred to the Committee on the State of Church. 

In submitting the annual report of the condition of the missionary work 
of the Diocese, we regret to be compelled to note a considerable decrease in 
receipts during the year. The treasurer’s reportshows the total contribu- 
tions to this fund to have been $1,739.13. This as compared with those of 
last year, $2,159.29 and of the year before $2,428.82, shows a large proportion- 
ate diminution in the means available for carrying on the work. At the same 
time expenditure has increased. The demands against this fund net during 
the year amount to $2,263.61, as against $2,091.44 paid out the year before 
Moreover, the receipts have not all come from direct contributions to this 
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fund, but these have been supplemented by $245.50 turned over to the Treas- 
urer by the Bishop out of a special fund collected by him. 

The large balance in hand at the beginning of the year has been reduced 
mere than one half, so that we have now in hand only $481.64, a sum 
scarcely more than sufficient to meet the stipends of our missionaries due 
July Ist. It is evident that speedy action will be needed at this time to 
guard against an empty treasury. We would strongly recommend the 
adoption of some method, such as the procuring of voluntary pledges from 
parishes or the levying of assessments upon them, by which this fund 
might be increased and some degree of regularity secured in the annual 
amount contributed to it. This should be not less than $2,500, that the work 
might be properly done. ; 

In addition to the contributions from various Diocesan sources and some 
outside individual gifts, the Committee has had from the Board of Missions 
the sum of $1,400; of which $400 is for the colored work, and from the Am- 
erican Church Missionary Society $1,000. It is worthy of special note that 
although the latter society was compelled to make asweeping reduction in 
its appropriations for the current year, this Diocese alone was exempted 
from the application of the rule, as an evidence of the Society’s appreciation 
of the value of the services rendered it by our Bishop. 

The number of missionaries aided during the year has been nineteen. Of 
these, two have removed from the Diocese, three are resident without, but 
working within its limits, and the remaining fourteen are still at work in 
the Diocese, although some changes have been made in their respective 
fields. For more specific note of these, reference is made to the Bishop’s 
address, and a list of the missionaries aided, will be found in the report of 
the Treasurer. In addition to this work three students were employed dur- 
ing the summer months in different portions of the Diocese. 

One parish heretofore aided, has become self-supporting. When the 
present active and efficient Rector took charge of the churches at Mounds- 
ville and New Martinsville, these waived their claim to the appropriatien 
made on their behalf. 

In conclusion your Committee would duly urge its oft repeated appeal 
for continued and increased aid in its work, because upon its ability to carry 
on its work efficiently depends in large measure the growth of our influence 
and even the maintenance of our services in many places.

REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE, 


Romney, W. VA., June 4th, 1894. 

The Standing Committee of this Diocese respectfully submits its annual 
report. 

Since the last Council the Committee has met five times; generally with 
a full attendance, and always with great unanimity of sentiment and ac-_ 
tion, 

The Standing Committee recommended Mr. John S. Lightbourne and 
Mr. Wilson Page Chrisman, to the Bishop to be admitted to the Sacred 
Order of Deacons—and Mr. Charles W. Bartlett and Mr. Clayton Alexan- 
ander Chrisman were recommended to the Bishop as candidates for Holy 
Orders. 

The Standing Committee gave its consent to the consecration of the Rey. 
Ellison Capers, D. D., as Assistant Bishop of the Diocese of South Caroli- 
na; to the consecration of Rev. Joseph Blount Cheshire, D. D., as Assist- 
ant Bishop of the Diocese of North Carolina; to the consecration of the 
Rev. John Brockenbrough Newton, M. D., as Assistant Bishop of the 
Diocese of Virginia; and the Committee refused its consent to the conse- 
cration of the Rev. A. C. A. Hall, D. D., as Bishop of the Diocese of Ver- 
mont. Intheabsence of the Bishop from his Diocese for several months, 
the Standing Committee, acting for and by his written authority, according 
to Title I, Canon 19, See. xii, of the Digest, gave the Rev. Dallas Tucker a 
letter Dimissory to the Ecclesiastical Authority of the Diocese of Southern 
Ohio. 

The Standing Committee accepted the resignation of the Rey. Dallas 
Tucker asa member of said Committee with deepest regret, and elected the 
Rey. Wm. H. Neilson, D. D., of Shepherdstown, to fill the vacancy. 
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Such isa brief summary of our work for the past year; when we think of 
the perfect harmony and accord between the members of the Committee 
in all our deliberations, and also between the Committee and the Bishop 
of this Diocese; we are encouraged to believe that we have been governed 
in all our deliberations, by the overruling Providence of God, for the best 
interests of the Church at large, and of this Diocese in particular.

The Committee appointed to prepare a new form of Parochial Reports— 
See page 52, Journal 1893, submits herewith a blank for m for such reports, 
which is cia for adoption. 

In presenting this form the committee has in mind the great difficulty 
in. having any form carefully followed. 

We beg leave to urge that in this matter of following a form, as in others 
of graver import, the Diocese has a right to expect that there should bea 
loyal adoption and faithful following of that, which has been set forth by 
authority. Failure to do this is of a piece with failure to make regular 
and proper entries in the Register. What tales would be told, if we had 
from every Rector an account of the condition in which he found the Reg- 
ister when he took charge of his parish. 

In making this report your committee has aimed at a form, simple but 
comprehensive. Such as will convey clearly all needed information. The 
basis for such a form is properly the list. of subjects, upon which the Dio- 
cese are expected to report every three years to the General Convention, 
but beyond these there are points, upon which the diocese may wisely seek 
information, and it is believed that the Clergy will not find it difficult to 
give this, if they keep themselves as well acquainted, as they ought to be, 
with the details of their parochial work, and do not neglect to make timely 
memoranda, 

- The accurate reporting of even compar atively unimportant statistics helps 
us to systematize our whole work and tends to keep us better pasted as to 
its eondition and progress. 


The hour having arrived, the R’t Rev. C. U. Penick, 2D. 
presented the claims of the negroes upon the church in a clear, 
forcible and entertaining way.

The Committee on Sunday Schools respectfully report that this depart- 
ment of Church effort seems to be holding its own so far as the amount of 
money raised is concerned, but regret to note a loss of 457 scholars accord- 
ing to the parochial showing. There is an increase in the Advent offerings 
for Diocesan missions although nine Sunday Schools less than last year 
contributed. In other words out of about 53 Sunday Schools less than half 
have contributed to this object. Your Committee again ask the Rector® 
and Superintendents to devote the Advent offerings to Diocesan, and the 
Lenten offering, to Foreign and Domestic Missions and that they encourage 
the children to contribute to the other Diocesan objects. By so doing we 
not only have the opportunity to familiariz: the children with the practical 
efforts of the Church in the Diocese, but we are keeping step as far as possi- 
ble with our Bishop’s wishes, and by the Lenten offerings are sending 
help to the uttermost parts of the earth.

The Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report: 

Your Committee find much cause for gratitude and hopefulness in a re- 
view of the progress made by the Diocese during the past year. The num- — 
ber of those gathered into the fold of Christ by the Rite of Confirmation 
exceeds by 93 the largest number confirmed in any previous year. The 
steady and healthy growth of the Church is apparent in a comparison of 
the two periods, of eight years each, which comprise the whole term of 
our Diocesan life. The average of confirmations per year for the former 
period is 183, while for the latter it is 217. That which largely explains the 
increase over last year is in itself an encouragement, viz., the fact. that all, 
parishes and mission stations have been supplied with laborers, so that the 
ground has been well tilled. There are now 26 resident clergymen, and 
four canonically connected with other Dioceses who are rendering service 
within our borders. To see fields white unto the harvest and no laborers 
to gather the precious grain into the garner, as sometimes appears from the 
appeals of Bishops in other Dioceses and missionary jurisdictions, must be 
disheartening indeed—so that we have reason to thank God and take cour- 
age as we see the number of work-men who are constantly enlarging the 
field, keeping pace with the increasing needs of that development of which 
they are the instruments. These are spiritual results which are in line with 
the grand end and aim of the Church’s mission. 

But there are other results which should be confidently looked for and 
earnestly striven after, and which have a deeper significance than is gener- 
ally realized. Gifts of money for the extension of Christ’s kingdom and for 
the care of his needy children are a normal expression of gratitude for ‘His 
unspeakable gift,” a manifestation of the faith which rests upon His merits 
for salvation and an exhibition of that unselfishness which it is the object 
of His Gospel to teach us. Both Archbishop Whately and John Wesley 
have been quoted as asking, when told of a conversion of the certain person, 
‘‘Ts his purse converted ?”’ and as expressing doubt concerning the reality 
of his conversion, if his purse-strings weretightlydrawn. Notwithstanding 
the great financial depression of the past year, it is a noticeable fact that the 
offerings have not considerably fallen off and that the work of the Diocese 
has nowhere been crippled by lack of funds. Yet we learn that the ex- 
penditures for various Diocesan objects have largely been met by the bal- 
ance of funds contributed during the previous year. That we have been 
enabled to hold our own is a subject of congratulation—to have looked for 
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much more than this in such times, might have been expecting too much— 
yet when we learn that the proportion which the sums contributed for these 
objects bear to those contributed for parochial objects is only as 1 to 20, we 
discover that there is still some selfishness mingled with our giving. 

We do not overlook the fact that in contributing to our own parishes we 
in a certain sense strengthen the Diocese, but by the great disproportion in 
our gifts we narrow rather than widen our sympathies, we unduly limit the 
work of Church extension, we become forgetful of the commission laid up- 
on the Church by her great Head, and of our relation to each other as mem- 
bers of the one Body. Weare not simply a collection of congregations, we 
area compact organization—“if one of the members suffer, all the members 
suffer with it, or one member be honored, all the members rejoice with it.” 

{ach one of us is under obligation to contribute to the welfare of the whole. 
We need more enthusiasm for that common cause, which is our bond of 
union. There is often complaint made concerning the money which goes 
out of our parishes to aid Diocesan and General Work, as though the wel- 
fare of the parish were thereby sacrificed. When as for every dollar thus 
expended a tenfold blessing comes to the parish in the direction .of that 
which should be the end and object of parochial effort, viz., the development 
of Christian character, in the enlarging of the sympathies, in cultivating a 
spirit of Christ-like love and self-denial. Furthermore, every member of 
the Chureb bears a share of the responsibility which rests upon the Chureh 
asa whole. Pledges which are made by the authorities of the Diocese, for 
the salaries of missionaries, for instance, to a certain extent obligate the in- 
dividuals whom these authorities represent, Claims which are good upon 
the Diocese as a whole, for the care of its Widows and Orphans and _ Dis- 
abled Clergy, for instance, are good in the case of each individual Comimun- 
icant. Work which falls to the lot of the Bishop, our appointed leader, to 
do, calls upon each Communicant for the means which shall make the doing 
of it possible. What we want, then, is a deeper sense of the responsibility 
which belongs to our position as members of the Church and of the Diocese, 
and as ministers who have received orders, not for separate congregations, 
bnt for the whole Body. 

While there is doubtless much room for improvement in this respect, 
there ison every hand evidence of the Divine blessing which has accom- 
panied the efforts so feebly put forth and the work so imperfectly done. 
The development of the Diocese during the short period of its life has 
been wonderful indeed. Numbers of former waste places are now flourish- 
ing and growing missions—numbers of missions have developed into 
parishes—numbers of weak parishes have become strong. 


The Council meets this year in a city with two strong parishes and two 
promising missions, when sixteen years ago, there was but two parishes. 
Let us then press forward with renewed zeal and earnestness and self-de- 
nial in the doing of the Lord’s work, planting and watering in faith, while 
we look to Him for the increase.

In case the Council shall decide that such Parish shall cease to 
exist, the territory, which it covers, shall revert ecclesiastically to the same 
condition, in which it stood, prior to the formation of the Parish, and any 
personal property, belonging to the Parish, such as chancel furniture, ves- 
sels for the Holy Communion, font, ete., shall be used, at the discretion of 
the Bishop, at any other point or points within the Diocese.

That L. E. Sands be elected a member of the Board of Trustees of the 
Permanent Fund, in the place of J. N. Camden, Jr., who has removed from 
the Diocese. 

And that the said Board do either approve the investments made of the 
Permanent Fund by the Treasurer of the Diocese, or call in the same and 
invest it themselves. 

A large part of the investments were made by a former Treasurer, who at 
that time was a member of the Board of Trustees, and said investments 
have been handed down to the present Treasurer of the Diocese and held by 
him. Theinvestments for the Permanent Fund, and Fund for Widows and 
Orphans have not been kept separate by the Treasurer, and by the recom-

In submitting my report this year I have attached to it a tabulated state- . 
ment for ready information for the members of the Council. Last yeara 
resolution was adopted appointing a committee to report to this Council 
the advisability of dividing the excess of what is needed between the 
pledged parishes. 

I do not know what this committee will report, but in my opinion, the 
way to relieve this unjust taxation on some of the pledged parishes, is to 
release all the pledged parishes from their obligations (called a guarantee), 
and place every parish on a common level by assessing each and every one 
in the Diocese the sum of one dollar per communicant which, if paid, 
would amount to over $3,300.00. In the event of their being a deficiency 
owing to the failure of some parishes to pay their assessment, authorize the 
Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund to draw on the parishes which have guar- 
anteed the payment of the Bishop’s salary, for a sufficient amount pro rata 
to make up the deficiency. 

This is, in my opinion, the only equitable plan.

REMARKS—On my arrival here in December last I found that there was 
practically no work, of a Gospel character, being done among the convicts 
at the State Prison, with exception of the morning service, held each Sun- 
day by the various ministers in town. 

The hospital had practically no ministration from the several ministers 
whilst the women (18 in number) had had no Christian services for con- 
siderably over a year. 

With the aid ofmy Brotherhood men, J instituted and do preach eyery 
Sunday to the women besides every fourth Sunday to the men who num- 
ber about 445 and visit—two afternoons each week—the men who are 
confined to their cells or lie suffering in the hospital. 

To these latter we carry flowers or whatever will cheer their dying 
moments On earth. 

Through Miss Julia Emery, Mrs. J. L. Chapin of The C. P. C., became 
interested and sends us considerable reading matter which is distributed 
every Sunday to the convicts,and I am persuaded that many are comforted 
and assisted to higher hopes by the perusal of the tracts, church papers, 
magazines, ete., which we are thus enabled to give them. 

Our Beloved Bishop has sent a considerable number of magazines and 
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materially assisted the work and were other clergy to do the same much 
-better results could be obtained. 

Besides this we seek to get employment for discharged convicts and 
assist—in every way that is practical—in making these men and women 
respectable members of society’ 

Since coming here 15 convicts having asked to be baptized, had that 
Sacrament administered to them. 

This work should receive the assistance of every clergyman and layman 
in the State, as these men come from every part of West. Virginia and 
unless they are assisted —in the truest sense—spiritually whilst imprisoned, 
they go forth to make society worse than it was before, and probably most 
of these ex-convicts to be returned to prison again. 

Shall we not strive to avoid that sentence ‘I was hungered and ye gave 
me no meat : I was thirsty, and ye gave me no drink: I was a stranger and 
ye took me notin: naked and ye clothed me not: sick and in prison and ye 
visited me not.” |

T arrived in the city of Rio Grande on Wednesday, August 23rd, having 
left Rio de Janeiro on Monday, August I4th, in the steamer Rio Grande. 
Not having the opportunity of notifying Rev. Mr. Kinsolving of my com- 
ing, I took the Mission somewhat by surprise, but met with a most hearty 
welcome from the missionaries and the people.

Report of the Primary Episcopal Visitation to the Wission 
in Brazil. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, BRAZIL, October 13, 1898, 
To the Rt. Rev. John Williams, D. D., LL. D., Presiding Bishop, through 
the Rev. Wm. A. Newbold, General Secretary of the American Church 

Missionary Society. 

Acting under your appointment, and at the request of the American 
Church Missionary Society, I have just completed a visitation to the Mis- 
sion of our Chureh in the State of Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, and beg here- 
with to lay the report of the same before you. 

T sailed from New York, via England, on Saturday, July 8, and arrived 
in the city of Rio Grande on Wednesday, August 23. The memorandum 
inclosed will give in detail the services held and the official acts performed, 
Suffice it to say here that during my stay, which lasted’ from Wednesday. 
August 23, to Monday, October 2, I held thirty-two public services, at al- 
most all of which I preached or made a short address through an interpre- 
ter. Ihad three public receptions at which I met a great many of the peo- 
ple. I confirmed one hundred and forty-two persons on thirteen different 
occasions. I held four examinations and ordained as deacons four candi- 
dates. Ialso attended nine sessions, of the convocation, during which much 
labor was spent on revising the translation of the Prayer Book now in use 
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and in perfecting as far as possible the necessary organization of the 
Mission. 
RECEPTION. 

It isbut right to say that I have everywhere met with a most cordial and 
gratifying reception, not only fromthe Missionaries themselves, but also” 
from all the people with whom I came in contact. Every one connected 
with the Mission, and all interested in it, seem pleased and encouraged at 
the evidence which my visit afforded of the Church’s care for them. 


ORDINATIONS. é 


It wasa great gratification to me that, under title I, Canon 19, 7 VII (4), I 
was able to ordain to the diaconate the four candidates who have been in 
training as catechists. The examinations were conducted separately and 
were very satisfactory, showing above all that these men have been diligent 
students of the Word of God. After consultation with the Missionaries, I 
have assigned to each deacon his field of work, of which due report will 
be made. : f 


CONFIRMATIONS, 


IT administered the right of confirmation on thirteen occasions to one 
hundred and forty-two persons. Itmay be interesting to know that of this 
number sixty-five were males and one hundred and_ thirty-seven adults. 
They were all Brazilians, one hundred and fifteen white, twelve mulattoes 
and fifteen negroes; in twenty-two cases man and wife were confirmed to- 
gether. Of the whole number, fourteen were the remnants of the Presby- 
terian Mission in Rio Grande. I have good reason to believe that great 
care was taken in presenting these persons to be confirmed, and that a wise 
discretion was. exercised in declining to receive quite a number who were 
disposed to come forward. 

CENTERS OF WORK. 


There are three natural centers of work: The cities of Rio Grande (20,- 
000), Pelotas (35,000) and Porto Alegre (60,000) and these have been already 
wisely occupied. They are on every account strategic points. There are 
massed here nearly 120,000 people, the most intelligent and active in the 
state, and it seems to be plainly our duty, holding these points strongly, to 
work out from them into the surrounding and tributary country as we ' 
have opportunity. Porto Alegre, the capital of the State, is specially im- 
portant as such a center of influence, not only on account of its civil status 
and its geographical position, but also because it isa rapidly growing city. 
The matter of extension from these three centers is something that has not 
yet had much consideration, but the question must in the near future press 
for a decision. If it were possible at present to increase the working force 
of the Mission by one Presbyter and one Catechist, it might be expedient 
thus to occupy St. Catharina, the capitol of the adjoining state of the same * 
name. Thecity is well located, and thereareindications of an opening for our 
- Church there. The possibilities of Christian work in this, the southern part 
of Brazil, are great. Favored by the climate and by the character of the 
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soil, and stimulated by the incoming of many emigrants from Europe, the 
people generally give greater promise of development than elsewhere in the 
republic. The State of Rio Grande do Sul especially seems ready to enter 
upon a great forward movement all along the line, when the government 
becomes so far settled as to allow free play to all industrial activities. 

Having regard to Church extension under such circumstances and con- 
ditions, it seems to be now generally conceded that we ought to look to the 
development of free national Churches rather than to the maintenance of 
dependent missions of our own Church. So far, at least, forecasting the 
future as to have this great principle in mind,-I have been careful to do 
nothing as against it: perfecting as far as possible the organization of the 
convocation, which, though without strict canonical authorization, will 
answer, I am sure, a most important purpose, and so be of great service in 
the practical working of the Mission. 

In doing this it has seemed important that a short and simple statement 
should be put forth by some authority in order that the people among 
whom we are working might be informed as to our principles and methods. 
The convocation has, therefore, at my suggestion made such a declaration 
of principles relative to the faith and order of this Chureh and its relation 
to the Holy Catholic Church, throughout the world, and has also adopted 
the constitution and canons of the general convention and of the diocese of 
West Virginia for their guidance as far asthey are applicable to their cir- 
cumstances, and until such time as they shall be amended or revised by 
competent authority. Such action will, I believe, have a most wholesome 
effect in giving much needed information as to our principles and methods; 
in promoting unity of action and of feeling among all the stations identified 
with the Mission; in fostering a lively interest on the part of all our mem- 
bers and friends, and in diffusing an educating sense of responsibility 
among all who are taking part in the work. 

In this way also, during the absence of the Bishop in charge, there will 
be some local authority to speak for the Mission and to direct and guide 
when necessary. By this means also we believe that the Chureh will 
strengthen the hold she already has upon the various communities where 
now planted, and the Brazilians themselves will be much encouraged and 
stimulated when they find they are not ignored in the organization and 
management of the work. 

HALLS. 


The five halls now used for public services have served a good purpose 
in these earlier stages ofthe Mission. They have been fitted up simply but 
with judgment and taste. Congregations have been gathered and Sunday 
Schools organized, and the people have learned something of the quiet and 
sober ways of our Church. But the time must soon come when these halls 
ought to give way to suitable church buildings, for only thus can adequate, 
permanent provision be made for the demands of public worship and all 
the manifold needs of growing and active congregations. Such provision 
publie opinion demands here as in our own country, and it can not be 
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ignored without manifest loss of prestige in the minds of a seniitive and in- 
dependent people. We shall soon need such church buildings in the three 
cities already mentioned, and also in the country neighborhood of Con- 
tracto, 

Property is apparently higher in these cities than in those of a similar | 
size in the United States; and building, I should think, nearly twice as 
costly, so that it would take at least $30,000 properly to build and equip the 
five churches that are now needed for the congregations already gathered 
with their one hundred and fifty-one communicants, one hundred and 
ninety Sunday School scholars and the pupils in the parochial schools. 
When this work of building is commenced under favorable auspices, the 
people themselves will, according to their ability, render substantial aid. 


: EDUCATIONAL WORK. 

While the Missionaries recognize the great importance of good Christian 
schools for the training of the yonng in these different communities, yet . 
they have been able to do but little in this direction for lack of money. 

The reduction in the school work last year was mainly due to the fact 
that our Missionaries found that the teaching was taking up too much of 
the time and energy which the more direct pastoral and evangelistic work 
seemed to demand. Arrangements have, however, been made to secure 
such additional assistance for the coming year as will enable them some- 
what to enlarge the school work and to increase its efficiency. 

Meantime it is believed that there is opening both at Pelotas and Porto 
Alegre for first class schools with good equipment; but there seems no 
prospect at present of our entering in to possess this field, although such 
instrumentalities would give impetus and encouragement to the work all 
along the line. 

In regard to kindred matter about which there has .been correspondence 
in time past, and which still remains ina somewhat unsettled state, viz: 
Shall American education for native workers in the field be encouraged; I 
answer (substantially in the words of another), No! if you mean indiscrimi~ 
nate education ; for if you desire to have a native church, it will not. be of 
any advantage to have the native agents, upon whom you must largely de- 
pend, take onan American polish. Such agents will generally be all the 
more effective for being trained in the face of the conditions in which they 
are to carry on the work ; and we do not wish to separate them from the 
social conditions of their own country aud their own people. We do not go 
to Brazil to Americanize, but to help Chrictianize the people. But, on the 
other hand, if youask, Shall American education be encouraged ? I answer 
emphatically, Yes! If you mean the education ofa few carefully selected 
men who have commended themselves to the pastors and to those in 
charge of the Missionary work at home, and whom it is wise to prepare in 
every possible way for responsible and commanding positions afterward, 
especially in the training schools of their own country. 

PRAYER BOOK. 
I attended nine sessions of the convocation which were occupied in the

trsnslation and revision of the Portugese Prayer Book, and I can bear tes- 
timony to the painstaking care with which the work has been done. These 
sessions were but supplemental to many days of faithful labor, especially 
on the part of Rev. Messrs. Brown and Cabral. 

FINANCES. 

Having been for some time familiar with the monthly financial state- 
ment rendered by Rev. Mr. Brown, the efficient treasurer of the mission, I 
was the better prepared to appreciate the management of this important 
department here. I believe that the work generally is conducted in a bus- 
iness like way and with all due economy, and on this account deserves the 
cordial support of the churches at home. 

The subject of self-help has been earnestly discussed, and it is believed 
that advantage can be taken of the present condition of affairs, incident 
to the ordination of the first native deacon, which really marks an epoch 
in the history of the mission, to makea decided move in this direction. We 
all agree in thinking that the native workers ought to be supported as far as 
possible by their own people, for thus only can we foster a truly indigenous 
and independent Chureh. But we know that this result, however desira- 
ble, cannot be realized at once. The Home Missionary Society must yet, 
and it may be for a long time, lend a helping hand. In regard to this mat- 
ter, it has been well said that to a very large extent it becomes necessary, in 
the initial stage of a Mission, todo something toward the support of the 
native workers, or else to try to get along without their. valuable, or rather 
invaluable help. This is so because there may be individuals brought out, 
who may be duly qualified to be teachers and preachers to their country- 
men, before there isa body of Christians in the country sufficiently nu- 
merous and wealthy to support them. Still, what can be done in the way 
of self-help ought to be done and I believe that in this case it will be glad- 
ly done, and with gratifying results. 

What need for the mission? 

The need for such evangelistic and educational work as we are trying to 
do in Brazil must be apparent to the most casual observer. 

There is a famine in the land, nota famine of bread, nora thirst of wa- 
ter, but a famine of the Word of God; and as we ourselves have freely re- 

‘ceived, ought we not freely to give; I think there ean be no doubt but that 
the result of the Roman system, as appears in its working in this part of 
South America, is the practical suppression of the Word of God. ‘That 
word is not the great instrument put into the hands of her clergy,” or they 
would use it more freely themselves and see that it is more widely distrib- 
uted. But “depending on their cult more than on their sermons, their 
chief business has seemed to be not to teach the people what God says, but 
rather what the Church decrees.’’ I have the direct testimony of two gen- 
tlemen, of character and intelligence, one a resident of Rio de Janeiro and 
the other of Porte Alegre, that when they first came to the country, five or 
six years ago, the only edition of the Bible they could find, after diligent 
search in these cities, was an edition which in the one case cost $20 and 
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in the other $14; and we all know what that means; surely those are fam- 
ine prices. It cannot be said that ‘‘the people of the Roman communion 
are distinguished for Bible reading; and for full and accurate knowledge of 
the lively oracles of God. So far from it, the very reverse is the case. 
Roman lands are not the home of Bible societies, nor the soil on which 
personal and national progress and freedom flourish. What if the car- 
dinal doctrines of Christianity are contained in the theology of Rome, we 
must remember that it is quite possible so to mingle truth and error as to 


have the error overshadow and neutralize the truth continually; it is possi- —— 


ble to acknowledge the Bible as from God, and yet make it void by tradi- 
tion, or so discourage its use that it shall be practically unknown to the 
people; tosay that we accept itas true, and then to render its teaching ~ 
nugatory by exalting the consensus of patristic opinion, and the decrees of 
Popes and councils above its authority; it is possible to seem to honor the 
Saviour and to trust in Hisatoning sacrifice, and yet practically to reproach 
Him, and to discredit His mediatorial work as Prophet, Priest and King, 
by turning the hearts of men to the intercession of the Virgin, of angels 
and glorified saints, and the endless repetition of what is called the sacri- 
fice of the mass.” . 

This testimony has been abundantly sustained by the observation of our 
Missionaries in Brazil, and it has been confirmed by the witness of converts 
who have declared to me their devout thankfulness to Almighty God for 
deliverance from bondage and introduction into the light of the Gospel. 
We can not be too thankful that we have the opportunity of holding up 
the Word of Life among these people, and that we have it in our power, at 
the same time, to put into their hands a form of sound words, in the use 
of which they can intelligently and rationally worship God. The seryice 
we give them is a provision for their spiritual needs incomparably beyond | 
what they have ever known before, and in the sweet songs of Zion, whieh 
have been simply a revelation to them of the delightful possibilities of 


worship, they have found a veritable surswm corda from the darkness and 


bondage of past days. 
. MISSIONARIES. 


IT cannot close this report without saying that in my-judgment we are 
-most happy in the personnel of our Mission. The four presbyters sent out 
by the Society cooperate most cordially in their common work, and find 
great acceptance with the people. _The large experience they all had in 
teaching before they entered the ministry has done much to train them 
for their present work, and their mastery of the language enables them to 
speak with fluency and efficiency, both in public and private. Miss Pack- 
ard, the head of the Parochial. school in Porto Alegre, has acquired, ina 
comparatively short time, a wonderful knowledge of the Portuguese tongue, 
in its grammar and vocabulary, and with the help of two competent 4s- 
sistants, will make her school increasingly a power for good. 

All the ladies connected with the Mission faithfully assist in the Paro- 
chial visiting, and also labor earnestly in the Sunday Schools, These schools 
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are doing their difficult work with a gratifying measure of success, notwith- 
standing the lack of suitable books and other appliances which we, in the 
United States, find so helpful and even necessary. 

The four catechists, who have been for so long a time the faithful helpers 
of our Missionaries, having purchased for themselves a good degree, have 
been advanced tothe diaconate, and they give good promise of increasing 
usefulness. The effort will now be made to secure others as catechists, that 
they may have the advantege of like training. The lay reader I commis- 
sioned may be counted as one such. 

APPEAL, 

The Mission speaks for itself, by the great progress made during the four 
years of its existence; by the large promise it gives of reaching, and_ hold- 
ing in its influence, many people of all classes, both in the city and in the 
country ; and especially by the vantage ground it now occupies in having 
such hopeful beginning of a native ministry, it makes a strong appeal to 
the Church for its constant sympathy and substantial support. It is 
thought that, one result of a Bishop’s visit being to assure the people of the 
permanence of the work, and to encourage them by showing that they are 
objects of interest and care to others, the attention of the various commun- 
ities will be the more fixed upon the Church which has thus raised the 
standard of Christamong them, and that they will be the more disposed to 
inquire into her ways and to walk therein. 

The conditions seem most favorable for the prosecution of the work that 
has been thus auspiciously begun. I find a general consensus of opinion 
that the State of Rio Grande do Sul, on account of its climate, natural re- 
sources and population, is the most promising of any in Brazil. It is also 
worthy of note that, with the exception of one or two practically independ- 
ent workers, the field is unoccupied by any distinctively Missionary effort 
save our Own. 

Such information concerning the field as I have tried thus briefly to give, 
and such statement of the work, make a strong appeal to the Church for 
the continuance ofits protection and nursing care. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, I desire to put on record here an expression of my grati- 
tude to God that He has been pleased to guard me from the dangers of the 
sea, and from every evil to which, in my journeyings to and fro, I may 
have been exposed. I shall always esteem it a great privilege and honor 
to have been able to render any help in so good a cause. 

The recollection of my six week’s visit to Brazil will remain with me as a 
grateful memory, and I shall pray for the dear brethren and the good 
people there, that while they plant and water, God himself may give the 
increase. 

We have the promise that the little one shall become a thousand, and the 
small onea strong nation. Why may we not claim it for our Mission in 
Brazil? May the Lord hasten it in His time.

STATEMENT OF PRINCIPLES PUT FORTH BY THE COVOCATION OF RIO 
GRANDE DO SUL. 


For the better organization of the Mission of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in the State of Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil, now under the nursing- 
care of the American Church Missionary Society of the Protestant Episco- 
pal Church in the United States, and for the better understanding of the re- 
lations of this reformed Church to the Holy Catholic Church throughout 
the world, the convocation of Rio Grande do Sul sets forth the following 
declaration of principles, being substantially the conclusionsadopted at the 
Secohd and Third Pan-Anglican Conferences, 1878 and 1888, and by them 
commended to the faithful.

We proclaim the sufficiency and supremacy of the Holy Scriptures as the 
ultimate rule of faith, and commend to our people the diligent study of 
the same. pave 

We confess our faith in the words of the ancient Catholic Creed. 

We retain the apostolic orders of Bishops, Priests and Deacons. 

We assert the just liberties of particular and national churches. 


APPENDIX C. | 111 


We provide our people in their own tongue, with a Book of Common 
Prayer, and offices for the administration of the Sacraments, in accordance 
with the best and most ancient types of Christian faith and worship. These 
documents are before the world, and can be known and read by all men. 

We gladly welcome every effort for reform on the model of the primitive 
church. We do not demand a rigid uniformity ; we deprecate needless di, 
visions; but to those who are drawn to us in the endeavor to free themselves 
from the yoke of error and superstition, we are ready to offer all help, and 
such privilegesas may be acceptable to them, and are consistent with the 
maintenance of our own principles as enunciated in our formularies. 

In further confirmation of this position we affirm our acceptance, as in- 
herent parts of the sacred deposit of Christian faith and order committed 
by Christ and hisapostles to the Church unto the end of the world, of the 
following chief things, to-wit: 

1. The Holy Scriptures of the Old and New Testaments as the revealed 
Word of God. 

2. ‘The Nicene Creed as the sufficient statement of the Christian faith. 

3. The two Sacraments, Baptism and the Supper of the Lord, ministered 
with unfailing use of Christ’s words of institution and of the elements or- 
dained by Him. 

4. The Historic Episcopate, locally adapted in the methods of its admin- 
istration to the varying needs of the nations and people’s called of God into 
the unity of His Church.

We give our cordial assent and adherence to the doctrine, discipline and 
worship of the Church of God, asset forth in the book entitled the Book of 
Common Prayer, and administration of the sacraments and other rites and 
ceremonies of the Church, according to the use of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, subject to such changes and altera- 
tion in things indifferent and alterable as, upon weighty and important con- 
siderations, may to those in places of authority, and by common consent, 
seem either necessary or expedient; according to the principles laid down 
in the preface of the said Book of Common Prayer.

For the general ordering of our work, the governing of our congregations, 
the conduct of our worship, the regulation of our official actions and other 
like things, we adopt the constitution and canons of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church in the United States of America, and also those of the Diocese 
of West Virginia, as far as they may be applicable to our circumstances and 
condition, and until such time as by proper authority and consent they 
may be altered, revised or amended agreeably to our needs.

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REPORT: ON; DIVISION: OF THE DIOCESE: 


To the Council of the Diocese of West Virginia: 

The Committee appointed at the last Council to consider the expediency 
and advisability. of dividing the Diocese, beg leave to submit the following 
report, together with accompanying documents (Marked A. & B) for the 
action of this Council. : 

The Committee is profoundly impressed with the responsibilities resting 
upon the Diocese—responsibilities which we recognize, under the blessing 
of God, as due to the abundant labors of our beloved Bishop. He has led 
and directed the activities of the Church so wisely and vigorously that her 
growth over-taxes his best energies. God in his goodness has carried us 
beyond the point where the unaided efforts of our Diocesan can accomplish 
the highest, if even the legitimate results of a well prepared and growing 
field. Our inheritance of Apostolic order and Mission entail the gravest 
responsibilities, and the children’s ery for bread must not go unheeded. 

How then shall we meet the necessities of the case? Arch-deacons or © 
Evangelists might meet the difficulty, for the present. An Assistant Bish- 
op might offer a strong arm to the Bishop in the prosecution of his work. 
But Arch-deacons cannot be supported, and an Assistant Bishop would re- — 
quire as much financial support as the Diocesan, with less prospect of its 
being accorded. But really ‘‘the effect of an Assistant would be, to put the 
Bishop just twice as far off in time from his various points. If they alter- 
nated, the interval between visits would be too great. If they did not, 
_ why not divide at once.” 

The only ground upon which an assistant could be asked for at present, 
is ‘‘extent of territory,’ and the general sense of the Church seems to have 
been against granting consent on this ground alone. 

Can the Diocese be divided, and upon what lines? That part of the Dio- 
cese lying within the present bounds of the Kanawha Convocation, with 
some slight change of lines, ishomogeneous, compact and holds a relation 
to the Diocese, not unlike, in many particulars, the relation of West Vir- 
ginia to.the Diocese of Virginia before it was divided. It has about the 
same number of communicants as West Virginia had. It has about the © 
same number of clergy, churches and rectories, as were in West Virginia. 
It gives about four times as much to Diocesan Missions, as much in salariesg 
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and over one and a half times as much in total contributions than West 
Virginia gave in 1877. This is the most natural suggestion of a division. 

The Constitution of the general Church requires not less than siz Parishes, 
and siz Presbyters, before it will consent to the formation of a new diocese. 

The ecclesiastical strength of the Kanawha Convocation is more than 
equal to this requirement. There are now seven Parishes, seven organized 
missions and about forty-six mission points witha nucleus of {member- 
ship. Atleast two more Parishes could be formed. There are now eleven 
clergymen at work, with a prospect of two more. There are twenty-two 
churches, about One Thousand in Sunday Schools and about One Thous- 
and Communicants or a fraction less than the number in the Diocese in 
1877, and more than in nine of our missionary jurisdictions. 

Territorially, Kanawha Convocation has about 11,3800 square miles. It is 
larger than New Hampshire or Vermont, or than Massachusetts and Connec- 
ticut combined. Itis as large as Western or Central New York, and nearly 
as large as the aggregate territory of Maryland, Delaware, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut. | 

And, we may remark in passing, that the setting apart of the Kanawha 
Convocation would not affect the other part of the Diocese, as the other two 
Convocations embrace a constituency more than twice as strong as the sec- 
tion to be setapart. Or, in other words, the old Diocese would be more 
than twice as strong as it was when organized sixteen years ago. 

The financial considerations after all are the most important ; as the Gen- 
eral Convention requires, ‘‘satisfactory assurance of a suitable provision for 
the support of the Episcopate,” before it will consent to the formation of a 
new Diocese. . . 

In the event of division of the Diocese, the Bishop, after carefully. con- 
sidering the missionary contributions and appropriations, is of the opinion 
“that all the work we now have on hand could be carried on without call- 
ing for any increase in missionary contributions, and as time went on and 
new work offered, we would have enlarged resources.’? The main and only 
thing, therefore, left to be considered is the support of the Episcopate. 

The most feasible plan suggested for this, is, that the Kanawha Convoca- 
tion raise a cash endowment fund of ten or fifteen thousand dollars and 
that the Diocese of West Virginia then give to the Kanawha Convocation 
the sum of ten thousand dollars in lieu of all claim upon the Episcopal res- 
idence, the Permanent and other funds. This witha generous offer of at 
least five thousand dollars more for this fund, would make a total of twenty 
five or thirty thousand dollars. Kanawha Convocation ought to be relied 
upon for eight hundred dollars per annum. This would insure a larger 
stipend for the Bishop, than the whole Diocese gave when it was organized, 
with better prospects of increase year by year. 

Nor has there ever been wanting, in any new Diocese, a city which was 
willing to offer a home for the Bishop until the Diocese built one. 

If for this new diocese the endowment of twenty-five or thirty thousand 


dollars can be secured, it must start on a career of prosperity, under auspices 
Lo

far more favorable than the present Diocese began, and we believe it would 
be both expedient and advisable to divide. 

We therefore recommend that a committee be appointed, with the Bishop 
as chairman, to canvass the plan of endowment herein suggested, and to re- 
port generally upon such ways and means of supporting the proposed new 
Diocese as may seem practicable.

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SHALL WE DIVIDE THE DIOCESE? 
DATA FOR THE COMMITTEE. 


CHARLESTON, W. VA., Oct. 1, 1893. 
My Dear Brother: 

On page 42 of the Journal of 1893, you will note the resolution in regard 
to the division of the Diocese, and the committee appointed by the Bishop. 

As the mover of the resolution it is perhaps necessary to say something 
of its history. Private conversations with the Bishop impressed the fact; 
that in his most abundant labors, he was unable to visit annually and care 
for the various places in this growing Diocese. 

But when the Council met in Clarksburg, the subject passed beyond pri- 
vate discussion as is manifest from the following: 

In his annual address the Bishop says. ‘Every year when I make to the 
Council my report of visitations, I find they fall short of my desires, and 
what the Missionary work of the Church actually calls for. The work is 
widening out on every side, and yet, I feel that I have reached about the 
limit in the matter of visitations. With more stations on my list, year by 
year, and having my time fully occupied, my own share in the aggressive 
- work of the Chureh must be less effective every year.” ee 

The Diocessan Missionary Committee in their report to the Council say 
this: ‘‘The Bishop has called attention of the Clergy of the Diocese to the 
fact, that itis physically impossible for him to extend his visitations to 
many points, in which work can and ought to be done, beyond those al- | 
ready reached by him.”’ 

The Committee on the state of the Church, also declare, that ‘It is of 
great importance that as new settlements are planted, the Church should 
set up her Cross.’’ 

Such expressions, made it necessary to take some action looking further 
to the best interests of the Diocese. The adoption of the resolution was 

the result. 
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The Committee’s work now begins, and I submit a copy of the Bishop’s 
letter to me, which not only explains itself, but also sets forth fairly, if not 
quite fully, the subject for the Committee’s consideration. I might in ad- 
dition, call your attention to the rapid development of the territory now 
included in the Kanawha Convocation. The large mining and lumbering 
interests opened up by the Norfolk & Western; the Charleston, Clenden- 
nin & Sutton; the Gauley; the Kanawha & Michigan; the Camden, and 
other systems of railroads promise a greatly increased population. These 
and other considerations with which you are familiar enforce upon the 
Diocese the adoption of a wise policy in administration. The Committee’s 
work therefore, becomes most serious and responsible. I trust we may so 
study it, that Divine wisdom will guide our report to the Glory of God and 
for the best interests of His Church.

THE BISHOP’s LETTER. 


PARKERSBURG, W. VA., June 28, 1898. 
My Dear Brother: 

Iam going to write you a hurried word about that division question, 
because no doubt my talking started you on it. I have gone over the mat- 
ter a great deal in my own mind, and send you some conclusions I have 
reached, which you can think over until Isee you. Ido not, however, 
bind myself to anything, but tell you how the matter looks to me now. 

Ist. A good deal depends on the way we look at these things. Some per- 
sons think that the Bishop has really nothing to do with the outposts or 
with the unorganized work—that he is not pioneer or chief Missionary— 
that this work ought to be done by the General Missionaries or Evangelists 
—or somebody. In West Virginia, for the present, it seems to me, that 
if this aggressive work is to be done at all, the Bishop is the only person 
todo it. I have acted on this plan and the record shows with what result. 
My efficiency has, however, reached the maximum. As I have an increas- 
ing number of points for regular visitation, I cannot in the future branch 
out as I have done in the past; therefore there will not be the same amount 
of going into ‘‘the regions beyond”’ as in the past. ' 

2. I have reason to believe that some of the brethren think I have al- 
ready scattered too much. Of course asa person thinks on these matters 
he will be toward this whole question. If the Bishop is not to spend time 
in planting and pioneering, things can work along as they are for a long 
time. 

3. There are now about fifty-five places in the Kanawha Convocation 
which the Bishop ought to visit annually, and no doubt a few will be added 
every year. Inthe other Convocations there are sivty-six such places and 
a similar prospect of increase, When itis remembered that these places 


vat 
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are visited at a maximuin expenditure of time, money and effort, and that 
the State is rapidly developing, the question is: Is there not enough work 
for two men? 

It depends, of course, upon one’s conception of the Episcopate. In form- 
ing a judgment on such a question, I would. value greatly the’ opinion of 
the men who are at the outposts and have eharge of the saps and mines by 
which we are slowly making headway. -As [take it the Bishop’s presence 
and counsel and personal work is valuable to them. The needsin this di- 
rection have for some years gone beyond my power to supply. 

4. To set off the Kanawha Conyocation as a Diocese would be to make a 
very small one, and it would be a question whether the General Convention 
would assent. : 

But the number of clergy specified in the Canon, &c., as necessary, is 6. 
The Kanawha Convoeation now has 10; if you get your assistant there will 
be 11. ; 

The number of parishes needed is 6. "The Kanawha Convocation has 7 
parishes and 6 organized missions. From these organized missions no doubt 
at least two parishes could soon be formed. Indeed, it would be fair to say 
that by 1895 the Kanawha Convocation would have 12 clergy, 9 parishes and 
at least 5 organized missions.

So then I think it would not be too much to say that in 1895, as far as 
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statistics go, (save in the number of Parishes) the Church in the Kanawha 
Convocation will make as good a showingas the whole Church in West 
Virginia did in 1877. [have also put down the statistics for the other Con- 
vocations (North Western and Valley) to show that they could stand alone. 
They would together, be rather more than twice as strong in 1895, as the 
whole of West Virginia was in 1877. ; 

_ §, Finances. To be perfectly frank, when I first began to think About 
this, | was disposed to think that I itl take the new Diocese, and do 
Peking towards carrying it on, by my private means, but on further re- 
flection this has not seemed to me wise, for various considerations, among 
others the fact that the General Caavention will want a sound financial 
basis, and so will exclude all personal considerations. 

So then my soberer second thought, as I can shape it now is this. Stay 
where I am, and leave this whole question with the Diocese. If they think 
the Church’s growth would be promoted &e., &c., let them take it up, in the 
name of the Lord, and go forward, 

In about this way, although the number of Communicants in the Kana- 
wha Convocation in 1895, would be about as many as the Diocese was organ- 
ized with in 1577, yet they would not have the same financial basis. Still it 
would be safe to put them down at $800 per annum. The Parishes and 
Missions ought to help this,—if they could make it $1,000 so much_ better. 
Then for the rest, the Kanawha Convocation ought to raise at least $10,000 
or $15,000 and put in Bank. 

Then, (and for this part I would) give my personal service—as also for 
canvassing their own bounds to raise the $10,000 or $15,000) the Diocese of 
West Virginia, ought to give to the Kanawha Convocation the sum of $10,- 
000, in lieu of all claim on property and in token of good will. I would 
agree to add at least $5,000 to this by personal contribution and effort, so 
that you would have at least $25,000 endowment. So with this income of 
$1,500 or $1,800 from your endowment and of at least $800 from the assess— 
ment on the Churches you would have $2,300, or $2,600 which is $50 or $250 
more per annum than I had for 6 years, and either Charleston or Hunting- 
ton would give a home until you built one. 

Now I may overestimate my influence in the Diocese, but I believe that 
ifall would unite in such a plan I could do agreat deal towards helping you 
to realize it. 

6. Then, as far as your working is concerned, I have gone over the mis- 
sionary contributions and appropriations very carefully, and believe that 
all the work we now have on hand, could be carried on without calling for 
any increase in missionary STAN e.g., the missionary appropria- 
tions to the Kanawha Convocation for the current year are fromall sources 
$2,300. This would be met thus: 


1. Assign to you all the appropriations from,the General Board.......... $1,000 
2. Your own contributions in 1892, were $6.47—put then at not less

3. Then of the $1,000 the American Church Missionary Society gives 
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West Virginia, appropriate to Kanawha Convocation (which 
they would be glad to do, supposing you kept at all in touch 
WIE.

As time went on and new work offered, you would have enlarged re- 
sources. ty 

7. The two Convocations (North Western & Valley) would not have to 
make any increase in assessments, &¢c., to carry on their work, the prompt 
and regular discharge of existing obligations would be sufficient. 

8. The whole thing turns upon your ability in the Kanawha Convocation 
to raise $10,000 or $15,000 cash and furnish the Bishop a house. If you 
~ could do that there would be no trouble about the $15,000 from the rest of 
the Diccese. 

9. Preserve this paper. I think it right to put all this before the Diocese 
as my diagnosis of the case. I have no desire to force any issue and cer- 
tainly less to give up any part of the good work, but personal considera- 
tions ought to go for nothing—abdbsolutely nothing. The Diocese must 
decide. If it should decide to go on with such plan, now that I am still in 
health and strength and have not lost my grip on the work or the people, I 
am bold enough to think I could help them. The part of the Diocese left 
by such an arrangement (the North Western and Valley Convocations) 
might now think it worth while to make an effort to get the exclusive ser- 
vices of an abled bodied man as the Bishop, thank God, still is. What they 
might feel like doing five or six years hence, when the Bishop will not be 
far from 60 (58) is another question. All these things have to be considered 
—they ought tobe. You areat liberty to use this as you choose. If you 
sound the Diocese and find they are not in favor ofany such plan, then I 
shall feel that I have done my duty in giving my diagnosis. I only desire 
every one to ask, not ‘what do I desire,’”’ but what does the good and ad- 
vancement of the church require ? ; 

10. As to an assistant asa remedy: It would take just_as much money | 
for this, and it would be money not so easily raised. The effect of an as- 
sistant in administration would be, to put the Bishop just twice as far off ~ 
in time from his various points. If they alternated, the interval between 
visits would be too great. If they did not, why not divide at once? 

11. [do not want to be considered as pushing this plan. It isin my judg- 
ment well worth the attention of all our people. Itis for them to decide. 
[t isnot that Iam sick, but I honestly believe there is enough work for two 
able-bodied men, and the topography of West Virginia is so peculiar and 
the trade, &c., of her different sections runs in such different channels, that 
two Dioceses could be better administered than one. 

I do trust this whole matter can be considered dispassionately. In think- 
ing of a Bishop’s work, people are too apt to judge by the figures and not 
take into the account the effort he has to make to get at his work and the 
number of places (however small) he has to visit. I have no doubt that 
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Bishop Potter has often visited 10 or 15 churches, having perhaps 10,000 
communicants, and confirmed 1,000 people with less cost of timeand energy 
(far less) than I have bestowed upon the same number of charges with 
perhaps 150 communicants, and confirming 8or10. But enough. I have 
written freely. Keep the letter. I may want it. 

At your Convocation, having a full meeting, you might go over it, re- 
membering that you all have a responsibility not only for the personal 
work you do, but for the policy of the Church. Let us take warning by our 
experience here. I think most of us feel that the delay in setting apart 
West Virginia has occasioned great loss. If there be similar delay and 
loss in the future, the Bishop does not want to be responsible for it. 

If you have enough large-hearted, liberal men, knowing the times and 
bent upon extending the Church, who can raise the $10,000 or $15,000, I 
think the result can besecured. If any one thinks the proposed division 
is needed, this is the point to which their labors ought to be directed, and 
so far as I can see, nothing can be gained by delay.

wealth, mines, railroads and lumbering, bringing in alarge new population, 
forming new settlements where there are nucleii for churches; and this 
population ought to be won and held by the church for Christ. And 

Whereas: This work needs forits planting and developement the con- 
stant presence of an Apostolic Bishop, and the vast extent of the present 
Diocese of West Virginia and its constant development of new points to 
be visited, make it almost impossible for any one Bishop, however devoted 
and active, to give his personal attention to this work: and as the Bishop 
has expressed his willingness and desire for some relief, he having reached 
the ‘‘limit” in the annual visitations he isable to make. Therefore 

RESOLVED: That the Kanawha Convocation expresses its sense that there 
ought to be anew Diocese erected in West Virginia, along the lines indica- 
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ted, as soon as the support of thesame can be provided: and it heartily en- — 
dorses the proposition of Bishop Peterkin as to the methods of providing 
support, as, in its opinion, worthy of an earnest endeavor to accomplish. 
And 

Further, The Kanawha Convocation would cede that rath of its territory 
in Wood and Wirt Counties lying south of the Little Kanawha River, to 
the old Diocese. 

And, we are so persuaded of the wisdom of the Bishop’s statesmanlike ~ 
plans for the Church’s development in West Virginia that. we would ad- 
_vocate, if the division cannot be accomplished in the way proposed, the 
session of this part of the Diocese to the General Church to be erected into 
a Missionary Jurisdiction, which would make a jurisdiction equal in 
strength to what West Virginia was when it was erected into a Diocese in — 
1877, and would leave the Diocese of West Virginia twice as ous as it was. 
at its founding.

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ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


It is with great pleasure that I greet to-day the largest Council of our 
Church that has ever assembled in the Diocese. Out of our 27 clergyman, 
canonically resident, (which is more than we have ever had before), we 
have all present but two, and the number of laymen from our 27 parishes 
and 24 missions is also in excess of all previous attendance. - This state of 
things is encouraging and helpful. As the work opens out before us we 
may expect to find increasing the men and the means with which to do it. 
Only let our minds be set upon it as the work which God has given us to 
do, and He will lead the way. The record of the year’s work may be mea- 
gre and of little value as a summary of results, but.if it indicates our ear- 
nest purpose and effort to labor for God in the Gospel of his Son, if is a-val- 
uable record, and to go briefly over it, now that our year hascome to a close, 
ought to inspire us with the hope that in due season we shall reap, if we 
faint not. ,

THE SHELTERING ARMS. 


The Hospital has been doing its work quietly and effectively during the 
past year. Owing to the idleness of many of the mines for a considerable 
time, the list of casualties has been smaller than usual, and as the result 
we have had fewer patients. From May Ist, ’94 to May Ist, ’95, the num- 
ber admitted was 82. Of these 52 were surgical patients. The running ex 
penses have been $2,850, of which amount $186 has been from pay patients. 
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A substantial improvement has been made to the property in the way ofa 
good fence to enclose the whole thirteen acres. This has cost nearly $300. 
We are now enjoying an income of $1,029.60 from our invested fund, the 
Olden legacy, amounting to $17,160. We hope to make this not an oceasion 
for remissness in pressing our work. but to take it rather asa vantage 
ground from which to move on to still higher and more liberal things. The 
capacity of the Hospital is 24 beds. We keep a resident physician, a head 
nurse, an assistant anda pupil nurse. Sometimes when our number of 
patients falls to five or six this may seem too large a staff, but again when 
it rises to twenty it is taxed to its full strength. We try to be ready for all 
emergencies, and also to furnish, as we are able from time to time, nurses 
for special cases in private families. I trust that our Churches will still keep 
up their active interest and gladly co-operate with us through the offerings 
of supplies and money on Thanksgiving Day. 


UNIVERSITY HALL. 


It might be expected that I should make some definite announcement in 
regard tothe proposed Hall at Morgantown, which is designed to be a 
church home for boys and young men attending the University. It was 
under date of January 28, 1892, that I addressed the Regents in regard to 
this matter setting forth my viewsand wishes at large, in a letter which was 
published as part of my address in the Journal of our 15th Annual Coun- 
cil, held in Trinity Church, Martinsburg, June 1-4, 1892. To this commu- 
nication the Regents at their meeting in June 1892, made a gratifying re- 
sponse, entirely approving the plan. Since that time my absence from fhe 
country for five months (July to Nov. 1898) the general depression of the 
times and other causes have conspired to delay further action. It seems 
however that now the way is opening out, and the first real steps have 
been taken by the purchase of suitable property. It is my earnest hope that 
arrangements can be made to open the Hall for the coming session of the 
University this Fall, but lam not able to speak positively on this point. Due 
notice will be given of whatever progress it made, the increased facilities of. 
_ travel which now exist throughout the state, and the projected lines of Rail 
Road soon to be added, make Morgantown accessible to all parts of the state, 
and it is hoped that while we avail ourselves of the privileges our State 
University affords, we can do something to help build it up, and make it 
more and more an Educational center for all our people. 


THE APPEAL FOR GENERAL MISSIONS. 


During the latter part of March, on receipt of a letter from the Pr dais 
Bishop, setting forth the fact that the General Board of Missions was con- 
fronted by a deficiency which had been accumulating for several years un- 
til it reached the great sum of $100,000, I made an appeal to the Diocese for 
special effort to meet the crisis in our General Missionary work. The re- 
sponse has been prompt and gratifying. Ihave heard from 47 out of our 
58 organized congregations, churches, and missions, and from 7 out of many 
preaching points, 53 places in all. The total amount contributed has reach- 
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ed thesum of $593.97, which will be duly acknowledged in the Spirit of Mis- | 


sions. 

One or two things connected with this special effort deserve considera- 
tion. The response to the appeal was, I have said, prompt and gratifying. 
Will you account me unappreciative if I say that I hoped that it would be 
still more general; why not universal? As it is, however, it serves I think 
to show that we are gaining ground in meeting that old difficulty of secur- 
ing full and hearty co-operation along such line of effort. Iam sure we all 
ought to cultivate more than we do our sense of individual responsibility 
to take of our part of any general obligation. And I feel quite certain that 
the clergy and others in authority would find that one of the best ways of 
developing the full force of their people so as to bring it to bear upon par- 
ochial needs, would be to seek to call it out more unreservedly for Diocesan 
and General work. We ought to learn on occasion to throw ourselves 
heartily into such extra parochial work, and not suffer ourselves to do 
what we do with a timidity and reserve that cripples the effort that appears 
grudgingly made. The Bishop cannot by any means, always be. the best 
judge as to the aggressive power of a church, to be shown in the matter of 
contributions, but as the chief pastor of the churches, he certainly has ¢ 
right to ask that matters of general and vital concern shall be fully made 
known to all the people and they be at least given the opportunity to do 
their part towards the work. Notices are often served in such languid and 
casual way, and that even in regard to very important inatters, that no en- 
thusiasm is called out and no special effort even suggested. Time and 
again it has come to my ears that the people hearing some stirring appeal 
have expressed wonder that their own pastor never pressed such appeal 
upon them. Under such circumstances, what could you expect but small 
results. 

The failure to secure cooporation all along the line is one of the great 
causes of the weakness of the church in all aggressive operations. Perhaps 
he exgagerates the real facts of the case, who says that the money for Mis- 
sions comes from about one-tenth of our church people. At all events the 
statement serves for an illustration that you cannot in anything count up- 
on all the churches, nor upon all the people in any one chureh. As far as 
our administration is concerned there can be no doubt that these words in- 
dicate what is the most pressing need of the hour, the hearty cooporation 
of all the congregations of all the people in the aggressive work of the 
church. 


CHURCH EXTENSION. 


And this leads me to remind you how, that time and again I have pled 
for the more hearty co-operation of all our churches and missions in this 
aggressive work of the church, we have to stand on our guard against that 
practical congregationalism which in spite of our ecclesiastical nomencla- 
ture will without watchfulness spread among our people, and encourage them 
to spend their energies and lavish their means in the adornment and 
equipment of their own churches rather than in vigorous efforts to make 
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the church a power for good, both at home and abroad; and the chureh is 
to be made such a power for good not only by what is ordinarily called the 
preaching of the Gospel, but by all those ministrations for the maintenance 
of the Kingdom, and for the betterment of society, by means of which a 
cleansing and redeeming influence may come into the lives of those espec- 
ially who even in our Christian lands are scattered abroad as sheep having ~ 
no Shepherd. It will not seem unnecessary now to renew these exhorta- 
tions when we consider that careful study of our Journals for years past re- 
veals the rather startling fact that while we have, say since 1880, nearly 
doubled our number of communicants and also our parochial expenses, 
that we are not doing anything more for church extension than before. 
‘While there has been great activity in building and improving churches 
and rectories, yet the general interests of the Diocese do not seem to have 
the weight they ought to have with our several congregations. We want 
more enthusiasm for church extension, a more persistent and united effort 
to lift our missionary work toa higher plane of efficiency. We need to 
give it a more prominent place in our councils and in our constant admin- 
istration. Rather than discuss this matter in my address, I think it better 
to refer the Council to the report. of the Missions Committee, and to the 
report of the Treasurer of the Diocese, which set the whole subject forth 
briefly and clearly. 


THE ANNUAL COUNCILS. 


Virginia Church Councils. have long been different from others, in that 
they have been held to represent more than the mere business of the 
church. This, however needful, can hardly be made attractive to many 
persons, and does not tend greatly to spiritual education. I have, however, 
been apprehensive for some years that the old custom was weakening in its 
hoid upon our people. I cannot tell why, unless it be under the influence 
of that restless desire for change which seems measurably to affect us all, 
and that distinctively modern notion that all time is lost except that which 
is employed in the outward activities of our organized efforts. I have so 
far as I could, resisted the innovation which has shown itself among us 
from time to time, to make our annual councils simply a gathering for the 
transactions of routine business, and I find myself sustained in this effort 
by the action of councils in other Dioceses. Outside of Virginia they are 
beginning to see that there has been wisdom in our time honored custom 
and are casting about for such adaptation of it as may suit their own con- 
dition and circumstances. So you will find at a recent convention in the 
Diocese of New York, there were special arrangements made for purely re- 
ligious services, overand above all the business sessions. Such was the feel- 
ing in regard to the helpfulness of these services that it was declared that 
the day and hour marked an epoch in the history of the Diocese. The 
editor of the Churchman in calling attention to this change of their usual 
programme said: ‘‘It is of the greatest importance that the Annual Con- 
vention of the Diocese of New York should be the supreme opportunity of 
the year for the consideration of great questions, and the quickening of the 
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spiritual life. The experiment made this year has proved most encourag- 
ing, and it may well be that it may be suggestive to others who have felt 
the need of something to lift their own Diocesan Conventions with greater 
efficiency and value.” 

It is not too much to say that we Virginia Churchmen have from time 
immemorial been working along these same lines, and have found our an- 
nual meetings to be precious seasons of refreshing and revival. I do not 
think we need any committee to give us a programme, or suggest topics for 
discussion. Let us continue to assemble in the Church, as has been our 
wont, for divine service, and to hear the preaching of the word, not only 
transacting faithfully the matters of business which properly come before 
us, but claiming the promise that where two or three are met together in 
Christ’s name, they shall have Him present with them. 

Just as Iam finishing this address, the news comes to me of the death of 
the venerable Maj. A. T. Laidley, of St. John’s Church, Charleston. Maj. 
_ Laidley was identificd for many years with the church in Virginia before 
the division, and was one of those who early saw that the formation of a 
new Diocese in the new State was urgently needed in the interest of church 
extension. Since that time, although infirmities of age have been growing 
steadily upon him, he has always shown the liveliest interest in every de- 
partment of our church work. Of singular simplicity of character and de- 
voted loyalty to the Master and His church, he was in his daily walk and 
conversation an epistle kKnownand read of all men. Who can, through 
years, have witnessed his touching devotion to his church, and not have 
recalled to mind as applicable to him, David’s words: ‘‘I had rather bea 
door-keeper in the house of my Gd, than to dwell in the tents of wicked- 
ness.’”’?’ We are the richer for the good examples of all those who depart in 
the true faith of God’s holy name. As the Fathers in Israel are called to 
their rest, let the sons cheerfully take up their work, knowing that by God’s 
good hand upon us our labor shall not be in vain in the Lord. 


The Rev. W. L. Gravatt moved that visiting clergy, clergy 
not canonically resident, candidates for Orders, and Theologicial 
students be invited to seats in the Council. Carried.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF DIOCESAN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Your Committee submits the following report of its transactions during 
the past year. 

The sums received by the Treasurer during the year from the churches 
amount to $1,759.27, and from the Sunday Schools to $475.21, making a. to- 
tal of $2,234.48. The total of contributions to this fund reported to the last 
Conncil was only $1,739.13, an increase amounting to $495.35, and especially 
gratifying in view of the stringency of the times, is thus exhibited. The 
balance reported last year was $451.64. Amount expended during the year 
$1,786.99, and the entire balance now on hand is $929.13. In comparing the 
Treasurer’s report for last year with that for the year preceding we find that 
the increase in contributions is to be credited both to the Sunday Schools 
and to the churches. We believe that the enlarged gifts from the Sunday 
Schools are due in large part to more systematic effort in this direction and 
especially to the distribution of boxes by the Bishop throughout the Dio- 
cese for the offerings of the children just before and during the Advent 
season. We earnestly press upon the members of the Council the import- 
ance of hearty co-operation with the Bishop and Committee on Sunday 
Schools, in the further prosecution of this branch of the work. 

The larger gifts from the churches were secured in part, as your Commit- 
tee is informed, through an agency set to work within the bounds of one 
of the Convocations—the North-western. Two of the members of the 
Convocation were appointed a special committee to canvass such of the 
churches as could be reached. This committee made such canvass as was 
practicable with the result that in almost every place visited a considerable 
increase in offerings was obtained. Such an agency at work throughout 
the Diocese would, no doubt, largely increase the means at our command. 
This increase even much beyond the point already reached, is necessary to 
maintain the work with any reasonable degree of efficiency. In making 
appropriations for the ensuing year or discussing those that will need to be 
made, it has been felt that it is scarcely possible to continue the work with 
an income smaller than $3,000. A statement signed by Bishop Peterkin for 
the Committee is appended to this report as part of it, which shows the 
needs of the work and manner in which it is proposed to use the funds 
contributed. . 

Besides the encouragement derived from larger gifts and the hope of gifts 
yet larger, the Committee feels that the work is in other respects in a hope- 
ful condition. Twenty Missionaries have been aided during the year. 
Their names appear in the report of the Treasurer. These have served at 
more than sixty points in the Diocese. At several of these, new churches 
or rectories are either in process of erection, or arrangements are being made 
to erect them. The confirmations in the Mission field for the year pumber 
146 out of a total in the Diocese of 294. 
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The Board of Missions continues its appropriation of $1,400 to the Diocese 
for the present. We have no assurance as yet, however, that there will not 
be some reduction during the year. That from the American Church Mis- , 
sionary Society has already been reduced from $1,000 to $900. This should 
be an incentive to greater efforts on our part. Again we ask most earnestly 
for prayers and interest and help in the great work, which is yours more 
than ours—which is above all work for, and the work of, our dear Lord and 
Master.

DIOCESE OF WEST VIRGINIA. 


PARKERSBURG.

Just seventeen years ago, in 1878, when the organization of the Diocese 
was completed by the consecration of the Bishop, the Diocesan Missionary 
Committee of Virginia was making an appropriation of about $650 to four 
missionaries. This was supplemented by $300 from the General Board, and 
$200 from the American Church Missionary Society, making in all $1,150 to 
six men, occupying sixteen Stations, Churches, and Missions. 

We get, at a glance, a clear idea of the advance made all along the line, 
when you consider the scheme of missionary work in the Diocese proposed 
for the coming year. This calls for at least $5,525, of which the General 
Board is expected to pay $1,400, (of which $400 is for work among the col- 
ored people); the American Church Missionary Society, $900; the convoeca- 
tions $350, and the Diocesan Committee, $2,875. 

To raise this amount of nearly $3,000 in the Diocese, will be a great ad- 
vance on any former year, but it is time that such an advance was made, 
and when you consider that in 1885, with 21 clergy and 2,300 communi- 
cants, the Diocese raised upwards of $2,000 for its Missions, it certainly does 
not seem too much to ask that now, ten years later, with 27 clergy and 
3,600 communicants we ought to raise at least $3,000. And the need is very 
great; indeed it is hard to see how we can sustain our work without it. 
That work has grown upon us gradually, until it has reached its present 
proportions, and it is hard to tell how itcan anywhere be curtailed without 
serious loss. ‘To tell the whole truth, to do itself justice in taking advan- 
tage of manifest opeLings, the Diocese ought to enlarge the work in various 
directions that might be mentioned.

It appears from this that our missionary work embraces 25 distinct 
charges, having 47 organized congregations, churches or missions, and 47 
preaching points. Many of the latter give promise of good results if they 
could have more frequent services. To these 94 points thus cnumerated 
must be credited 1,596 communicants out of a total of 3,454 reported in 
1894 To this we may add that there is urgent need of putting a resident 
minister at Grafton, and also one at Buckhannon, and cine in Pocahontas 
eounty; but as it would take $1,000 to place these three additional men in 
the field, we do not make ita part of any scheme for the coming year. 
“ e think the 33,000 can be raised, if the Sunday Schools will by their ad- 
vent offerings, during November and December give us #600 (which is less 
than they sometimes give to General Missions during Lent), and if the 
Ministers will regard the offerings made on the occasion of the Bishop’s 
visitation as Special, and will faithfully reach with our circulars and envel- 
opes not simply the people who may happen to be present when notice of the 
offering is given, but alt the congregation without exception, We cannot af- 
ford to trust to casual notices from the chaneel, and the chance att ndan e 
on any appointed day. Our weakness and our want imperatively demand 
Juli and hearty co-operation.

The subject of the eligibility of the Rev. W. L. Davis toa seat in the 
present Council was referred to the Committee on Constitution and Canons, 
and a majority of the Committee report as follows: Mr. Davis was ordain- 
ed to the Deaconate in May, 1895, in this Diocese.

3. That a Committee be appointed to report to Council in 1896 a pro rata 
plan of assessments for these purposes. 

4. Resolved, That nothing contained in any resolution passed in this 
Committee shall be construed as releasing the pledged Parishes in the Dio- 
cese, or any of them, from liability, to be called upon to pay such sum, as 
together with any assessment, that may be made upon it, or them, will 
amount to the sum pledged, in case such payment should be needed, or 
from obligation to meet their pledge.

The Rev. Dr. Moore, of the special committee on Christian 
Unity, submitted the following report, and moved to make it 
the special order of the day for 9:30 o’clock tomorrow morning. 
Adopted. 


The committee, to which was referred the resolution on ‘Christian 
Unity,” introduced at the last Council (see page 35 Journal 1894), begs leave 
to submit the following report: 

Deeply sensible of the importance and difficulty of this subject, we feel 
that any contribution which we can make towards the accomplishment of 
the desired end, willbe butsmall. We believe, however, that it is by the ag- 
gregate of such siall contributions, and not by any one gigantic scheme or 
effort, that the end ean best and most efficiently be promoted. We hold 
also that unity among Christian churches is not advanced by magnifying 
the points of difference between other bodies of Christians and ourselves, 
or by insistance upon any exclusive claims of our own. Weare not ren- 
dered more friendly to the Church of Rome by her uncompromising refus- 
al to recognize our right to exist. Humanly speaking, there is no hope for 
unity except through the establishment of a spirit of friendliness, which 
shall continnally grow in intensity and increase in comprehensiveness, 
Such a spirit can be best established in this way, by the cessation, on the 
the part of every Church of the now usual practi e of looking at the flaws 
and imperfections, the defects and excess ’s of other Ghureches, and by turn- 
ing their thoughts upon themselves t@ see whether in their own organiza- 
tion there is anything, which, being nonessential, may be removed and be- 
ing provocative of strife or ill-feeling, ought to be removed. Pursuing this 
method, we desire to call attention to Canon 138, Title 1 of the General 
Canons. 

We recommend that the Lay and Clerical Deputies to the General Con- 
vention be requested to press upon that body some amendment to said 
Canon, which shal permit ministers of this Church to exchange pulpits 
with ministers of other Churches. 

We further desire to call attention to the importance of hearty and earn- 
est co-operation on the part of ali Christians of every name in the religious 
training of the young. We believe that the effect of such co-operation 
will be to tend to promote a spirit of sympathy and friendliness and to 
further the cause of Christian unity. We would suggest, therefore, that 
wherever practicable, interdenominational Sunday School unions should be 
formed for the purpose of developing local interest and common sympathy 
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in Sunday School work, and of promoting comity and co-operation among 
Christian bodies.

The Committee upon the Brotherhood has considered the subject of the 
present condition of the work of that organization. We have had laid be- 
fore us the r-port of Mrs. N. P. Vrooman, Treasurer of the Brotherhood, 
which is hereto annexed. In the existing condition of the Brotherhood we 
believe that it will be unwise to push at this time any attempt to re-or- 
ganize it. Without expre-sing any opinion as to the possibility of any 
future re-organization, we recommend that for the present no such attempt 
be made. In lieu thereof, we submit the following resolutions. 

Resolved, (1) That the Fund for the Widows and Orphans of Deceased 
Clergymen be commended to the special interest and attention of the 
clergy and laity of the Diocese and that they be urged to use every effort to 
increase the contributions to this Fund. 

2. That out of the income of this fund it be reeommended to the Commit- 
tee having the matterin charge, to make such cash contribution as the said 
income will justify and their judgment may suggest, in aid of the family of 
any deceased clergyman, in lieu of the provision heretofore made out cf 
the funds of the Brotherhood, and in addition to any annual appropriation, 
that may be made for such family, out of this special fund.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Sunday School Committee begs leave to report that soon after being 
elected it was organized, with Rev. B. M. Spurr, as President, and G. A. 
Aschman, M. D., as Secretary. 

In accordance with the desire of the Bisaop, notice was sent through the 
medium of the Church News ‘requesting rectors and” superintendents to 
furnish data regarding the status of their respective schools. But your 
Committee regrets to state that no responses were received. 

Boxes, however, were sent by the Bishop for the purpose of increasing the 
offerings during Advent (or November and December) for Diocesan Mis- 
sions, with the folowing gratifying result:

Whilst for the years ’93 and ’94, but 218. 8. contributed........ 157.80 
showing the interest to have spread 2)) per cent or to 42 schools, whilst the 

contributions had increased over 300 per cent. 

Notwithstanding these excellent results, itis to be regretted that there 
were still 28 schools, or about 80 per cent., which reported no contributions 
for that purpose. Your Committee would respectfully suggest, that in the 
future cheap wooden boxes be furnished by the diocesan Missionary Society. 
It would add very much to the results if the rectors and superintendents 
would, during the time appointed, explain how funds can be raised, and 
show by actual incidents, to what use the money is put. 

With regard to the increase in number and growth of the Sunday Schools 
throughout the Diocese, a hurried investigation shows an encouraging state 
of things. Itis impossible, however, to give any accurate account, as about 
one third of the schools had not yet reported at the beginning of this

they be asked to communicate this opinion to the General Convention at 
Minneapolis in October. 


Mr. B. W. Peterson stated to the Gouneit that if $10,000 were 
raised in the Diocese for the Permanent Fund by the next Coun- 
cil, a generously disposed person would contribute the adii- 
Pond sum of $5,000, and urged the effort to secure these sums, 
which together with the present amount in hand would give 
the Diocese.a Permanent Fund of $20,000. Whereupon the 
Rey. Dr. Moore moved that a committee of five laymeu be ap- 
pointed to take in hand the matter of raising for the Perma- 
nent Episcopal Fund of the Diocese, by the next Council, the 
sum of $10,000. 

The motion was carried and the following committee ap- 
pointed :

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The Rev. G. W. Easter submitted the following report from 


the Committee on the State of the Church: 

The Committee on the State of the Church beg leave to report that they 
find, from the material before them, an encouraging condition of things in 
the Diocese. The large number of places visited, number of visits paid and 
other work done by our beloved Bishop—while they excite our wonder and 
admiration at his energy, and our apprehension that his strength may fail 
under the strain, show that the field is constantly broadening, and the op- 
portunity and need for his ministrations are constantly on the,increase. 

The number of persons confirmed, 294, falls only 26 behind the number - 
for the previous year—which was in this respect, we believe, the most re- 
markable in the history of the Diocese—and the aggregate, 840, for the three 
years since the last General Convention exceeds by 247 that of any previous 
tri-epnium. The Special Fund, placed in the hands of the Bishop by indi- 
vidual contributors throughout the Diocese*for the most part, while smaller 
than last year, as was to be expected from the fact that the pinch of hard 
times has been more severe, is still large enough to show a gratifying con- 
tinuation of interest in the growing needs of the Church’s work, and will- 
ingness to minister to them. We regard it asa matter of great importance 
that besides the distribution of the missionery funds of the Diocese through 
the regular channel of the Diocesan Board, the Bishop, who best knows and 
often alone knows, the special needs of portions of the work under his su- 
pervision, should have a source of supply for such needs upon which he 
can draw at his discretion. Often a struggling brother is aided and cheered 
thus; a weak point strengtliened or tided over a difficulty, and a new work 
established more promptly and effectually than could otherwise be done. 

Another encouraging fact is that the Bishop’s appeal for contributions to 
relieve the General Board of Missions from the heavy load of debt which 
has accumulated in the hard times of the past three years, has been so gen- 
erally, and, considering the circumstances, so generously, responded to, 
and that more than our due proportion of the amount needed has been 
given. ; 

The Diocese is to be congratulated that its one most useful charity, the 
Sheltering Arms Hospital, is now beginning to enjoy a stable income from 
the Olden Legacy; thus giving it assurance, in part, of a steady support, 
while it does not release us from the gracious necessity of giving for the 
maintenance and expansion of the work. Itisa great thing too, that the 
Bishop has been able, by the purchase of suitable property, to make a good 
beginning in his cherished project of providing a hall in which students can 
pursue their studies in the State University at Morgantown, under Church 
influences, and we feel sure that in due time the scheme, which bids fair to 
prove most useful to such students and to the Church, will be carried to suc- 
cessful completion. Individuals who have the means to spare and are dis- 
posed to use them in a way to confer lasting benefit, could not find a better 
investment, since a small expenditure in this way, can be made to do the 
work of $150,000 put into a separate school. There has been no striking in- 
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crease in the number of our clergy, but we have more than held our ground, 
which is a subject for congratulation, when all men, and especially the 
clergy in most dioceses, are feeling the pressure of the prevailing stringency 
in money matters. There is a large apparent increase in the number of 
families and baptized persons, due in part, no doubt, to fuller statistics. 
The same may be said of the reported increase of 617 in the number of com- 
municants; yet there has been certainly a substantial gain. The seeming 
decrease of 87 in 8. 8S. teachers and 252 in scholars is, no doubt due to the 
opposite fact—failure on the part of some churches to report. We note a 
large apparent gain in the value of Church property, $19,695; a Small in- 
crease in Diocesan Contributions, a considerable falling off in Parochial 
Offerings, and a small one in those to Olijects without the Diocese. De- 
crease was to be expected; it is creditable that it is no greater. 

Contributions to Diocesan Missions both from the Congregations and 
Sunday Schools, show quite a remarkable increase of $£75.21, chiefly from 
the Advent offerings of the Sunday Schools, proving the importance and 
good effect of systematically pressing this mode of collecting missionary 
funds. 

We believe also that it has a happy result in impressing on the minds of 
the children the important lessons of the season, and among them the 
blessedness of giving. 

From the report of the Treasurer of the Diocese we find that of 104 
parishes, congregations and mission points, 64 have contributed to Diocesan 
Missions $1,759.27, with the exception of $47 from other sources, and that 
42 Sunday Schools gave $475.21, while 28 contributed nothing. Had every 
parish and Sunday School contributed the average amount of over $27 for 
the former and over $10 for the latter, the result would have been an addi- 
tion of $1,360 to the Missionary funds of the Diocese; so that while there is 
reason for congratulation, there is also room forimprovement. Surely each 
of these congreations and Sunday Schools conld and ought to have given 
something—not up to the average perhaps, but helping to swell the total. 
The effect of the hard times is seen in the falling off of contributions to the 
Contingent Fund, Permanent,Fund, to Religious and Theological Education, 
and the fund for the benefit of Widows and Orphans of Deceased Clergy, 
which, in some of these cases, is very considerable, notably the Permanent 
Episcopal Fund, where however it will do least harm for the present. Some 
part of these deficiencies will be made up no doubt by belated contribu- 
tions. 4 

Of the spiritual state of the Church, statistics of numbers and figures 
give some indication no doubt, but not complete. We venture to express 


the hope and belief that the years of distress through which we have passed 
and from which we seem now emerging have proved to the Diocese, as 
individual afflictions often do, a source of blessing and spiritual growth 
under the chastening hand of our Heavenly Father, and that the result will 
soon be seen in increased additions to the Church and the stimulation of 
every form of Church life and growth. 
Respectfully submitted for the Committee, 
GEO.

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The Rev. Dr. Swope reported on the Division of the Diocese 
as follows: Report adopted and the committee discharged. 


The Council in 1894 received a report from a Committee on the Division 
of the Diocese, which report made certain recommendations that were 
adopted by said Council. 

That the said recommendations required the appointment of another 
committee and set forth their duties, and the undersigned were appointed 
on the adoption of said recommendations. ‘ 

The duties, required of us were to canvass the plans of endowment sug- 
gested, and report generally upon such ways and means of supporting the 
proposed new Diocese as may seem practicable. 

Your committee would respectfully report that they have canvassed the 
plan of endowment suggested, and find it well conceived; a scheme that 
would do credit to financial ability of the highest order, and beautiful in all 
its details, but for the times like the past year, we further find it woefully 
defieion 6 in practicability. 

It requires the Kanawha Convocation to raise a fund of $10,000 or $15,000, 
and then from the ehurch people $800 more per annum, for the rest of the 
Diocese to raise a fund of $10,000 in addition to the expenses of the present 
Diocese and Parochial expenses, which in our opinion is an impossibility, 
and to encourage the Council with hopes of its accomplishment would re- 
quire a greater strain on your credulity than we are willing to impose. 

That the proposed Division is desirable for the purposes of relieving the 
Bishop of more work than he can hope to accomplish, and which work is 
constantly increasing, is beyond question, and the proposition to relieve 
him to some extent without loss or injury to the service of the Church is 
one that appeals strongly to the Chureh people and should eall forth their 
best efforts, but for us to take steps to divide this Diocese is, in our opinion, 
at least, ten years in advance of the capabilities of the Diocese. 

The question is purely one of financial ability, and owing to the present 
depressed state of affairs throughout the country, it is impossible for us to 
report any practicable means or ways of supporting the new Diocese. 

When the new constitution of the General Church shall have been adopted, 
the terms of division or making a new Diocese, may be so altered that we 
may have greater obstacles to meet than at present, but we may be better 
able to ask, and have more hopes of obtaining, a Bishop Co-adjutor, which, 
perhaps, would be more suitable to our wants and wishes.

The Rev. B. M. Spurr presented this report of the Committee 
on Parochial Reports. Adopted. 


To the Bishop and Council Assembled: 
We your Committee on Parochial Reports respectfully beg leave to submit 
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the statistics hereto attached, also to bring to your careful attention the fol- 
lowing items: 


That whilst there are many reports that are carefully drawn and com- 
pleted, it is deeply regretted that men with the standing which the clergy 
should have, should deem it of too small importance to make either correct 
or decent looking reports. 

In at least two items of our general summary—based on the reports—we 
are convinced that the increase is simply the result of fuller reports, and not 
an actual large addition of property, that is, that we have not added thirty 
churches and chapels during the year; but if we have the number reported 

now, we had most of them in 1894, the result being simply obtained from 
more accurate reports. 

Again, our summary shows a decrease of 12 in the number of teachers 
from last year’s report, which may or may not be true, because your com- 
mittee know of several schools of which we have no report whatsoever. 

Further, that whilst we report a large increase of schools they are re- 
ported as having been run without expense, a most unusual example of 
Christian benevolence. 

We deplore the fact that many of the brethren having several places in 
charge, refuse or have not done their plainly indicated duty of making a 
proper summary, according to the plainly printed directions found at the 
foot of the printed report blanks. 

We wish now to call your attention to a very few of the inaccuracies, so 
that you may judge intelligently of the actual condition of the reports. 

One clergyman reports, that he has no church building, and yet is in pos- 
session of 120 sittings, which we are left to infer he stores in the rectory, so 
as to have them handy for the open-air services which he evidently con- 
ducts in true apostolic fashion. 

One brother enjoys quite a pension, for he reports a good salary received, 
a considerable communicant list, but has had no services during the year. 
This would lead us to expect the brother to be slick and well filled, but in- 
stead he looks weary and worn. We infer his conscience is troubling him. 

A reverend brother reports, that he has a Sunday School of 770 females. 
We have always known that the ladies were largely in the majority in both 
Church and Schools, but we are surprised that this good brother has cor- . 
alled so large a number of the fair sex;:but we are very much disturbed 
when we notice that he has only 200 sittings for the divine ones, and sin- 
cerely hope that we are correct in surmising that he has borrowed the 120 
sittings which the afore mentioned brother has stored in the rectory. 

In at least three parishes marvellous things have occurred during the year. 

First, One reports that last year they had 11 communicants, have added 7 
during the year, but that they now have none. We conclude this to be 
simply a matter of ‘‘Translation.”’ 

Second, Another says, that they never had a communicant before, that 
none have been added during the year, but that they have 90 now. His 
ery is evidently ‘‘Eureka.”’ 
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Whilst a third brother’s care-worn look of anxiety is fully explained, 
when we notice that he reports himself as a missionary in charge of 2 
Churches and 278 chapels without any assistant or means of lightening his 
burden. 

From these and many other items which might be given, we believe we 
rightly conclude that the Council should take some action which would 
promptly end such a display of incapacity, if from carelessness-in-excusa- 
ble; whilst if from lack of knowledge, easily remedied. 

We therefore move, That each clergyman make it a matter of honor and 
do his level best to make a proper and accurate report according to the de- 
mands of the canon. ;

We, the members of Council here assembled, wishing to express our earnest 
and sincere thanks for the hospitable manner in which we have been re- 
ceived and entertained by the Rector, Vestry, congregation, and people

It will be seen from the above statement, that this year’s receipts fall short 
of those of last year by $97.48. Your Committee are deeply impressed with 
the fact that this Fund has not increased, as the best interests of the Diocese 
demand. It would seem in the highest degree expedient to create as speed- 
ily as possible a fund, the interest of which would, in a large measure sup- 
port the Episcopate and thus relieve the Diocese of a source of no inconsid- 
erable embarrassment in the past, and at the same time afford a very 
pleasant if not absolute sense of security for the future. In contemplating — 
possible future contingencies, we cannot shut our eyes to the faet that cir- 
cumstances might at any time arise under which the absence of sucha 
Fund would be most inconveniently felt, if indeed an adequate salary for 
the Bishop could be raised at all without its aid 

It is certainly far better to provide for an emergency before it becomes a 
pressing reality, than on the spur of the necessity to be forced to resort to 
precipitate and ill considered expedients to meet it when it comes. We 
would, therefore, very earnestly urge upon the various congregations the 
importance of increasing their annual contributions to this fund.

The Council was called to order by the Bishop. Iymn 263 
was sung, with prayers by the Rev. John 8. Gibson. Minutes 
of yesterday read and approved. 

The Rev. Douglas F. Forrest, D. D., and J. Carl Vance, of 
Clarksburg, B. F. Hodgman, Friend Cox and John T. Gallaher, 
of Moundsville, took their seats.

The Rt. Rev. C. C. Penick, D. D., was recognized by the 
Bishop and invited to a seat upon the platform. 

The next order was the reading of the Bishop’s Annual Ad- 
dress, as follows: 
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ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


By God’s good hand upon us, we meet in what is our 19th Annual Coun- 
ceil. During these years we have grown to such goodly proportions, that 
while in Martinsburg in 1878, the total attendance of clergy and laity would 
only have been 50 had all euatied to seats, been present. Here at Mounds- 
ville in 1896, the attendance on the same basis would ace 85, and with 
our increased representation, 141. 

Although we are compelled to have reports and to hear figures, until 
perhaps, we are tired of them, yet we stand by the old Virginia tradition 
that our Annual Council issomething much more than a business gather- 
ing. I think we bave an earnest desire to transact all the business prompt- 
ly and faithfully, but more than that; we who come from all quarters of 
the Diocese, want to look each other in the face, and grasp each other by 
the hand; we want to consult tozether about the kingdom of God; we 
want to join our hearts and voices in the prayers and praises of the Church. 
We want to take earnest counsel as we walk together to the house of God— 
and may I not say, especially, that those of us who are ourselves preachers, 
want to have some one preach to us—we want to hear the word, and by it 
be warned and instructed, and so to take the better heed to ourselves that 
we the more surely save both ourselves and those that hear us. 

That we meet here in Moundsville for the first time, is one of the signifi- 
cant and encouraging signs of the times. Iam sure the Council has been 
glad to add this church to those already on the list, as available for these 
annual gatherings, and Iam yet more sure that when these happy days of 
our meeting are about to close, that we will feel that we have made no mis- 
take. 

Considering how widely scattered our churches are and how little the 
clergy and people see of each other—considering also that there is no State 
in the union which, for its size, is geographically divided up into so many 
distinct districts as West Virginia—districts between which there is com- 
paratively little intercourse, I feel that we have attained a marvellous 
unity of thought and purpose. I can not say that the Diocese is compact 
or strong, but itis united and resolute. I find the same hearty personal 
welcome and the same growing interest in our work everywhere, I find 
an increasing appreciation of the church and her ways, and a broadening 
out of our people’s sympathies, and a more earnest desire to lend a helping 
hand to every good word and work. 

And so I have come each year, more deeply to love the West Virginia 
hills and the people who dwell among them. May the good Lord bless 
them all, yes, bless all the churches of the faithful by whatever name they 
are called, and add to them continually such as shall be saved. 
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JUNE, 1895. 


Wedsesday 5th to Sunday 9th—In attendance on the Highteenth Annual 
Council in Zion Church, Charles Town. 

Besides the regular business sessions of the Council, one evening was de- 
voted to the work of the Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and one evening to the 
work among the colored people, which Bishop Penick presented to usin a 
very clear and felicitous address. On Saturday evening many of the Council 
attended the public exercises connected with the closing session of St. Phil- 
ip’s Parochial School for colored children. I am sure that every one was 
impressed, by the evidence given, of great care in the training of the chil- 
dren ; the exercises were most creditable to teachersand pupils. While this 
school receives aid from the Board of Missions, yet it has need of larger 
support, and as it is the only work of the kind we have anywhere in the 
Diocese, it has a special claim upon the sympathy and support of all our 
congregations. Surely enough scholarships ought to be taken and sustained 
to insure the maintenance of this school in a high state of efficiency, and 
relieve the Rector of Zion Church, of some of the burden of the work, 
which he is, in a most important sense, doing for all.

Sunday 23rd—A. M., Christ Chureh, Blue Ridge, confirmed eight. 

P. M., St. Andrew’s on the mountain ; confirmed three. 

P. P. M., St. John’s Ripon, confirmed one. These missions on the moun- 
tain—Christ Church under charge of Rev. Mr. Thompson, and St. Andrew’s 
under charge of Rev. Mr. Gravatt, assisted by Rev. Mr. Chrisman—are both 
doinga noble work. In each ease the clergy are well sustained by earnest 
men and women. It is such leaving the beaten track, and going qut into 
the highways and hedges and compelling men to come in, which ought the 
more to characterize the work of our churches everywhere. 

Tuesday sth to Friday 28th—In attendance on the closing exercises of 
the ‘Theological Seminary and High School near Alexandria, comprising 
meetings of the Trustees, the Education Society, together with examina- 
tions of candidates, &e. 

Friday, 28th—In the Seminary Chapel, I ordained Wilson Page Chris- 
man to the Priesthood—the Rey. W, L. Gravatt presenting—and Clayton 
Alexander Chrisman to the Diaconate, the Rey. Dr. Moore presenting. 
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Sunday, 380th—Epiphany Okonoko, confirmed one. 

P. M., St. Stephens,. Romney, Serica two. 

The Ayia near Okonoko is one of the most beautifully and conveniently 
located in the Diocese, and is worthy of mention as being our first and per- 
haps most successful effort to put up a really substantial and churechly 
building at comparatively small cost. The Rev. Mr. Davis, now one ofour 
clergy, by his faithful and disinterested labor made it possible for the small 
but earnest band of our church people to realize the happy result. I need 
hardly remind the Diocese that this Church represents but a small part of 
Mr. Davis’ special work of church building in the Diocese. 

JULY.

Church, North River, and preached. This was my second visit to this old 
Church. The first was made on September 18th, 1894, and I have reason to 
believe, as I said in my address to the last Council, that it was the first oc- 
casion of our service held there for sixty years.

In the afternoon preached in the Baptist Church, Monongah, 
Quite a population have gathered at this point, and we hope before long to 
build a Chapel, for which already a considerable sum of money has been 
raised.

Monday 16th— Addressed a meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary in the 
Chapel of Zion Church, Charles Town and at night confirmed one in St. 
Johns Church, Harper’s Ferry, after sermon by the Rev. Mr. Gibbons. 
This visit was of special interest to me, as I felt it would be the last service 
IT should hold in the old Church which, in its restored condition, the con- 
gregation had been using for about fourteen years. After some conflict of 
opinion and many natural regrets at the severing of old associations, it had 
been determined that the time had come to part with the old St. Johns, 
and put upachapel in a more eligible location. In my address to the 
Council of 1883, I find the record of the Consecration of this Chureh on Fri- 
day, December Ist, 1882, accompanied by this statement, ‘This building 
which was never in a condition for consecration before the war owing to a 
debt upon it, was during the war entirely dismantled ; literally nothing 
was left of it save the walls and the roof.”’ The total cost of repairs was 
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about $1,000. In returning now to the original plan of putting up a chapel 
on a more eligible lot, we find that our labor of restoration has been by no 
means lost, because selling the old Church for $500, the remaining $500, 
spent in the work of restoration really represents the rent for fourteen 
years—a result that is in every way satisfactory. I believe the building of 
a chapel in a more accessible place than the site of the old Church will have 
a marked and immediate effect upon the progress and stability of the con-- 
gregation. .

In the afternoon, St. John’s Chureh, Scary. At Seary we haveonly one 
or two communicants, but many welcome the services; it is one of the 
many points that invite our care. 

Thursday Tth—In the afternoon in the Parish Building of Zion Church, 
Charles Town, I presided over and addressed a meetiug composed of Sun- 
day School and Brotherhood Workers. We had representatives from Mar- 
tinsburg, Shepherdstown, Harper’s Ferry, Ripon, Leetown and Middleway, 
in addition to those of Zion Church, St. Philip’s and St. Andrew’s, about 
60 persons in all. The effort was made to draw from the laity such expres- 
sion of their views as would help on the common work. Several thought- 
ful papers were read and I feel sure that all felt that the meeting was a dis- 
tinct gain. I hope it may be repeated in this part of the Diocese and also in 
other sections as opportunity may offer. 

P. M., Zion Church, confirmed one. 

Friday 8th—A. M., visited St. Philips School, Charles Town, and briefly 
addressed the chiidren. This is the only organized work we have among — 
the colored people in the State. It is in great need of more liberal support, 
and this support may be perhaps best rendered by Scholarships, which can 
be secured for the very small sum of five dollars. There ought to be no 
difficulty in obtaining fifty from all our congregations. They would be 
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stronger and happier in their own work if they would even in this modest 
way put their hands to this pressing work which God has given us to do. 
I commend the subject to your thoughtful and prayerful consideration, and 
that will Iam confident, ensure your prompt action. 

P. M., Mt. Zion Church, Hedgesville, confirmed three, I can not say of 
our dear Brother, the Rector of Mt. Zion, that his eye is not dim nor his 
natural force abated, but we can and do gladly say that his zeal is untiring 
and his interest unabated in that work for Christ and the Church to which 
he has now, for sixty years or more, freely given himself.

On this 
visit I had the pleasure of welcoming Rev. A. G. Grinnan to the Diocese, he 
having taken charge of Pt. Pleasant in the summer. 

Saturday, 23d—At the request of the Rector in Huntington, I baptized 
an infant, and administered the communion to a sick person. 

Sunday, 24th—A. M., Trinity, Huntington. 

P. M. Grace, Kenova, confirmed two. This was my first service in the 
new Chureh. ‘This building in its frame work at least is substantially the 
same with Emmanuel Church, Volcano. When it was found that neither 
the congregation nor the building could be kept up at Volcano, the build- 
ing was given to the mission at Kenova, and such material additions and 
improvements as have. been made have resulted in one of the most sightly 
and substantial churches in the Diocese. The Rev. Mr. Gibson has service 
in this Church every Sunday. .

As in the 
case of St. Philip’s Parochial School, Charles Town, so here, fifty scholar- 
ships at five dollars each, would secure the maintenance of a work whose 
far reaching consequences for good would be hard to overestimate. Dr. 
Roller and myself also visited the Hospital at Paint Creek, where we found 
fourteen patients. All things are moving along smoothly there. The 
blessed work goes on day after day, and month after month. No congre- 
gation ought to be unwilling to be represented in it—we sadly need such 
additions to our building as could be put up for $1,000.

DIOCESAN MISSIONS. 


Notwithstanding all that has been said privately and publicly by my- 
self, and the Diocesan Missions Committee on the subject, the result has — 
been by no. means satisfactory. . Somehow or other our churches do not 
seem to take hold of the Diocesan Mission work with the vigor and interest 
it justly demands. Nothing ean be more important for us, and nothing 
more pressing, and yet one Council after another passes, and we fail to get 
up any enthusiasm about it, and the annual offerings are by no means: 
what they ought to be. 

Possibly, members of the Council have decided opinions as to the general 
conduct of the work which they fail to express, but they ought to give the 
committee, and to the Council the full benefit of their views, and if they 
feel in doubt as to any matters of interest, there can be no opportunity 
more favorable than just this, in which to make all suitable inquiries. In 
deliberative bodies like this, there may be a unanimity which is born of 
indifference, and it is as fatal to the successful working of a proposed plan, 
as active opposition would be. If the Council could only feel that they do 
not at all get rid of the responsibility by electing a Committee to manage 
the details for them, they would be more efficient in aiding the work. : 

The needs of our Diocesan Missions are increasing very, rapidly in this 
growing State, and the calls greatly exceed our ability to meet them. I do 
not believe, however, that we are yet putting forth our full strength, and I 
desire to indicate the lines along which we ought to be working with in- 
creased efficiency. 

Ist. The usual offerings, at the stated times of collection, ought to be 
. made after such statement to the people as will create and satisfy their de- 
sire to know about the work. To interest the people you must inform 
them. At such times also there ought to be amore distinct effort to bring 
the appeal to bear upon the whole constitueney of the congregation, and 
not simply to receive contributions from those who happen to be present: 
when the stated collections are made. 

2nd. Much more can be made out of the Advent offerings from our Sun- 
day Schools. Sometimes these schools have during Lent given nearly 
seven hundred dollars to General Missions. There seems no good reason 
why their offerings to our own work should fall below five hundred. 

3rd. Special offerings from the Womans’ Auxiliary, made for the first 
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time this year, and amounting to $305.50 can be continued year by year, 
and this also may be expected to grow as the plan is more generally 
adopted. 

4th. Most of the places we aid have now been helped through a series of 
years, and many of them have under our fostering care, grown much 
stronger. If each of them, or any number of them, could by increasing 
the salary they pay, say by five or ten per cent, so far lessen the stipend 
from the mission fund, this would at once increase our resources from five 
hundred to one thousand dollars. 

d5th. It may be possible to carry out the plan which several months ago I 
suggested for consideration, viz: to get subscriptions in sums varying from 
$2.50 to $50 and $100 from persons all over the Diocese. Can we not find 
five persons who would give us $100 each, and ten who would give us, $50 
and fifty who would give us $10, and one hundred who would give $5, and 
two hundred who would give $2.50. This would be $3,000 given by three 
hundred and eighty-five persons, and the usual offerings would afford 
ample scope for the liberality of others who would prefer to give in that 
way. With such funds at our command we would be able to strengthen 
and advance the work through all our borders, and this is all the more im- 
portant because the conditions of the General Missions of our Church ren- 
ders it highly probable that our allowance from that source will in the 
near future be sericusly curtailed. 

The plan as thus outlined does not seem to be an unreasonable one. [ 
commend it to the careful consideration of the Council. 

Since writing the above I have seen that in the Diocese of Nebraska, 
which I think does more in proportion for its Diocesan Missions, than 
almost any other, they have adopted the plan (and that by Canon) to make 
personal application to every communicant and attendant on the services 
for an individual pledge for Diocesan Missions. 


THE SPECIAL FUND. 


In making my annual report of the Special Fund, [I must be allowed to 
go somewhat into detail, as the exceeding importance of the matter justi-. 
fies it. 

It is well known that in addilion to the regular canonical machinery of 
the Diocese, I have had during the past few years most valuab'e help from 
a number of persons, who have, in response to personal appeals, rallied 
around me, and by timely contributions to a Special Fund, placed in my 
hands for distribution, have made it possible for me to push forward our 
work in various ways, as otherwise it could not have been done. Some 
idea of the extent of the aid thus rendered, will be understo:»d when 1 say 
that since January, 1893, when this helpful instrumentality was started, 
that I have received from one hundred persons, 207 contributions, and 
from Church offerings eighty-three contributions, aggregating $6,704.38, and 
that from this fund I have made two hundred and one grants to the var- 
ious purposes reported to this and other Counciis, aggregating $6,686.94, 
leaving a balance on hand of $17.42. 
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You may also gain some idea of the great possibilities of work along this 
line when you come to analyze these contributions. What has been ac- 
complished so far, has been done by contributions from the Churches to 
the extent of about $1500.00, and especially by the cordial co-operation of 
about one hundred persons, who have given about $5,000, for the impor- 
tant objects of the Fund. These one hundred persons may represent, on. 
the whole, those most able to assist such a plan, but what might we not 
expect if there were such high enthusiasm for the work as we have a right 
to look for, and such strong purpose as ought to animate the loyal children 
of the Church. There ought to be hundreds more who would join a 
movement that promised such great results. 

After looking over the whole field and thinking of various organizations 
and instrumentalities for Church maintenance and extension, I can think 
of nothing more likely to be of immediate and permanent practical value 
than this Special Fund, which has been quietly inaugurated and effectually 
working during these years, 

By means of this agency Iam able to touch, not only one, but all de- 
partments of our Chureh work, and that at the time most needed, and in 
the way most likely to be helpful. I am continually receiving communi- 
cations, both private and official, from all partsof the Diocese, and am 
able also constantly to verify by personal observation, the impressions thus 
made. My visits to the Churches and missions and outlaying regions are 
continous through the year, and I think I may properly say that Iavail 
myself fairly well of the opportunities thus afforded for looking over the 
whole field and taking the full measure of the work. If I know myself, I 
have no pet schemes or favorite sections, but in the very nature of the ease 
regard all interests with impartiality, seek to weigh one want against an- 
other, to balance one promise with another and from such careful consid- 
eration of the whole case, I endeavor to give encouragement and aid in the 
manner and to the extent in which it will do most good. I donot believe 
that any other instrumentality can hope to occupy at this time, the high 
vantage ground which the special Fund now holds in the ways I have in- 
dicated. What might we not accomplish if instead of having one hundted 
persons to stand behind and support such endeavor, I could have five 
hundred or one thousand throughout the Diocese joined in such a league 
to uphold the hands of the Bishop, foster a strong Diocesan feeling, and 
emphasize more strongly the obligations of aggressive work and Church 
extension. 

The success of this fund carries with it the maintenance of every depart- 
ment of our work. It is as available for one as for another. If this fund 
were kept up, there would be no need for special appeals to meet passing 
needs. A temporary deficit whenever it occurred could be promptly met, 
and our ever recuring special needs provided for as they arose. The great 
work the few have done indicates what the many could do, if only they 
had a mind to the work. 

The account for the Bishops Fund for the year just closed stands as fol- 
lows: 
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PAROCHIALISM. 


It is very easy to understand how from the very necessities of his posi- 
tion the Bishop should come to look at the Churches in the Diocese, and at 
their work, in rather a different light from that in which they appear to 
the clergy and to the people generally. They occupy somewhat different 
standpoints and therefore cannot be expected to see every thing at the same 
angle of significance. If we could express it in a word, we might say that. 
the clergy and people think more of Church maintenance, and the Bishop 
of Church extension, the clergy and people are more conservative, the 
Bishop more aggressive in policy. And yet there ought to be no antago- 
nism but a perfect understanding between them; for the points of view 
they are each disposed to emphasize are all so far from being mutually ex- 
clusive, that they are complementary one of another. All of us ought to 
see every side of the question, so only can we realize our common responsi- 
bility to maintain the individual churches, and at the same time extend 
the general organization, carefully to conserve and guard, and build up 
what we have, and at the same time to be continually pushing forward 
into the regions beyond. 

The Bishop knows that there is no way in which the Diocese can become 
strong, save by the development of the individual congregations, and the 
clergy and people ought to remember that their field of responsibility is 
not limited by the bounds of their Parish, and that in the administration 
of their means and activities ‘there is that scattereth and yet inecreaseth, 
and that there is that withholdeth more than is meet but it tendeth to 
poverty.” 

Local needs are, no doubt, often very pressing, and of course the pressure 
is chiefly felt by the clergy and the people of the particular Church or Mis- 
sion, but at the same time it ought never to be forgotten that it is entirely 
possible to hold a small object so near the eye that it will obscure a very 
large object, nay all the landscape, even all the world, beyond it. 

And if local needs are pressing, itisnot too much to say that there is 
often a culpable want of any business-like way of meeting them. It might 
be well to give illustrations except that as they must occur to every mind, 
I will not detain you with them. Ihave myself on more occasions than one 
given serious offense in a congregation, by the very mild suggestion that it 
would be a good thing for the Treasurer to make a report occasionally, and 
cases have repeatedly come to my notice where months would go by, per- 
haps I might say years, and no one would be able to tell by any official 
statement, what was the condition of the Parish. I believe it is generally 
admitted, that in many cases, if our Church officials did not put more sys- 
tent and brains into the management of their private business than they 
show in looking after the affairs of the Church that most of them would 
become bankrupts ina few months. 

Of course these local needs must be met. They can not be ignored or 
pushed off into a corner, but neither ought they to occupy the whole field, 
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nor ought their pressure to cripple the Churches from their no less sacred 
obligations of aggressive work. 

My main contention at this time, is that there ought to be a more dis- 
tinct recognition of the limitations that necessarily belong to these local 
needs, and so a more cordial response to general obligations, I do not be- 
lieve that there ever will be this cordial response to our general obligations 
unless there be a readiness to limit the scope of our local demands. 

As it is, the people are too often, if not taught, yet actually trained by 
the prevailing system, to put all aggressive work, Diocesan and General, in 
a place relatively so subordinate that it carries with it almost no obligation 
at all, and he whose duty it isto press this general aggressive work is looked 
upon as rather a troublesome guest in the parish or patronized by having 
thrown to him a mere pittance. There certainly ought to be some propor- 
tion between whata congregation does for the care of its own Church 
building and the maintenance of the service therein and what it does to 
sustain the missionary work at home and abroad and to aid the general 
institutions of the Church. Of course there may be reasonable differences 
of opinions as to what that proportion should be and circumstances alter 
cases and taking all things into consideration, we often have to be satisfied 
with a fair approximation to the standard of duty, but after all is said, it 
appears that, state the case as you may, there are a great many sad and in- 
excusable failures, cascs where the local needs have absorbed an altogether 
disproportionate part of the efforts and resources of the congregation, 
where there has seemed to be not only a lack of all enthusiasm for any 
work outside the congregation, but no due sense of responsibility for it. 

A recent writer in one of our Church papers has said that “in the pro- 
gress of the Church the parish occupies a two-fold position. For inten- 
sive work it is difficult to devise a better plan than one which is an exten- 
sion of the family idea, and which appeals to local pride. Laymen are 
often interested in a parish and in no other feature of the Church, They 
will labor to upbuild its temporalities much as they work for their social or 
political club-house. But when we view the parish from the point of view 
of missionary work—the real object of the Chureh—the merits of the par- 
ish become defects. It is found that the organization often stands in the 
way of a true conception of the Church as the family, the expenses of the 
parish leave nothing for the work of extending the kingdom where it 
does not exist. To remedy this defect is at once to educate the Church in 
Catholicity, and to extend her borders to an undreampt of degree.” 

TL insist upon if, thatit ought to be a matter of conscience with a congre- 
gation as with an individual, that there should be some due proportion be- 
tween their general style of living, and what they give to the Lord. I 
suppose that individuals and cengregations may live according to their 
means, but all should remember that the liberty we enjoy is not the liberty 
to do just what taste and desire may dictate, While we have little regard 
for the obligations that are imperative and constant. 

I think these remarks indicate what is a great source of trouble now in 
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our missionary work, general and Diocesan. It seems almost impossible 
to rouse up the consciences of our people, clergy and lailfy to a recognition 
of the really alarming situation. Deficit, continual deficit (more espe- 
cially in the general work) is the order of the day, and it seems to create 
little remark or anxiety. This deficit is not due I believe to any undue ex- 
pansion of our aggressive work, but rather to the partial, and in some cases 
absolute absorption for local needs of resources that ought to have borne a 
larger share of the general burden. I beseech the members of this Council 
and especially the clergy, to look this matter squarely in the face, aud try 
and find out what the trouble is, and how it may be remedied. Do not 
think that you have done all that can be done when you have appointed a 
committee on the subject, but remember that you have by so doing, only 
created an agent to give more effect to your own efforts. Let us havea 
larger enthusiasm for the Mission work of the Church. Let us hear of 
some congregation that builds a less expensive Church than they had de- 
sired, or restricts themselves in decoration and equipment, that they may 
help push forward the mission work of the Church, and especially ata 
time like this when it seems to move so slowly. 


CHURCH BUILDING. 


Several very inexpensive Churches have been constructed, during the 
year, or are now in process of construction. _ Others ought to be built—in- 
deed great loss has been occasioned in time past by the failure on the part 
of small congregations to take advantage of such opportunities as they 
could command, and build according to their means. It has been too fre- 
quently the case that the disposition to wait until more costly buildings 
could beerected has resulted in such delays as have occasioned serious loss 
to our communion. Thus individuals become discouraged, and giving up 
hope of our establishing ourselves among them, do gradually and insen- 
sibly drift off to other churches. And even where this is not the case the 
people lose their familiarity with our services, and as a consequence, to 
‘seme extent at least their fondness for them. Besides this unless we have 
a building of our own thereis n9 available place for a Sunday School in. 
which the children can be trained in our Church and brought up to know 
and love our ways. 

There are today, at least twenty places, where it would be to our advan- 
tage to erect such modest buildings, as with some judgment in the con- 
struction would be suitable and sightly for our worship, it is from such 
humble beginnings that oftentimes astrong work grows. 

There ought to be enough self-respect and enough self-control in our 
smaller congregations to be contented with what they are well able to com- 
mand, rather than indulge in the disastrous delays which come from striv- 
ing for what is beyond their power. 


THE SHELTERING ARMS HOSPITAL. 


The last report received from the Superintendent, covering the period 
from January, 1895, to May 1, 1896, shows 120 patients treated. The ex- 
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penses have been $3,850.00, of which $625 was from pay patients. Ata re- 
cent meeting of the Board of Directors it was determined to make such 
improvements in and additions to the buildings as has been for some time 
demanded by the urgent needs of the Hospital. Hospitals have been 
started in various portions of the State which will to some extent limit our 
constituency. We shall, however, still hope for the undivided support of 
our people for this general Diocesan work. 


THE CHURCH HALL. 


The Hallatthe University has more than fulfilled our expectations. Orig- 
inally designed to accommodate sixteen students, in addition to the War- 
den and his family, we find it necessary to enlarge it so that forty may find 
their homethere. ‘The Warden, Rev. James Sheerin, has the administra- 
tion well in his hands, and meets with the cordial approbation and co-op- 
eration of the Faculty and Regents. We have reason to believe that the 
idea of the Hall meets with a general commendation from the public, but 
we recognize the fact that it is only by the efficiency of our administration 
and by the manifest material and moral advantages we offer can we main- 
tain and advance our work. ‘The University is enjoying unusual prosper- 
ity. We shall gladly do our part to make it worthy of the State and 
increasingly able to meet the demands of our people. 

I have had a very cordial response from the Convocations in regard to 
my proposal to them to exercise a closer and more thorough superinten- 
dence over their respective fields. The Convocations, as such ought to feel 
a greater responsibility for the maintenance and extension of the Church 
within their limits. I said years ago, that I desired the clergy to feel that 
the whole territory of the State was so divided up among them that every 
man really touched elbows with his neighbor, however distant he might 
be. Now that we have twenty six men in this vast territory west of the 
Alleghanies, where in 1878 we only had six, it is not nearly so difficult a 
thing todo. I plead for the scattered communicants of our church, and 
for the little bands here and there, who are anxious to have some service 
however infrequent or irregular, and who want to feel that the Chureh 
has not left them altogether without a shepherd. There is no more help- 
ful and inspiring work than that of ministering to such people. I hope 
that there will be some systematie effort to reach them in every possible 
way, not only to save them to the Chureh, but to utilize them as starting 
points for a wider work. The Church is nothing if not missionary, and 
that at home as well asabroad. May the good Lord make. us so instinet 
with lifeand with thespirit of the Master, that we may be continually 
broadening our sympathies and reaching out helping hands to all about 
us. Thetime is short. Let us do with our might, what our hands find to 
do. The night cometh when no man can work. 


The Rev. Dr. Moore called attention .to the presence of the 
Rev. J. Newton Perkins, Secretary of the American Church 
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Building Fund Commission, and on his motion Mr. Perkins 
made an interesting and instructive address on the work of the 
Commission. ?

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Consent was given to the consecration of the Rev. Frank Rosebrook 
Millspaugh, D. D., Bishop elect of the Diocese of Kansas; the Rev. Ger- 
shom Mott Williams, M. A., Bishop elect of the Diocese of Marquette, 
Michigan ; the Rev. Lewis William Burton, A. M., Bishop elect of the Di- 
ocese of Lexington, Ky.; The Rev. Joseph Horsfall Johnson, D. D., Bishop 
elect of the Diocese of Los Angeles, California; the Rev. Henry Yates Sat- 
terlee, D. D., Bishop elect of the Diocese of Washington ; and to the elec- 
tion and transfer of the Rt.

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Report of the Executive Committee of the Diocesan Mis- 
sionary Society. 

Your Commiatee begs leave to submit its annual report. 

We ¢a'l special attention to the statement of the present needs of the 
work and beg that Council will give careful attention to the subject and 
will seek todevise some plan by which the depleted treasury may be re- 
plenished. : 

During the past year the total receipts have been $2,139.17, of which 
$1,714.60 came from the congregations and $499.62 from the Sunday Schools 
of the Diocese. As compared with the receipts of last year, we find that 
the contributions from Sunday Schools have slightly advanced from $475.2 
to $499.62, while those from the congregations have fallen from $1,759.27 to 
$1,714.60. Thus there isa net decrease in contributions amounting to $95.31, 
This diminution of receipts is attended by an increased expenditure. Last 
year it appeared that $1,786.99 had been expended, while during the year 
just past the expenditures have amounted to $2,716.30, of which $2,641.25 
have been paid as the stipends of «missionaries. With this sum 22 mis- 
sionaries, who maintain services at more than 60 points, have been aided. 
One of these points, St. Paul’s Chureh, Weston, has relinquished the aid 
heretofore received from the Society. The sum thus released has been ap- 
propriated in aid of the Work at the Chapel, Spruce Run, Upshur Co. 

Your Committee does not see how the present rate of expenditure can 
be diminished without serious loss. Moreover, matters are further com- 
plicated by the fact that the General Board of Missions has already de- 
termined to'seale its appropriations. We will, therefore, receive less from 
that source than heretofore, and in order to avoid lessening the already 
sinall incomes of our missionaries, we must proportionately increase the 
sums which they receive from our Diocesan Missionary Society. 

The Treasurer reports a balance of only about $352.00 in his hands. Last 
year the balance was $929.13. Experience has shown that we cannot safely 
enter upon a new conciliar year with asum much less than this in hand. 

The next quarterly stipends of the missionaries are due on July Ist, and 
nearly $800 will be required to provide for their payment. 

In order to secure more definite and united effort to increase this most 
important fund, your Committee proposes the following resolutions : 

hesolved, 1. That it is the sense of the Council that each parish and mis- 
sion should contribute to the work of Church extension in the Diocese 
through this Society, and that the measure of such contribution should be 
paid by assessment, not less than as many dollars as there are communi- 
cants. 

2. That the Council now calls upon each minister and lay delegate (to 
pledge his parish or mission for such sum) at least, and to promise for 
himself that he will use faithful and diligent effort to collect the amount 
pledged and send it to the Treasurer during the next conciliar year, 


» 


3. That since the stipends of the missionaries are paid quarterly, it is ex- 
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pedient that effort should be made to send contributions, in at least, quar- 
terly installments to the Treasurer. 

4. That the attention of rectors and ministers is called to Title B, Canon 
IT, See. 6, and they are urged, in obedience to its mandate, to devise special 
methods for increasing this fund and especially to approach their people 
personally and individually with an appeal to contribute to it, in accord- 
ance with the suggestions made in the annual address of the Bishop to this 
Council. ) 

Mr. Simms Powell offered this resolution, which was referred 


to the Committee on Sunday Schools. 

fvesolved, That it is the sense of this Council that some plan should be 
devised whereby suitable financial provision can be made for the mainte- 
nance and support of the Sunday Schools of the Diocese. 

The election of the Committee on Constitutions and Canons 
was then taken up and resulted as follows:

We have considered along with other suggestions, the several reso- 
lutions recommended by the Standing Committee on Diocesan Missions ; 
and we are unanimous in the endorsement of the spirit of the report and 
accompanying recommendations, and we would wish to emphasize the 
importance and the duty of generons contribution to this cause, 


In two respects we differ from those resolutions, in that we do not deem 
advisable to base contributions on number of communicants; and wethink 
it better not to require any pledges from members of Council as to uy spe- 
cific amounts, or for the payment of needed funds. 


We believe that each parish and Mission Station should be assessed a 
specific amount, such assessment to be based upon a fair apportionment of 
_the total amount to be raised, following as closely as may be the assess- 
ments made for raising the Bishop’s salary and Contingent Fund, and we 
recommend the adoption of the resolutions of the Diocesan Committee, so 
modified that they shall read as follows: 


I. That itis the sense of the Council that each Parish and Mission should 
contribute to the work of Church Extension in this Diocese through this 
‘Society, and that the measure of such contribution should be fixed by as- 
sessment. This assessment corre esponding, this year, to amounts when 
severally assessed for Bishop’s salary and contingent expenses, 


Il. That the Council now ealls upon each minister and lay delegate to 
promise for himself that he will use faithful and diligent effort to collect 
the amount assessed, and to send it to the Treasurer of the Committee on 
Diovesan Missions during the Conciliar year. 

ilf. That since the stipend of the missionaries are paid quarterly it is 
expedient that effort should be made to send contributions in at least quar- 
terly instalments. 

TV. That the attention of rectors and ministers is called to Title B, Canon 
II, Section 6, and they are urged, in obedience to its mandate, to devise 
special methods for increasing thig fund, and especially to approach their 
people personally and individually ih an appeal to contribute to it, in ae- 
cordance with the suggestions made in the annual address of the Bishop to 
this Council.

The Council was called to order by the Bishop. | 

The Secretary read the subjoined report of the Trustees of 
the Theological Seminary and High School, which, on motion 
of the Rev. John 8. Gibson, was ordered to be printed. 

Report to the Council by the Trustees of the Seminary and 
High School : 


The Trustees of the Seminary and High School herewith respectfully 
present their annual report to the Council of the Diocese. 

The classes in the Seminary have been diligently and successfully pur- 
suing the curriculum of studies for the current session without interruption, 
except for a short time during the prevalence of an epidemic that attacked 
their eyes. 

Since our last report, Dr. Packard, Professor of the English Bible, has 
been relieved of all active duties on account of bis increasing infirmities, and 
as a measure of compensation for the loss of his instruction, the Rev. Wm. 
H. Neilson, D. D., of Shepherdstown, W. Va., by lectures and examina- 
- tions twice a week for five months, has been giving instruction ou the En- 
glish Bible. 

Rev. Charles Gauss, our Commissioner of Endowment, was compelled 
by a sudden failure of health to give up his work, and the office of Com- 
missioner has been discontinued. The Trustees, therefore, renew the ap- 
peal made in their last year’s report, and renew it with increasing urgency, 
for an increase of the endowment, and for the annual parochial collections 
recommended recently by the Council of Virginia. 

The High School reports one hundred and three boys during the current 
year, of whom forty-nine are from the three Virginia Dioceses. 

By a change in the management of the school, which will go into opera- 
tion next session, the boarding and business department will be under the 
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control of a Proctor, responsible direetly to the Board of Trustees, while 
the presentable Principal, Mr. L. M. Blackford, M. A., will continue in the 
sole charge of the scholastic department of the institution. The terms of 
the new contract make no provision for scholarships, but it is confidently 
expected that the new arrangement, by yielding to the Trustees a larger 
money revenue, will enable them speedily to arrange a system of scholar- 
ships on a different and more satisfactory foundation.

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REPORT OF THE EPISCOPAL HALL, STATE UNIVERSITY, MORGANTOWN. 


It is several years since the Bishop of the Diocese first proposed the 
scheme of a Church Hall at the State University in Morgantown, but it 
was only in the past conciliar year that it was possible for him to make it 
an accomplished fact. After the securing of the Warden, and purchase of 
a suitable lot with a roomy old brick dwelling house on it, work was begun 
August Ist, 1895, on an addition to contain rooms for students, and a din- 
ing room and kitchen with modern improvements. The intention was to 
have had the building ready for the reception of studentson the opening 
day of the University, September 11th, but the contractors were kept back 
by various unexpected events, so that it was not finally in running -order 
before the middle of December, or nearly the Christmas vacation. | Mean- 
while, however, a few students had been given rooms without board, and 
the Hall hada semiexistenee in this way from the first of the fall term. 
But the result of the delay in building was that the students who had ap- 
plied for residence were obliged to go elsewhere, and, becoming settled 
in the various boarding houses, were not inclined to come back to the 
Hallin the middle of the term. For this reason it would be unfair to judge 
of the Hall’s success by the past year, either from the standpoint of money 
or on account of numbers. Nevertheless, the number of students has been 
kept up within two or three of the limited capacity, sixteen, and the indica- 
tions are that another year, everything being ready on time, it would be 
comparatively easy to fill a building with a capacity of several times the 
original number. Relying on that, and the good favor which the Hall has 
received from all classes, and the general recognition of its success even on 
the part of the different denominations, it has been thought wise to add 
again enough rooms to make a total capacity of at least forty, and to pro- 
vide more space for the library, reading room, receptions, ete., for the 
social improvement of the students. 

As to the methods of managing Church halls, it may be said there is no 
definite method yet. A method will be the development of time and ex- 
perience. An impression seems to prevail that there are other halls from 
which we could learn lessons as to their management, but the fact seems 
to be that the only church halls now established, so far as is known, are 
those at the University of Michigan, one by the Presbyterians and the 
other by our own Church. But these two are merely guild halls, places 
for meetings and various entertainments, and have no dormitories. The 
hope of the hgll at Morgantown is to combine the social features of these 
guild halls with the home life of the student, and thus be as complete a 
college hall as the Oxford and Cambridge Colleges are. It would then con- 
tain within its walls all, and even more, than the advantages of the small 
church colleges, and it would at the same time give its residents the greater 
privileges which result from attendance on the classes and lectures of a 
large University. The fault found with the average college dormitory is 
that there is absolutely no supervision of it, and the student is left to prac- 
tice any license he pleases. In the Church hall there need be no detective 
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work done, no suspicious spying into the doings of the students; but there 
could be a better influence.thrown about them, and at least as much re- 
gtraint as an ordinary hotel requires. This is said because so many fear 
that we are trying to intrude on the traditional liberty of college men. 
There is no attempt at trivial interference, and the expectation is only that 
a student will conduct himself in nearly as civilized a manner as he would 
at home. 

Our problem at Morgantown has been, how to have any restraints over 
students while ours is the only hall yet established, and while every other 
house in the town is a boarding house, where a student may not only do 
as he pleases, but is encouraged so to do by some here and there who are 
sager for his patronage. Any attempt at strictness, unless the parents will 
firmly support it, will meet with such a remark as this from the indepen- ’ 
dent young college man: ‘Well, if you are going to do that, li just go toa 
hotel or boarding house where there’are no restraints!’ You perceive the 
difficulty. It will be better for us when every denomination has its hall, 
for that would make reasonable discipline easier, and it would save us 
from the small jealousies and needless criticisms of those who have not a 
hall. , 

It is a question worth considering whether it would not then be wise to 
compel students to reside only*in the halls, allowing them of course to 
choose their own. That used to be done in the ancient halls of Oxford, and 
it was theaim of Dr. Arnold in Rugby; but whether or not the ‘free’’ 
American youth would submit, with an indulgent parent behind him, is* 
another question. 

After all, it is probably true that the best discipline, and that which is 
mo-t Christ-like, is the discipline which does not appear to be discipline 
It is the power of personality, the exercise of that silent influence which 
has been more powerful than all the world’s violent methods, or than all 
its gigantic revolutions, the silent influence of the religion of Jesus Christ. 

The Chureh Hall at Morgantown has tried to follow this divine method, 
of course without expectation of immediate or perfect realization. To il- 
lustrate, we had prayers in the evening, omitting them in the morning be- 
cause the University had its Chapel exercises then, but no compulsion was 
used, and every student was present nearly every time. A club met every 
_week for the study of the great question of the day, and nearly every student 
in the Hall took an active interest in it, along with a few others from outside 
and two or three members of the Faculty. The result of this has been an 
increased interest in the Hall, and an awakement to the larger interests of 
intellectual present day life. The students were treated as members of the 
Warden’s family, and in the spare hours music, and other social amuse- 
ments, kept them attached to the Hall, instead of running about the town 
subject to every danger of an idle hand and mind. It should not be 
thought that these are little things of no consequence, for it is just those 
things which are too often absent in University life, and which are most 
powerfulin the formation of character. Imagine, trifling as it may appear 
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to some, the importance of the fact that in playing on the tennis court the 
Warden himself is often a partner in the game, or some lady is sitting by 
or helping in it. If the students were playing by themselves, oaths would 
be the common thing, and the fact that now he has to restrain himself is 
the very effort that is making a man of him. This will give you an idea 
of the usefulness of the hall, and what is meant by its influence; but it is 
only an idea. 

Besides this, the Warden can be very helpful in various other ways, such 
as aiding a student occasionally in a difficult lesson, or directing him as toa 
right choice of elective studies) an important thing where all studies are 
elective), or again, suggesting higher tastes in their lighter reading, or as- 
sisting them in writing their speeches and essays. 

The work has its drawbacks, and its share of students who will criticise 
the food, ete., just as all schools have; and this first year has had more 
than its share of trifling anxieties; nevertheless, those in charge have felt 
themselves upheld by the larger hope that they are doing something towards 
aiding the State of West Virginia to develop a citizenship which will be 
superior to mere money-getting; in training a citizen who will go out to 
-every town and village in the State better prepared to meet the serious 
problem of life, perlaps, and certainly, we shall hope, more attached 
to a Chureh that has the wisdom to follow its children wherever they go, 
tosurround them with its wholesome atmosphere, everywhere. And a cit- 
izen trained by a Church that loyally refuses to pass by the State institu- 
tion to add another to the already too numerous feeble Church Colleges, is 
surely going to be proud of that sensible Church, and loyally devoted to 
the higher interests of his State. | 

This is the object of the Hall. It has been the aim to make our Chureh 
Hall so attractive and superior in its accommodations that no compul- 
sion would be necessary either to bring students there, or to. keep them true 
to its principles of morality. It did not try to restrain any student from 
the fine exercise of manly liberty, but it did-try to bring him out of a state 
of license into one of real pleasure and true development of all that is best; 
hoping that students, seeing its advantages, would flow into it voluntarily, 
as the Prophet of old said that nations and people would flow into the ideal 
kingdom of God of the future, eagerly seeking it for its privileges. 

On motion of the Rev. W. L. Gravatt, the Right Rev. C. C. 
Penick, D. D., was invited to address the Council on the 
Church’s work among the Negroes. His address was most in- 
teresting and instructive and listened to with marked attention. 

The Rev. Henry Thomas submitted the following report of 
the Committee on the State of the Church : 

The Committee on the State of the Church, report that they are much 
gratified that the Diocese this year has more clergymen than ever has been 
reported since its organization. It has 82; a gain of 5 over last year. ®*We- 
are also glad no letters ‘‘dismissory’”’ have been given, and consequently no 
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removals from the Diocese have occurred. On the other hand we have had 
several accessions. . 

The number confirmed is 269. Although not as large as last year, yet 

beyond the average.. Those who have been accustomed to read of the 
large numbers confirmed in older Dioceses, may be inclined to think the 
Diocese is not growing very much, at the yearly increase of about 250 per- 
sons; but when we consider the missionary character of the field, we have 
every reason to thank Godand to take courage, as we view the advance 
made since we became a Diocese, having now about 4000 communicants. 
One deacon has been ordained and one deacon advanced to the Priesthood. 
In this connection the Committee would impress upon the Rectors of par- 
ishes, the greatimportance of calling attention of the young men to the 
sacred ministry. 
* The amount contributed to Diocesan Missions, while not in advance up- 
on last year, has not fallen much behind. The amount of net receipts from 
the Churches is $1,714.60, $45.00 less than last year. It would be well for 
us to keep the subject of Diocesan Missions prominently before the people 
and to report each year a gain on the previous year. Indeed the Commit- 
tee would advise the ministers and vestries to get their parishes to do their 
utmost to increase their contributions to this fund.» Many of the clergy 
are dependent for their salaries from this source, and the future life of the 
Church is in these fields now sustained by the missionary stipends. If the 
cause is earnestly and properly presented, we feel sure we shall have a 
ready response. , 

The Advent Offerings of the Sunday Schools for this purpose show the 
importance of keeping the children interested in Diocesan Missions. With- 
out their help the Missions Committee would not be able to make their 
present appropriations. It is a matter of note that the Ladies Auxiliary of 
the Diocese have raised for Diocesan Missions, $3805.90. 

In addition to the amount paid by the Committee, the Bishop’s Special 
Fund is also agreat help to the Diocese. Its object is well known. The 
people of the Diocese continue to respond to the Bishop’s appeal, and last 
year $1,648.00 have been received, and $1,630.00 expended in objects deemed 

worthy by the Bishop. 

The Diocese rejoices that the Bishop’s Hall in Morgantown, ‘has been 
completed, and is fairly launched to do the work the Bishop had in con- 
templation when this project was presented by him a few years ago in his 
report. Rev. Mr. Sheerin is at the head of the Hall, and gave us a report 
to-day of its work and prospects. 

The Sheltering Arms Hospital is filling its place in the Diocese and the 
reports from the Bishop sent from time to time to the Rectors, show the 
number of patients received and the work done. 

We would make the suggestion that the Parish House claim the atten- 
tion of the Rectors, Vestries and congregations. A parish is incomplete with- 
_out,this Sanit necessary adjunct. A Parish House is the parish work 
shop. It is a great help, and will conduce much to the upbuilding of the 
parish. 
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The Committee deem it expedient to urge upon the parishes to send their 
Episcopal Assessments to the Trustee for that fund in quarterly install- 
ments, and not defer until the closing months of the conciliar year. 

While we thank the great Head of the Church for the blessings He has 
vouchsafed us, we pray He will continue to us His help, also give us his 
grace to grow more and more like Him in holiness all the days of our 
lives.

Mr. 8. B. Hall presented the following report on Clerical Sup- 
port, which was ordered to be printed: 
To the Council at Moundsville, June, 1896: 

We, your committee, appointed to investigate the matter ‘of Rectors’ 
salaries and ways and means of raising same, beg leave to report that, 

It has taken the pains to gather and arrange from former reports of par- 
ish work statistics, bearing upon the subject, and from an examination of 
such, your Committee is convinced that many, in fact, the great majority, 
of the congregations of the Diocese, do not contribute as liberally as they 

could, and ought, to the support of the rectors. | Your Committee is led to 
believe from statistics, and from information obtained otherwise, that there 
are several parishes in the Diocese receiving help from Missionary Funds 
which ought, by proper management and the necessary energy, be self- 
supporting. Missionary work is one of the most important we have; the 
field is very wide, and at best is but seantily covered and worked. Many 
parts of this field are scarcely supplied with seed, let alone tilled and culti- 
vated. Because of this fact we think that each congregation and parish 
should, at the very earliest date possible, make itself self-supporting, and 
thereby relieve the missionary funds to that extent 
Reasoning by comparison, your Committee is of the opinion that some 

of the congregations are not‘doing their whole duty, and what they could 
do; true itis that it is quite impossible to keep the church work equally 
apportioned at all points, yet there are glaring differences existing in the 
State which ought not to exist in a well regulated Diocese. 
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For instance, one congregation with more than three and one-half times 
the number of another, and with a population almost eight times as large 
to draw from, pays less than the latter to the Rector’s salary. 

Again, another congregation with twelve times the number of communi- 
ecants of another, pays less than three times as much to this object. 

The amount per communicant which the several congregations through- 
out the Diocese pay.towards the Rector’s salaries range from $2.42 to $20.68; 
and the average is about $6.00 per communicant, and the amount per com- 
municant paid by the several congregations in the Diocese for the total 
amount raised, (not including repairs and improvements) range from $2.43 
to $41.03. . 

The statistics also show such differences as these: That one Rector with 
64 communicants under his charge receives $100.00 from missionary funds, 
while another with same number of communicants receives $450.00; an- 
other with 1389 communicants receives $150.00 from missionary fund; an- 
other Rector with 82 communicants receives $300.00 from missionary fund, 
still another Rector with 96 communicants receives $530.00 from missionary — 
funds; still another with 107 communicants receives $200 00. 

But enough statistics have been given to show that the burdens do notseem 
to fall alike upon all. No doubt that some of these differences are attributable 
to local causes, but surely not all can thus be explained away. Your com-_ 
mittee is convinced that persistent work and well directed energy upon the 
part of the delinquent congregations would soon more equally distribute 
our burdens. We think that every congregation now receiving aid from 
missionary funds should make an extra effort to reduce such demand from 
10 to 25 percent. the next year. x 

We would recommend that this Council instruct the lay delegates whose 
congregation is not paying the average per communicant to this fund, to call 
the attention of the Vestries of such to this fact. 

Attached hereto is a tabulated statement of statistics bearing upon thesub- 
ject.

The Rev. John 8. Gibson moved to refer the certificates of lay 
delegates from Trinity Church, Parkersburg, to the Committee 
on Credentials, to ascertain if they were Canonically elected. Mr. 
Laidley moved to amend by referring to Committee on Constitn- 
tion and Canons. The amendment was accepted and the mo- 
tion adopted. 

Rev. Jno. 8. Gibson moved that the Council go into the elec- 
tion of the committee on Constitution and Canons. Carried. 

The Bishop appointed Rev. A. K. Fenton and Mr. D. B. Bald- 
win, Tellers. 

Pending the report of the tellers the Bishop read his annual 
address, as follows: 
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ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


For the second time in our Diocesan History, the Council meets in 
Christ Church, Point Pleasant; on the first occasion in 1882. The Rev. 
Joshua Cowpland was the Rector, and the session of the Council was made 
more memorable by the consecration of the church, the Rev. Dr, Lacy, a 
former Rector, preaching the sermon. We had then 19 clergy in the 
Diocese of whom 16 were present. There were also present 13 Laymen. 
It was at this Council decided to build an Episcopal Residence in Parkers- 
burg, which was happily accomplished in about two years time, the 
Bishop moving into it in the summer of 1885, and since that time continu- 
ously enjoying this ample provision made for his comfort and conven- 
ience. 

The first mention I find of the Church in Mason county is in the Vir- 
ginia Journal of 1823 when the Rev. Chas. H. Page, the Rector of Kanawha 
Parish, simply tells us that in Mason county it is expected that a chureh 
will be built. Then again in 1824 he tells us that he has visited Mason 
county several times and found the people favorably disposed to the 
Church, and also that there was a wide field for ministerial labors. The 
next mention I find is in 1839, when Bishop Meade tells us that he spent 
three days in November 1838 at Point Pleasant, preaching five times, bap- 
tizing two children and administering the communion. He also tells us 
that the Rev. James Goodwin was officiating at Point Pleasant and in 
Jackson county, and would he hoped, succeed in establishing the Chureh in 
thatregion. In1840 we have the first parochial report from Point Pleasant 
and Mercers Bottom. It is by Rev. James B. Goodwin. He gives the total 
number of Communicants as 3, and says there are four or five waiting to 
be confirmed. The fourth of his time that he had at first been giving to 
Jackson county, Mr. Goodwin was now bestowing upon Gallipolis, O., and 
he seems to think that the interests of the Church were slowly but surely 
advancing. Mr. Goodwin seems to have been assisted from time to time 
by the Rev. John Martin, settled at Coalsmouth, as he speaks of extending 
his labors to Point Pleasant. 

In his parochial report for 1841 Mr. Goodwin notes a decided advance. 
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The communicants have increased to 14. A Parish has been organized in 
Mercers Bottom and $400 subscribed toward building a church. 

In 1842 Bishop Meade reports having visited Point Pleasant in the spring 
of that year. He spent three days and confirmed eight persons. The 
Chureh at Mercers Bottom was not however ready for consecration, as he 
had hoped to find it. The Parochial Report for this year shows 19 com- 
municants, and the Rector reports that he divides one third of his time 
between Gallipolis and Pomeroy. 

On October 25th, 1843, Bishop preached at Buffalo and confirmed two. 
On October 26th he was at Point Pleasant, and on the 27th he consecrated 
Bruce Chapel and confirmed four persons. He was accompanied by the 
Rev. Messrs. McElroy, Craik and Goodwin. Snow had fallen during the 
night, and the roads were bad; this prevented many from attending. The 
Bishop speaks gratefully of the hospitable attention of General Steinbergen 
and his family to himself and company. On the 28th and 29th services were 
renewed at Point Pleasant. In September, 1845, Bishop Meade preached 
at Point Pleasant and Mercers Bottom, confirming three at the latter 
place. In his address in 1848 after describing briefly a visit to Point 
Pleasantand Bruce Chapel, June19th and 20th, 1847, says that both places 
are without a minister but are supplied with occasional services by Rev. J. 
B. Nash of Kanawhaand the Rev. E. T. Perkins of Wood county. He hopes 
that these services will at least keep alive the interest until a suitable 
missionary be obtained. 

In 1849 Bishop Meade reports that in the month of September, 1848, he 
visited the Congregations at Mercer’s Bottom and at Buffalo, confirming 
one.in each place. 

The Rev. F. M. Whittle, Rector of Kanawha Parish, reports that the 
Rev. Mr. Nash and himself had held services, the last Sunday in every 
month in Mason Co. in the morning at Bruce Chapel and in the afternoon at 
Point Pleasant. These places, he says, are acdly in need of a Missionary. 
At Bruce Chapel there are 8 communicants, and at Point Pleasant 38. In 
1850 the Rev. Mr. Nash, Rector of St. Paul’s and St. John’s Churehes, Put- 
nam Co., says that he officiates occasionally at Bruce Chapel and at Point 
Pleasant, and that there are 13 communicants at the two points. He says 
also, that in connection with Ravenswood these places expect to secure the 
services of a minister, and that the prospects of the Church in Mason Co. 
are more encouraging than ever. 

I will not pursue the subject, but enough has been said to show some- 
thing of the beginning of our Church in this section of the State. Other 
men have labored and we have entered into their labors. And we ourselves 
are, after all, still laying foundations; may we have patience and zeal and 
wisdom to lay them well, so that those who come after us, will have reason 
to thank God for our work, and gladly build up where we have cleared the 
way and truly started the work. 

In entering upon the sessions of the this our 20th Annual Council, I invite 
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your carefulattention to reports to come before us. They are not easy to 
master, because our work is so varied and scattered, If there be abundant 
cause for encouragement—for which we thank God—there is yet the loudest 
eall for continued and increased activity, to which I trust we shall be found 
equal. Without further introduction I proceed to set before you in a rather 
desultory way,yet I think with sufficient fullness, the record of the past year. 


JUNE. 


Tuesday 2d—Attended a wedding in St. Andrew’s Church, Mannington. 

Wednesday 3d—Sunday 7th—In attendance on the 19th Annual Council, 
meeting in Trinity Church, Moundsville, and at the closing service Sunday 
evening confirmed six persons. In addition to the regular business ses- 
sions we had the usual evening meetings in behalf of the work of the Broth- 
erhood and Sunday School, of Diocesan and General Missions. By invita- 
tion of the Council Rev. J. Newton Perkins spoke to us of the work of the 
American Church Building Fund, and Bishop Penick made a stirring ad- 
dress in behalf of work among the colored people. The attendance at the 
Council was 28 Clergy and 25 Laymen. While enjoying the hospitality of 
the good people of Trinity Church in their homes we were also glad of the 
opportunity personally to inspect and enjoy the Parish House in its mani- 
fold uses. While somewhat of a new departure for us here in West Vir 
ginia, it will answer most important purposes in the community where it 
is placed, and also serve as an object lesson to those who desire that the 
ehurch’s life and work should touch the people on the many sides of their 
lives and needs. 

Tuesday 9th—Board of Managers of the General Board of Missions. 

Sunday 14th—A. M. St. John’s Willow Island. P. M. The Hall, Waver- 
ley. 

Sunday 21st—-A.M. Christ Church, Blue Ridge. P. M. St. Andrew’s on 
the Mountain, confirmed 2. P. P. M. St. Philips, Charles Town. 

Wednesday 22d—St. John’s, Harpers Ferry, confirmed 1. This was my first 
service in the new Church. We believe that the exchange of the old and 
badly located building for the new and well placed church will prove to be 
in every way a great gain. The cost of this church has been comparatively 
small; it will come inside of $1,000, and result shows what can be accom- 
plished with the exercise of economy and good taste. 

Tuesday 23d—Trustees of the Theological Seminary on Seminary Hill. 

Wednesday 24th—Trinity Church, Parkersburg, officiated at a wedding, 

Thursday 25th—Attended Examinations of Candidates for orders at the 
Seminary. 

Friday 26th.—In the Seminary ChapelT ordained John Tilton Marley, 
Deacon, Rev. Mr. Powers, of Maryland, presenting; the Rev. Clayton 
Alexander Chrisman, Priest; the Rev. Wm. L. Gravatt presenting, and 
with other Presbyters uniting in the laying on of hands. 

Sunday, 28th.—A. M. St. James’ Church, Richmond, Va. P. M., services 
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in St. James’ Church. P. P. M., St. Paul’s Church, Richmond, I preached 
a sermon in memory of the late President, Jefferson Davis. 
JULY, 

Sunday, 5th.—A. M. and P. M. took part in the services, Trinity, Park- 
ersburg. A. M. administered the Communion. P. P. M., Light House. 

Friday, 10th.—St. Paul’s Church, Steubenville, O., for Bishop Leonard 
eonfirmed 21. 

Sunday, 12th.—Trinity Church, Moundsville. A. M., the Communion, 
the Rector absent, abroad. 

Monday, 18th.—In company with Rev. Mr. Davis, visited Smithfield, 
Wetzel Co. for the first time and preached in a hall. We havea few peo- 
ple here but Iam afraid there is no way to supply them with the services 
they desire. 

Friday, \ith.—Trinity Church, Shepherdstown, attended the funeral of 
the late Edmund I. Lee, Bishop Penick and the Rev. Mr. Gravatt assisted 
in the services. The Parish, the community and the Church at large have 
sustained a great loss in the death of Mr. Lee. He was always found with | 
the foremost in action and in council, and united a rare simplicity and 
purity of character and life with an earnest purpose and a staunch ad- 
herenece to what he recognized was duty. I have taken oceasion elsewhere 
to speak more fully of him and to express my sense of our common loss. 

Sunday, 19th.—A. M. Trinity, Shepherdstown, I preached a sermon com- 
memorative of the lifeand character of Mr. Lee. 

Sunday, 26th.—Epiphany Okonoko, confirmed 1. P.M. took part in 
services in the same Church, the Rev. Mr. Woods preaching. 

Monday, 27th.—St. Stephen’s Romney, confirmed 1. 

Tuestay, 28th.—In company with Rev. Mr. Gibbons, the minister in 
charge, the Rev. Mr. Woods and Mr. Covell Parsons, who acted as our 
euide and courier, I visited Zion Chureh, near Slonesville. Even though 
there be no prospect of gathering a congregation in this old building (which 
dates from about 1820) itis pleasant, and I believe also helpful to Keep up 
a witness there for the faith and order of the Church of our fathers, - 

Wednesday 29th—Baptist Church, Lost City, Lost River Valley; my first 
visit. The senior warden of the Moorefield Parish lives near Lost City, and 
in holding services in that neighborhogd I accomplished a long cherished 
purpose. . 

Tiursday 30th—Emmanuel Church, Moorefield confirmed 1. 

Friday 3\st—Leaving Rev. Mr. Wood in Moorefield to officiate on Sun- 
day we returned to Romney, where I had a reception in the evening.

AUGUST. 


Sunday 2d—A. M. and P. M. St. Mark’s, Berkeley Springs. In the 
morning confirmed 8 anlin the afternoon visited the Sunday School. I 
found the Rev. Mr. Pearson established in the Rectory, thus marking a 
decided advance in the administration of the Mission. 
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Friday 7th—In St. Matthew’s Church South Charleston and confirmed 4. 
This work undertaken by the lamented Alex. Quarrier and carried on by 
the equally lamented William W. Adams, has, under the care of Mr. John 
Howe Peyton, developed a vigorous life, and has already begun to send out 
offshoots from itself as a parent stem. 

Sunday 9th—A. M. and P. M. St. Thomas, White Sulphur. In the morn- 
ing, according to custom, took up an off-ring for the Sheltering Arms Hos- 
pital. 

Monday 10th—Preached in the Methodist Church, Fort Spring. This is 
one of those stations where we are in great need of a small, inexpensive 
chapel. 

Tuesday 11th—Epiphany Chapel, Glencoe. 

Wednesday 12th—Celebrated the Lord’s Supper in the same chapel. This 
chapel is open but a few times dpring the year, but it is an outpost we 
would not willingly give up. . 

Friday 14th—Ascension, Hinton, confirmed 2. 

Saturday 15th--In company with Rev. Mr. Meade, to whom Iam indebt- 
ed for many such favors, I drove across the couutry to Princeton. The 
Church was open in the evening and Mr. Meade preached. 

Sunday 16th—After sermon by the Rev. Dr. Lacy, I consecrated the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, Princeton. It was a joyful occasion for our 
faithful people there, and all the more so that they had two of their former 
pastors, Rev. Dr. Lacy and Rev. Mr. Meade, to share their joy. It was ou 
Monday, October 9th, 1882, that in company with Dr. Lacy I first visited 
Princeton. We had services both on Monday and Tuesday and five per- 
sons were confirmed and two baptized. At that time we had about ten 
communicants in the county, and not a dollars worth of property. Now 
by the blessing of God upon the faithful labors of those who have labored 
in that field, Lacy, Meade, Gauss, Dennis, Southall, Burkhardt, Chrisman, 
Lightbourn, Davis, Fenton, Marshall—and [ give the list to show how, 
though the workmen vary, the work goes on. We have three churches at 
Princeton, Bluefield and Bramwell, and a Rectory and about 100 commu- 
nicants, while the value of our church property is $10,000. 

On the afternoon of the same day preached in Christ Church, Bluefield, 
and confirmed 3. 

Monday, 17th—Holy Trinity, Bramwell, confirmed 3. 

Sunday, 23rd—A., M. and P. M., Grace Church, Ravenswood. 

Sunday, 30th—A. M., School House, Nuttall, confirmed 8. P. M., School 
House, Keeneys Creek. P. P. M., Presbyterian Church, Dubree (my first 
visit). 

Monday, 31st—Free Church, Caperton. 

In these four points last mentioned we have upwards of 20 communi- 
cants, the Rev. Mr. Marley has added to his duties at Powellton and Ansted 
the care of these and several other mission stations, and I doubt not but 
that the work will prosper under his diligent hand. 
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SEPTEMBER. 

Tuesday, \st—Preached in the Presbyterian Church, Fayetteville (my first 
visit). I found three or four of our people here, and very anxious to have 
some regular services. . 

Wednesday, 2nd—Preached in a Hall at Glen Jean—since called Collins- 
ville— (my first visit). Here we also havea few people, and Mr. Marley will — 
ald this point and also Fayetteville to his already widely ext2nded field, — 
striving to give them services once every quarter, if not more frequently. 
Our laborers seem lamentably few in number, and yet we must not de- 
spise the day of small things, especially when we remember only such a 
short time ago as 1878, when the Diocese was fully organized we had but 
seven clergymen west of the Alleghany mountains, and that now we have 
twenty seven, of which number eleven are in the southern half of the Dio- 
cese. . 

Saturday, 5th—Had a conference with the vestry of Christ, Chureh Fair- 
mont. 

Sunday, 6th—Preached A. M. and P. M., in Christ Church, Fairmont. 
In the morning celebrated the Lord’s Supper, and in the evening con- 
firmed 4. In the afternoon preached in the Methodist Church, Smith- 

town. 

Saturday, 12th—Middleway, Confirmed 1 in private. 

Sunday, 13th—A. M. Grace Church, Middleway. P. M. Christ Church, 
Bunker Hill. P. P. M., Trinity Church, Martinsburg. 

At Martinsburg I found what I concieve to bea very important work, 
undertaken in a part of the town remote from the Parish Church. It is 
the renewal of an effort, or rather efforts made in past years to provide the 
ministrations of our church to quite a Jarge population, so situated that 
they are not likely to be drawn to the present church. Such local mission- 
ary work is to be highly commended not only for the good it may aecom- 
plish, for those who come under its influence, but also for the effect it will 
certainly have upon the older congregation in the cultivation and de- 
velopment of its own spiritual life. If our older congregations would 
themselves be strong and vigorous let them all the time be reaching out 
their hands to help others. 


Monday, 14th.—Mt. Zion, Hedgesville. | 

-Tuesday, 15th.—In afternon in Trinity Chureh, Martinsburg, held an in- 
formal meeting of Church workers of the congregation, and from some of 
the neighboring Churches. The free interchange of opinion which sueh 
meetings call forthis, F think, very helpful to all who attend. In the 
evening, with the assistance of some of the visiting clergy. held a mission- 
ary meeting in the same Church. 

Friday, 18th.—In the afternoon, addressed a meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary in the Christ Memorial Chureh, Williamstown, and in the even- 
ing preached in the same Church. I could wish that there were branches 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary in every congregation: they help the whole 
work. 
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Sunday, 20th.—A. M. St. John’s Brooke Co. P.M. Christ Church, Wells- 
burg, confirmed 1. I was glad to find that the Rectory in Wellsburg was 
nearly completed. This marks an Epoch in the history of the Parish. 

Tuesday, 22nd.—Church of the Redeemer, Ansted, confirmed 6. 

Wednesday, 23rd.—St. Davids Chapel, Powellton, confirmed 1. This 
latter Chapel has been provided for our use through the kindness of Mr. 
Evan Powell acting for the company. Although in a Hall which is used 
for various purposes, yet by skillful arrangements the Chancel is cut off from 
the rest of the building, that is, it is exclusively set apart for its sacred 
purposes. 

Sunday, 27th.—A. M. and P. M., preached at Elkins in a Hall which we 
regularly use for worship. Confirmed 1. 

Monday, 28th.—Preached in the Lutheran Church, Davis. 

Tuesday, 29th.—Preached at Corunna, home of Mr. H. W. Brown near 
Bayard. 

Wednesday, 30th.—In company with the Rev. Mr. Lightbourn, visited 
Grafton, though we had no service. Changes in our constituency and vari- 
ous developments in the work seemed to make it expedient to transfer Mr. 
Lightbourn from Bayard to Grafton, though he still retains charge of Elkins 
and Davis. 

OCTOBER. 


Friday 2d.—In Parkersburg attended an examination of a candidate for 
Deacons orders; also a meeting of the Diocesan Missions Committee, and 
in the evening presided at a missionary meeting in Trinity Church. The 
operations of our Missionary Society would be much facilitated if our 
different congregations would send in their contributions with more 
regularity, and not allow the treasury to become, as it repeatedly does en- 
tirely empty, before they come to its relief. The Diocese has no capital to 
do business with, it is then culpably thoughtless and negligent to expect 
the treasury to pay appropriations with regularity when there is no 
regularity with which contributions are sent to him. There is urgent need 
of reform just here. 

Sunday 4th.—A. M. and P. M. Trinity Church Morgantown. 

Monday 5th.—Held a reception in the Hall at Morgantown kindly given 
by the Warden and his wife. The work at the Hall goes on ina most satis- 
factory way. It isnot to be expected that it should be without difficulties, 
but I believe that the wise and faithful management we enjoy will over- 
come these, and that especially as the general plan so commends itself to the 
public that other similar Halls are founded, that we shall have less diffi- 
culty and larger success. The number of those in the Hall has been thirty 
six during the year. 

Sunday 11th.—A. M. Preached in St. Matthias Church, Philadelphia; 
in the afternoon addressed the Sunday School of the Church of the Holy 
Apostles, and in the evening preached in the same Church, before the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, 
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Monday 19th.— Attended a special meeting of the Board of Missions in 
New York. 

Tuesday 20th. \ | Attended a meeting of the House of Bishops in 

Wednesday 21st. New York. 

Sunday 25th.—Trinity, Parkersburg, I took part in the morning in the ser- 
vice. Bishop Capers preaching, in the afternoon preached in Grace Church, 
Tavernersville, and in the evening in the Chapel of the Good Shepherd. 


Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday, 2ith, 28th and 29th.—Attended a_ 


meeting of the Missionary Council in Christ Chureh, Cincinnati, and at 
one of the meetings made a short address in presenting the Report of the 
Committee on Ways and Means. <A careful consideration of this whole 


subject of our general missions must convince us that a great many of our 


Churches and people have no quickening sense of responsibility. If we all 
prayed for cur missions, as we are asked to do every day, I believe we 
would think more about them aud work harder for them. *It seems to me 
that the least we can do is to fall in with the general plan which our Board 
of Managers recommends, and honestly make use of the days they suggest 
for offerings, and I feel sure that by a little management we can do that 
whether our churches are open or not. If we can get our people to put 
aside a stated sum for the different missionary objects, whether they come 
to church or not, and even if on that day there be no service, the vexing 
problem of money for the work will be solved. We of the clergy ought to 
see to it that the hinderance is not in our timid counsels and local selfish- 
ness. 


NOVEMBER. 


Sunday |st—A. M.and P. M. St. Mark’s, St. Albans, and also addressed 
the Sunday School. At the second service confirmed 2. In the afternoon 
T preached in St. John’s Church, Scary, where we have one communicant. 
St. John’s church was rebuilt under the ministry of Mr. Campbell, and 
with its irregular, occasional service and ohne coOmmunicant, represents 
what bid fair at one time to be a promising work in Putman county. It is 
very hard to get at the facts of the case, because in the early days the paro- 
chial reports were even more inaccurate than they are now, and the nom- 
enclature adopted for parishes and churches was by ho means precise or 
consistent. The first mention I find made of St. John’s is in 1848 in the 
parochial report of the Rev. James Craik, Rector of St. John’sand St. Luke’s 
Churches, Kanawha Parish, and also of Bangor and St. John’s in the Val- 
ley, St. Mark’s Parish. The Bangor Church is, I suppose, the old church 
at St. Albans, or Coalsmouth, as it was then always ealled. In 1832 the 
Rev. Fredrick D. Goodwin, Rector of Kanawha Parish, in his parochial 
report says: ‘‘In Charleston we have no house of worsnip, but in the coun- 
try there is a small brick edifice called Bangor Church.” Nothing more is 
said to identify it. St. John’s in the Valley I take to be that which St. 
John’s Scary now represents. In the Journal of 1850, in the list of the Par- 
ishes of the Diocese of Virginia, we find three churches, Winfield, St. John’s 
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and Teay’s Valley, credited to St. Paul’s Parish, Putman county, and from 
that time on to —— they are all three in the same way regularly reported. 
I find among the churches received into communion with the convention 
in 1850, the name of St. Paul’s Parish, Winfield, Putnam Co. but I find no ev- 
idence of any church building save St. John’s, and it is hard to tell exactly 
where that stood. In 1844, October 24, Bishop Johns preached at St. John’s 
in the Valley and confirmed ten. He says that the church had been but 
recently introduced into that neighborhood by the Rev. Mr. Craik, who re- 
sided in Charleston. ‘The house used for services was once a distillery and 
commonly called Still House Chapel. Again,on June 23rd, 1847, Bishop 
Johns preached in Teays Valley and confirmed three, in the same building 
mentioned above. On each of these occasions he preached at Buffalo. The 
Bishop speaks of a beautiful site selected for a church in Teays Valley and 
hopes that a church will be ready for consecration on his next visit. The 
Rev. F. B. Nash, the Rector of St. John’s, Teas Valley (as also of St. Mark’s 
of Coalsmouth) reports for the former Families 6, attendance at publie wor- 
ship 61, communicants 9, confirmed 38. Bishop Meade visited Buffalo in 
September, 1848, and confirmed 1. In his parochial report in 1850, Mr. Nash 
reports St. Mark’s, Coalsmouth, 14 communicants; St. Paul’s Parish, Win- 
field, Putman county, 11 communicants; St. John’s Church 8 communit 
eants. In 1851 Rev. F. B. Nash reports St. Paul’s and St. John’s Churches, 
Putman county, as having 7 and 9 communicants respectively, but I do not 
think this shows there were any buildings, for he goes on to say ‘‘arrange- 
ments are made for erecting a church edifice (St. Paul’s) during the com- 
ing summer.’’ He thinks the prospects of the church in Putman county 
are encourging. On May 6th, 1853, Bishop Johns preached at Buffalo, and 
on the evening of the same day in the Court House at Winfield, the county 
seat of Putman. On this same visitation the Bishop had an appointment 
at Teas Valley, but it was found unnecessary to fulfil it, as the congrega- 
tion had been so seattered during the vacancy, that there was no one to re- 
ceive and circulate the notice he had published. In 1855 Bishop Meade 
preached in Buffalo and confirmed 1; he also visited Winfield. The Rev. 
Henry J.'Kershaw, Missionary in Western Virginia, reports to the Conven- 
_ tion of 1857 as having preached once at Winfield and twice at Buffalo. In 
the summer of 1857 Bishop Meade spent two days at Buffalo holding ser- 
vices, assisted by the Rev. Thompson L. Smith of Charleston. 

In the report of Rev. Mr. Judson, who took charge of St. Mark’s, Coals- 
mouth, in April, 1859, we learn the cause of the decline of our Church in 
this part of the country. He says that when he came he found the Chureh 
had been eight years without a minister. Of course in that time the con- 
gregation in Putnam, which at the best could only have been promising 
missions, practically became extinct. We find very little reference to them 
in subsequent Journals. In 1868 Bishop Johns says that the Rev. W. G. 
Stewart who took charge of St. Mark’s,Coalsmouth,in July, 1867, would take 
the portion of time previou-ly given to Malden, and divide it between Win- 
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field and Buffalo, there being in each of these places a desire for the ser- 
vices of the Church, and that same year Mr. Stewart reports that there are 
six places in the Kanawha Valley, within twenty miles of Coalsmouth, 
where the people are anxious for the services of our Church and willing to 
contribute towards the support of a Missionary. 

These are all the substantial facts that can be gleaned relative to the 
Church in Putnam county. In them we fail to find answers to a great. 
many questions we would like to ask. I have detailed the history as far as 
it could be traced to preserve it, and also to try and show to our clergy the 
importance of making clear and distinct reports in regard to their work; a 
record to be valuable must be plain, and give the substantial facts of the 
case. 

Sunday 8th—A. M. Trinity Church, Huntington, also addressed the 
Sunday School. P. M. Grace Church, Kenova. P. P. M. Trinity, Hunting- 
ton, and confirmed 2. 

Monday 9th—Christ Church, Point Pleasant, and confirmed 2. This con- 
gregation has made a much needed improvement in their Rectory at a cost 
of $ : 

Tuesday 10th—Grace Church, Kenova, also had the pleasure of meeting 
many of the congregation socially. 

Wednesday 11th—Ascension Church, Hinton. 

Thursday 12th—Preached in the Presbyterian Church, at the Academy 
(Hillsboro) Pocahontas county. 

Sunday, 15th—A. M., Grace Church, Clover Lick, and confirmed 1. P. 
M. Preached in the Methodist Church, Huntersville. I have never 
been more impressed than on this visit with the opening for our chureh in 
Pocahontas County. In thinking about it I can only echo the lament 
which you will find continually in the addresses of the Bishops of Virginia, 
in reviewing their missionary tours through western Virginia. ‘Would 
that the Lord would send forth laborers into his vineyard’. I believe we 
all realize this great and pressing need, and those of us who have gone 
over the matter carefully in our own minds also realize that since the 
Lord works by means, we are not likely to have this need supplied in any 
very sudden or unusual way. Everybody knows that we could do vastly 
more if we had more men and means, that has been the cry and lament in 
all this section for more than fifty years. It is still a legitimate expression 
of our interest and desires; but we may dwell upon it so much as some- 
what to paralyze present effort, and justify ourselves for neglect. Simple 
faith and true wisdom will rather show itself in seizing the available op- 
portunity however small it may seem to be, and so pntting to the very 
best use the resources we actually have. To help forward this much de- 
sired result I commend to your careful consideration what I shall have to 
say, later in this address, about the more efficient organization and the 
more vigorous administrations of our Convocations. 

Tuesday 17th—Preached in the School House at Howards Creek, near the 
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White Sulphur, and confirmed 4. Since Rev. Mr. Easter has been re- 
lieved of the charge of the church at Alderson, he has been able to give 
more time and eare to this promising outpost, and in the work he is much 
aided by a few zealous laymen. This is another point where we need a 
small and inexpensive chapel. 

Wednesday 18th—All Saints Union, confirmed 2. 

Friday 20th—In Trinity Church, Parkersburg, I ordained to the office of 
Deacon, Mr. Wm. K. Marshall, late minister in the Baltimore Conference. 
The Rev. Dr. Moore presented the candidate and I preached the sermon. 

Sunday, 22nd—A. M. and P. M., took part in the semi-centenary at 
Trinity Parkersburg, and in the morning after a sermon by the Rev. R. A. 
Gibson, a former Rector, I made a briefaddress. At the evening service 
after a sermon by the Rev. Dr. |Boyd, of Marietta, O., the Reetor of the 
Parish, Rev. Dr. Moore made an historical address, replete with informa- 
tion, and full of encouragement to all who are still laboring faithfully to 
advance the interests of the Church. 

Monday 23rd—Attended a reception given at Trinity Hall in connection 
with the semi-centenary exercises, which gave a valued opportunity not 
only for our own church people, to meet each other, but also to exchange 
greetings and congratulations with the many friends of our church through- 
out the community. 

Sunday 29th—A. M. and P. M., St. Pauls, Sistersville. In the morning 
administered the Communion. 


DECEMBER. 


Friday 4th—In St. Stephens Church, Culpepper, baptized one infant and 
preached. It had been more than twenty three years since TI gave up the 
charge of this church to go to ‘Baltimore, and it was cheering after such 
lapse of time to find my friends unaltered in affectionate feelings towards 
me. 

Sunday 6th—I preached in the morning in Memorial Church Baltimore, 
and also addressed the Sunday School. In the evening I preached at St. 
Luke’s before the Brotherhood of St. Andrew. 

Monday 7th—I addressed the Mother’s Meeting of Memorial Church, 

Baltimore. This is the congregation of which I was in charge when ealled 
to West Virginia. The Rev. Dr. Dame has carried on the work with great 
suecess and enlarged it beyond what I thought it would ever be. I under- 
stand that including his Sunday Schools, and Sewing Schools, and Mother’s 
Mission and Girls Friendly Societies that he has upwards of eighteen hun- 
dred people identified with his Parish House. So his congregation is a 
power for good in the community, and is itself developed and blessed by 
the work it does. 

Tuesday 8th—Meeting of the Board of Managers of our missions in New 
York. 

Wednesday 9th—In company with the Rev. Dr. Langford, the General 
Secretary of the Board of Missions, and the Rev. Mr. Edson, late special 
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missionary in Alaska, I attended, by request of Bishop Searborough, a 
missionary meeting at St. Michaels Church, Trenton, N. J., and made an 
address. 

Friday \ith—Preached in St. Andrews, Wheeling. 

Suturday 12th. Visited Wellsburg, chiefly to enquire about and to 
promote as far as possible, the building of their Rectory. I was glad to 
find that with commendable zeal they had gone to work, and nearly com- 
pleted a very sightly and comfortable house. 

Sunday 13th. A. M. Preached in St. Matthews, Wheeling, and also 
addressed the Sunday School. In the afternoon addressed the Sunday 
School of St. Lukes, and in the evening preached in St. Luke’s Church. 

Monday 14th. In company with the Rey. Mr. Chrisman I visited New 

‘J‘umberland, Hancock county. We were most cordially received by the 
few people we have in that town, and I had hoped that arrangements were 
then perfected for the establishment of a monthly service, but have been 
so far dissappointed. 

On the evening of the same day I preached in St. Paul’s, Elm Grove. 

Friday 18th. I preached in Whittle Chapel, Liverpool. Here we always 
have good congregations and much interest is shown. 

Sunday 20th. A. M.and P. M. St. John’s Ripley, and at the second — 
service confirmed four. In the afternoon visited and addressed the 
Sunday School. 

Monday 2\st. In company with the Rev. Mr. Campbell and Rev. Mr. 
Grinnan I visited Mason City to determine upon the expediency of pur- 
chasing a church building which had been offered to us. The work in 
this section of Mason county has for years suffered for want of some such 
home, and although no locality would be convenient for all, it was de- 
termined not to let the present opportunity pass. We therefore contracted 
for the present building Known as the Church of our Savior, for $475. 

Sunday 27th. A.M. Took part in the service in Trinity, Pare 
P.M. Preached in the Chapel of of the Good Shephard. 


JANUARY. 


Sunday 3d. A.M. Took partin the service in Trinity, Parkersburg, 
and celebrated the lLord’s Supper. P. M. Preached in the Light 
House. 

Sunday 10th. Preached in Trinity, Parkersburg. 

Tuesday 12th. Meeting of the Board of Managerss of our Missions in 
New York. 

Sunday 1\7ih. A. M.and P.M. St. Matthias Church, Grafton. In the 
morning celebrated the Lords Supper and confirmed 6. I found Rev. Mr. 
Lightbourn recently transferred from Bayard, in charge of the work, and 
although kept out of the Rectory until the middle of Mareh, very much 
encouraged at the general outlook. Grafton isa fair sample of the con- 
gregations we have at various other points, working up I trust to the idea 
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that they must depend more on themselves and realize a fuller measure of 
self support. 

Sunday 24th—A. M., Took part in the service in Trinity, Parkersburg, 
and P. M. preached in the chapel of the Good Shepherd. 

Sunday 31st—A. M. and P. M.,Christ Church, Clarksburg, and in the af- 
ternoon addressed the Sunday School. I regret to say that the Rev. Dr. 
Forrest was absent, on account of ill health. 


FEBRUARY. 


Monday \st—At a missionary meeting in Trinity Church, Morgantown, 
I made an address after a sermon by the Rev. Mr. Lightbourn. 

Tuesday 2nd—In Christ Church, Fairmont, met the clergy of the central 
part of the State, viz. Rev. Messrs. Doggett (the Rector), Burkhardt, Light- 
bourn and Sheerin. The Rev. Dr. Forrest and Rev. Mr. Fenton were ab- 
sent. I had called these brethren together to consider the expediency of 
organizing them into a Convocation, as it has been increasingly evident to 
me for some years, that what has been called the N. W. Convocation was 

“too large in territory to be efficient. The move had the cordial approval 
of all present, and as I have elsewhere in this address discussed the Con- 
vocational question I will not here go over the same ground. 

Sunday 7th—A. M., Christ Church, Point Pleasant. 

In company with the Rev. Mr. Grinnan I opened the new church of our 
Saviour in Mason City. I preached in the afternoon and Rev. Grinnan in 
the evening. We had good congregations and the offerings for the pur- 
chase of the church amounted to nearly $90. I feel that by the opening of 
this chureh the work in this part of Mason county has been just begun. 
The difficulties are, on many accounts very great, but not greater than 
have often been elsewhere successfully met and overcome by faith and 
zeal. Experience justifies the statement that if we mean to take any per- 
manent part in Christian work, we must in such communities bave church 
buildings of our own, 

_ Sunday 14th—Preached morning and afternoon in St. James Church, 
Richmond, Va., and in the evening in Holy Trinity. 

Saturday, 20th.—In company with the Rev. Mr. Burkhardt, I attended 
the funeral of Dr. Blond, perhaps the oldest member of our Chureh in 
Clarksburg. In the evening of the same day I attended a reception in the 
Sunday School room of the new St. Paul’s Church, Weston. Save for the 
seating and furnishing, the entire Church is complete, and the congrega- 
tion is much to be congratulated upon the happy consumation of their pro- 
tracted effort to secure anew Church. It has been seven or eight years 
since the movement was begun under the guiding hand of the Rev. Dr. 
Lacy, and at length the steady perseverance of the congregation bas been 
amply rewarded. They have a building not only beautiful and commodi- 
ous, but well adapted for Parochial work, in that it gives a suitable assem- 
bly room for the Sunday School apart from the Chureh and has also other 
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rooms for those meeting of Parish organizations, as often suffer for the 
want of such provision. The total cost of the new building has been about — 
$11,000 of which $2,000 remains unpaid. 

Sunday 2ist—A. M.and P. M. St. Paul’s, Weston; also addressed the 
Sunday School and at the evening service confirmed 7. 

Monday 22d—Owing to very high water I failed to get to Buckhannon, 
where [ had an appointment, and for the same reason it was deemed best 
to cancel my appointment for Sutton, which had been fixed for Tuesday, 
23rd. 

Sundy 28th—A.M. Took part in the services in Trinity, Parkersburg, and 
P. M. preached in the Chapel of the Good Shepherd. 


MARCH. 


Wednesday 8d--Christ Church, Clarksburg. 

Thursday 4th--Took part with Dr. Moore in the funeral services of Mrs. 
Shrewsbury, the oldest member of Trinity Church. She was truly a moth- 
er in Israel, exhibiting in a degree rarely equaled the simplicity and beau-+ 
ty and cheerfulness of one who walked with God, and so constantly en- 
joyed the peace that passeth all understanding. 

Sunday 7th—A.M. Preached in St. Ann’s, New Martinsville, and con- 
firmed one. Also addressed the Sunday School. P.M. Preached at St. 
Paul’s, Sistersville, and confirmed two. One of them in private. I was 
glad to find tnat the congregation at New Martinsville had good prospect of 
clearing off their remaining indebtedness of $50 on the Rectory. 

Friday 12th—St. Stephen’s Church, Romney. 

Saturday 13th--Mt. Zion, Hedgesville. 

Sunday 14th—A. M. Mt. Zion, Hedgesville, and confirmel two. P. M. 
Visited the Mission School in North Martinsburg. I madespecial mention 
of this work in speaking of my visit to Martinsburg in September last. P. 
P. M. Trinity, Martinsburg, confirmed two. 

Friday 19th—In Trinity Church, Huntington, met the clergy of the new 
Kanawha Convocation, there were present hee Messrs. Gibson, Joyner, 
Card and Campbell, and the Rev. Dr. Roller. Rev. Mr. Grinnan was pre- 
vented by indisposition from attending. Of the laity Mr. C. C. Coe of Ke- 
nova and Mr. G. A. Northeott of Huntington. This movement looking to- 
wards smaller and more efficient Convocations met the cordial approval of 
all present. In the evening I preached in Trinity Church, Huntington. 

Sunday 2ist—A. M. St. John’s, Charleston; confirmed two. P.M. met 
the congregation of St. James mission for the colored people, in a Hall; 
preached and confirmed one. Rev. Dr. Roller has secured a Deacon, Rev. 
Robt. J. Morgan, to take charge of this work for the present. There is no 
question of its importance, but it remains to be seen whether we will have 
the ability to sustain it. I am afraid that our people at large have not that 
feeling of interest and responsibility they ought to have in regard to this 
part of our mission work. 
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P.P. M. St. Matthew’s Chureh, Charleston, confirmed nine. The six 
mission stations around Charleston have been organized into two missions 
and the Rev. Gerald Card has taken charge of them. The work is la- 
borious and difficult, but Mr. Card has taken hold of it with energy and 
discretion, and is well sustained by a most efficient band of lay helpers, 
men and women. If such administration can be continued it is confident- 
ly believed that these missions will rapidly develop. They are already 
sending out offShoots. In the prosecution of such work we have our strong- 
est appeal for Diocesan missions. If we had larger resources at command 
we could do vastly more for church extension in the many places where 
we have cordial invitations to establish our services. 

Monday 22d—Visited St. Stephen’s mission, Hernshaw, and preached in 
a School House, confirming two. This is one of the outposts under Mr. 
Card’s charge. The mission isin its infaney but steps are being taken to 
build a Chapel. 

Friday 26th—Attended missionary meetings in St. Luke’s and St. Mat- 
thew’s, Wheeling. The Rev. Mr. Kinsolving of the Brazil mission, making 
the address on each occassion. There is no missionary work of the Church 
which more signally illustrates the power of the Gospel than this work in 
Brazil. Its past history and its present promise call for greater efforts to 
supply its most pressing needs. The great door and effectual is now opened, 
and itis ours to enter in and possess the land. The Clergy in Brazil are 
vanonically with this Diocese, and the report of their work will appear on 
the pages of our Annual Journal. 

Sunday 28th—A. M., Trinity Church, Parkersburg, took part in the 
service, the Rey. Mr. Kinsolving preaching. P.M. In the Chapel of the 
Good Shepherd I heard Mr. Kinsolving again on the work of the missions 
in Brazil. In the evening he addressed the congregation of Trinity and I 
preached in the Chapel of the Good Shepherd. 

Monday 29th—Attended a meeting of the Central Convocation in Christ 
Church, Clarksburg, all the members present except the Rev. Dr. Forrest, 
who was absent under medical treatment. In the evening we had a mis- 
sionary meeting, with full congregation in Christ Church, the Rev. Mr. 
Kinsolving making a most stirring address about the work of our missions 
in Brazil. 

Wednesday 31st—St. Johns, Ripley, confirmed 9. 


APRIL. 


Thursday 1st—Made an address in Trinity Church, Parkersburg. 
Viday 2nd—St. Marks, St. Albans. 
Sunday 4th—A. M., St. James, Lewisburg, confirmed 2. P. M. Church of 
the Incarnation, Ronceverte, confirmed 2. 
Monday 5th—Met the New River Convocation at Hinton. P.M., preached 
in Ascension Church. 
Tuesday 6th—Heavenly Rest, Princeton. 
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Wednesday 7th—Christ Church, Bluefield. 

Thursday 8th—Holy Trinity, Bramwell. 

I found an important addition to the Church at Bluefield, in the shape 
of a room large enough to be used for the infant class of the Sunday School, 
and helpful also for other meetings. At Bramwell I met the vestry. See- 
ing their way clear, after a generous gift of $200 from the church building 
fund, to pay off the indebtedness on their church, and further encouraged - 
by the gift of a lot from one of their own members they took steps looking 
towards the speedy erection of a Rectory, hoping thereby to secure the res- 
idence of their minister. 

Saturday 10¢h—Met some of the vestry of St. Matthews, Wheeling, to 
confer with them in regard to the vacancy. 

Sunday 1ith—A. M., St. Matthews, Wheeling, confirmed 20. P. M., St. 
Pauls, Elm Grove, confirmed 4. P. P. M., St. Matthews, Wheeling. 

After a Rectorship of nearly nineteen years it has seemed best to the Rev. 
Dr. Swope to resign the charge of St. Matthews, and accept another ina 
distant field. Dr. Swope has labored with great diligence and success in 
Wheeling, and carries with him to his new field our best wishes. He has 
been identified not only with church work, but with other public interests, 
and in such way has left his impress upon the whole community. 

Monday 12th—In company with Mr. Chrisman I visited New Cumberland, 
and preached in the Presbyterian Churech—kindly offered us for the occas- 
ion. We hope before long to start some service here for the few people we 
have. 

Tuesday 138th—Christ Church, Wellsburg, confirmed 3. I was glad to find 
Mr. Chrisman established in the Rectory, which has been built with great 
dispatch at a cost of about $1,500, of which the congregation still owe $1,000. 
The building is most creditable, as in itself and by the efforts of the peo- 
ple, aided by some outside friends, notably Rev. Mr. Spurr, of Moundsville, 
has been comfortably furnished. I feel now that we have in the Pan Han- 
dle a hold we have never had before. 

Wednesday 14th— Trinity, Moundsville, confirmed 8. Not only does the 
work at the Parish House here go on, but Mr. Spurr proposes to open a 
hospital and home near the town, for which purpose he has secured a most 
desirable property. 

Friday 16th—St. Andrew’s, Mannington. More frequent services are 
greatly needed at this point, but they seem yet beyond our command. 

Sunday 18th—Easter Day. A. M. St. Luke’s, Wheeling, confirmed 12. In 
the afternoon attended the Sunday School celebration, and in the evening 
preached at St. Andrew’s and confirmed 10. This work goes bravely on in 
spite of peculiar difficulties arising from the general depression which af- 
fects this part of the city in a peculiar manner. 

Monday 19th—Grace Church, Cresaps. 

Sunday 25th—Emmanuel, Henrico county, Va. 
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MAY. 


Sunday 2d—Zion Church, Charles Town. Visited the Sunday School, 
and at the morning service confirmed 9. In the afternoon preached at St. 
Andrew’s on the mountain. I found the church much improved in ap- 
pearance and comfort. The faithful workers in this mission have seen 
many blessed results from their labors, and especially since they have erect- 
ed a chapel of their own which is always needed to make the work perma- 
nent. In the evening I preached at St. Philip’s and confirmed 6, present- 
ed by the Rev. Mr. Tunnel], the Warden of King Hall, Washington. Mr. 
Tunnell has rendered Mr. Gravatt valuable assistance in St. Philip’s during 
the vacancy. 

Monday 3d—Visited St. Philip’s parochial school, and was much pleased 
with the recitations of the classes. 

In the evening I attended a reception in the Parish House, given by 
friends of the work and had an opportunity of meeting a large number of 
the congregation. 

Tuesday 4th--Trinity Church, Martinsburg, confirmed 6. Also conferred 
with a committee in regard to the purchase of property for the mission in 
N. Martinsburg. 

Monday 5th—In company with the Rev. Dr. Moore, attended a meeting 
of the Trustees of the Seminary, on the Hill, and in the evening took part 
in the examination of candidates for orders. 

Thursday 6th—St. John’s, Harpers Ferry. 

Friday 7th—Confirmed 1 sick person in private—a parishoner of Grace 
Chureh, Middleway. 

Saturday 8th—Attended a reception given by the Guild of Nelson Parish, 
at the Reetory, in Middleway. The three churches united on this occasion, 
The gathering was most pleasing to me, and I believe helpful to the con- 
- gregation. 

Sunday 9th— A. M. Holy Spirit, Summit Point. P.M. Grace Church, 
Midcleway, confirmed 8. P. P. M. St. Bartholomew's, Lee Town. 

Tuesday 11th—Attended a meeting of the managers of the Board of Mis- 
sions in New York. 

Friday 14th—Trinity Church, Huntington, confirmed 4. 

Saturday 15th—Met the Vestry of the All Saints Union, at the Rectory. 

Sunday \6th—Morning and evening, All Saints Union. 

Monday 17th—Church of the Messiah, Alderson. 

Tuesday 18th—Church of the Redeemer, Ansted, confirmed 8. This 
church has been much improved and gives promise of substantial growth 
under the efficient administration of Mr. Marley. He hopes to start a 
parochial school with the new year. 

Wednesday 19th—St. Andrews, Davis Creek (near Charleston) confirmed 
12. This church in connection with St. Matthews, forming one of the new- 
ly organized missions under Mr. Card is doing a great work and where it 
is greatly needed. 
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Thursday 20th—In the morning and afternoon attended meetings of the 
Kanawha Convocation in St. Johns Church, Charleston. At the morn- 
ing service I administered the Lords Supper. In the afternoon at St. 
James (temporary) chapel I confirmed 1 (colored) person, and in the even- 
ing at St. Lukes confirmed 6. 

Friday 21st—Attended the annual meeting of the Board of Directors at 
the Sheltering Arms Hospital. The very substantial improvements made 
during the year has added greatly to the efficiency of the Institution, and 
the general financial condition was encouraging. 

In the evening in St. Johns, Charleston, confirmed 1. 

Sunday 23rd—Morris Creek, confirmed 1 sick person in private, parish- 
ioner of Calvary Church, Montgomery, confirmed 2 others in this chureh 
at the morning services also addressed the Sunday School, In the after- 
noon, preached in the School House at Mt. Carbon, and in the evening in 
the improvised chapel of St. Davids mission, Powel'ton, I confirmed 6. 

Mr. Marley has much to encourage bim in his work, but he needs a man 
to help him. Seven other places are asking for his care and receiving such 
as he can give them. 5 

Monday 24th—Met the Chaplains, Rev. Dr. Moore and Mr. Gibson in 
Huntington, and took part in the examination of a candidate. 

Wednesday 26th—Christ Church, Clarksburg, confirmed 6. 

Friday 27th—Christ Memorial Church, Williamstown, confirmed. 

Sunday 29th—A. M., Trinity Church Parkersburg, I preached, the Rec- 
tor filling the pulpit at Williamstown. Again in the evening I preached 
in the same church, confirmed 11, and also in the rooms of the colored 
mission, at St. Stephens, I confirmed 10. 

The manifest blessing upon this work among the colored people which 
Dr. Moore has undertaken ought to bring up to the minds of all of our 
clergy, a sense of their obligation to do each one what he can for this peo- 
ple whom we find in greater or less number in so many of our parishes. I 
would suggest that as an important item of information for our Journal 
that the Committee on Parochial Reports be requested to make a separate 
statement as to the work which our Church in their Diocese is in any way 
doing for the colored people.

It is particularly gratifying to note the increase in this fund during the 
past year. I havetoreport this year as actually received $2.000.03 as against 
$1,393.49 last year. Consideration of delicacy prevent any more detailed 
report from me to the Council, but I have reason to believe that T have 
been able to lighten many loads and cheer the hearts of many of 
our most faithful workers. I take occasion here to repeat what I have 
often said before, that no other person can be in so favorable a_ posi- 
tion as I am to kuow the ins and outs of our widely scattered 
work, and to watch the manifold interests which it involves. To 
do the little that can be done in this way is to me, a most grate- 
ful task. I can only hope that a growing appreciation of the possibili- 
ties of this particular instrumentality will suggest to more of our people 
each year that they do their diligence gladly to Jenda helping hand. 
With the exception of several offerings in church about 60 persons have 
contributed all of this fund raised in the Diocese. I may seem to some of 
you a little persistent about this matter, but I feel sure that could you be 
behind the scenes as [am that you would rather wonder that I am not still 
more urgent. 

Since the inauguration of this fund in 1893, there have been 268 grants 
made for the various objects viz. direct aid to the clergy, to supplement in- 
sufficient balances and to meet special expenses, traveling etc; to the Hos- 
pital; to Diocesan Missionary Fund; general purposes, such as purchase 
and distribution of Bibles, Prayer Books, tracts, ete., printing ete.; for 
building and repairing Rectories and churches; for Parochial schools, Relig- 
ious and Theological education etc., etc., aggregating in all $8,699.64. I 
commend the fund tothe thoughtful liberality of all our people. 


HOSPITAL. 


The Sheltering Arms Hospital continues steadily to do its good work. 
Our expenditures for the past year have reached the sum of $4,379.26. Of 
this about $2,000 was spent in making such improvements and additions 
to the property as were imperatively called for. In spite of the general de- 
pression in business we have been able to close the year with a comfortable 
balance with which to beginanew. About 120 patients have been eared for. 

We have itin our minds to add an orphan asylum to our plant when 
the way shall be opened—with special reference to the training of young 
girls in the proper care of the sick, and developing from the number, so 
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brought together, such as will be trained nurses at the Hospital and eise- 
where as occasion may require. 
THE EPISCOPAL HALL. 


The number of boys in the Hall this year has reached the sum of 36, 
Every day’s experience shows the importance of the work. Of course there 
are difficulties that cannot be easily or at once overcome, but Iam con- | 
vineed that we shall work towards a more decided success, and that the 
idea will prove so acceptable to others that in afew years time there will 
bea number of such Halls rendering most efficient aid to the State, and 
helping the Church also in the care and training of the young. 


CONVOCATIONS. 


Acting under the provisions of Canon III, Title B., of our Diocesan 
Canons I have reorganized the Convocations. The greator part of our 
territory has been heretofore divided into two Convocatious, the North- 
western and the Kanawha. The Territory in each has been too large to be 
effectively administered for convocational work, and as a natural conse- 
quence little has been done. It has seemed to me, first of all, absolutely 
necessary that these convocations should be so arranged that the clergy 
could meet more frequently, and could have the missionary interests of 
the Church, more directly under their observation and care. I believe 
that the cordial assumption of such responsibilities for chureh main- 
tenance and extension, as the new organization seeks to put upon the 
organized Convocation, will increase local interest and enthusiasm and 
greatly promote our growth in all parts of the Diocese. In his general 
missionary work, the Bishop imperatively needs such help as may thus 
be rendered, and the clergy and laity of our several congregations no less 
need the stimulus of such co-operation. My idea is that the Convocation 
should realize its responsibility for the missionary work of the Church, and 
that its members should actively and personally engage in this work, in 
ac ordance with plans which their more frequent meeting would enable 
them the more carefully to consider and perfect. 

By the new division of territory, these convocations will not be as in the 
past so hopelessly large as to render it practically impossible for most of 
the clergy or laity to know anything by experience or observation of their 
needs or prospects. 

My first independent charge in the ministry was within the bounds of 
the Piedmont Convocation in Virginia, and it was there no uncommon 
thing for the members of the convocatien to give as many as thirty or 
forty services during the year to our general convocational work, and I 
never heard that our own parochial work suffered in consequence. The 
demand in West Virginia seems greater than it was there. Let us make 
the abundant blessing of God upon our work in the past, ground for greater 
and wiser efforts in the future. 

In making this new distribution of territory Iam aware that in some of 
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these convocations, the number of clergy will seem very small, but there 
will be abundant compensation in the fact that they can meet more regu- 
larly, to take counsel together and so encourage each other and their 
people in all they find to do. When you remember that in the summer 
of 1878, when our first council met there where only seven settled ministers 
west of the Alleghany mountains, where now we have twenty seven, and 
that since that time the facilities of travel have greatly increased, none 
ought to be discouraged because the clerical force is still small. The four 
eonvocations into which we propose to divide the trans-Alleghany section 
will each of them have distinct advantages over the former scattered and 
unwieldy organization. 

I propose then to organize the Convocations in the following manner: 

Ist. The Valley Convocation, comprising generally the eastern part of the 
Diocese. This will remain as it is, embracing the counties of Jefferson, 
Berkeley, Morgan, Hampshire, Mineral, Hardy, Grant and Pendleton 
Kight counties, having a territory of 3,670 square miles, and a population 
of 86,496. In this Convocation there will be 9 clergy, 19 churches and 
chapels and 1,181 communicants. 

2. The Central Convocation, comprising generally the central part of the 
Diocese, and including the counties of Tucker, Randolph, Pocahontas, Pres- 
ton, Barbour, Upshur, Webster, Monongalia, Marion, Taylor, Harrison, 
Lewis, Gilmer and Braxton, fourteen counties, having a territory of 6,690 
square miles, and a population of 182,691. We will have in this Convoca- 
tion 6 clergy, 8 chuches and chapels aud 486 communicants. 

5. The North Western Convocation, co uprising as its name implies, gen- 
erally that section of the Diocese. This will embrace the counties of Han- 
cock, Brooke, Ohio, Marshall, Wetzel, Tyler, Doddridge, Pleasants, Ritchie, 
Wood, Wirt, and Calhoun, twelve counties, in all, having a territory of 
5,055 square miles, anda population of 181,732, number of clergy 9, churches 
and chapels 18, communicants 1,178. 

4. ‘The Kanawha Convocation, comprising generally the south western 
part of the Diocese, including the counties of Jackson, Roane, Clay, Mason, 
Putnam, Kanawha, Cabell, Lincoln, Boone, Wayne, Logan and Mingo; 
twelve counties in all, having a territory of 5,300 square miles, and a pop- 
ulation of 190,067, number of clergy 6, churches and chapels 15, communi- 
sants 766. 

5. The New River Convocation, comprising generally the south eastern 
part of the Diocese on the New River and its tributaries, including the 
counties of Greenbrier, Monroe, Summers, Mercer, McDowell, Wyoming, 
Raleigh, Fayette and Nicholas; nine counties in all, having a territory of 
5, 930 square miles, and a population of 112,289. Number of Clergy 5; 
Churches and Chapels 12; communicants 361. 

My general programme for these convocations, will be more frequent 
meetings, which seem absolutely necessary to more effective working, and 
the more formal and systematic taking hold of the work of supervision 
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and chureh extension. T believe that in this way every local and general 
interest of the church would receive a strong and healthy stimulus. And 
when the different convocations get into the habit of having full and 
prompt meetings, it will be a great encouragement to the Bishop to attend, 
when possible, that he may more frequently meet the clergy, and keep in 
closer touch with the work throughout the Diocese. In addition to caring — 
for the missionary work of the Diocese, the Convocations may also do 
something to guide and stimulate the Parochial life of our small congrega- 
tions. There can be no doubt but that in speaking of this we touch one of 
the weak points of our organization. Leaving out of view for the present 
our self-supporting congregations, our missionary clergy, twenty one in 
number, undertake to visit with more or less regularity and frequency 
about one hundred places. Of course a great many of these can not expect 
more than one service a month, and sometimes that is not ona Sunday, 
and comparatively few of these hundred plaves can have more than two 
Sunday services during the month. Now without any intention of unduly 
magnifying the office of the clergymen, I may properly say that there is 
too cften an absolute collapse of church activity during the intervals of his 
visit. There may bea great stir when he does come, but such efforts are 
too brief and intermitted to be of great or lasting result. What can be done 
to remedy this serious defect, and to impart to our congregation a more 
uniform and constant advance along all the lines of christian work. It is 
well known how one of our largest sister churches, and one that has been 
perhaps the most successful in its aggressive work, has met this difficulty, 
i. e.: by a system of classes and class-leaders which utilizes the local inter- 
est and power in administration, and has thus wonderfully promoted the 
efficiency of the general ecclesiastical machinery. If it be a generally ac- 
cepted maxim that it is lawful to learn from an enemy, may it not be 
equally, nay more imparatively true, that it is not only lawful but abso- 
lutely necessary that we should learn from our Christian Brethren who 
so often put us to shame by their forwardness in preaching the Gospel of 
Christ and by their ability to organize and perpetuate congregations, even 
under most unfavorable circumstances? I really d» not know enough 
about the exact system of the classes to say that we ought to do likewise, 
but Iam thoroughly convineed that the clergy who can meet their people 
so infrequently as many of ours do, have urgent need of some more effic- 
ient help in caring for their flock. In the Methodist Church the minister 
receives reports from his stewards and leaders, ‘‘of any who are sick or of 
any who walk disorderly.’ Through them also the financial affairs of the 
station are more efficiently managed. They may indeed be called sub- 
pastors, each one having charge of a dozen or more members of the church, 
each one of whom he is expected to see weekly. 

Enough may have been said to furnish some suggestions to the Convo- 
cations. The subject might well engage the prolonged and prayerful con- 
sideration of the Brethren when they meet. I have myself suggested to 
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several small stations, where there seemed to be no one suitable to act as a 
lay reader, that there be a meeting weekly, or every other week, at which 
some book of instruction might be read; a half hour or more might thus be 
spent with pleasure and profit, and after a while when our people had be- 
come more accustomed to thus meeting together, without their minister, 
their confidence would grow, some short service could be held, the people 
trained in the hymns and chants of the Church, and advantage taken of 
the gathering to give more utility and effectiveness to the local administra- 
tion of the congregation. By such meetings also, especially when held with 
prayer and praise, christian fellowship would be developed, and the people 
made more ready to hear the word of God when preached to them. If in 
a congregation a layman could be found who had the force and character 
and zeal to conduct such meetings, the problem would be solved. But as 
it is, the pressing question is, how to work when no such leader is readily 
found; how to work with the material we have, and with the people as they 
are; how to develop the latent power which we trust is in our congregations, 
although it has never yet shown itself. I have no short and easy solution 
of the problem to give, but invite you all, laity as well as clergy, seriously 
to consider this whole subject, and unite with me in prayer to God for 
guidance, and in earnest thought about these matters, the proper arrange- 
ment of which is so necessary for the well being and growth of our beloved 
Church. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


I desire to say a few words to the Council on the general subject of Ad- 
ministration, for I am convineed that in many ways the Church suffers 
when it is feeble. Organization may be a very subordinate thing after all, 
but we ought to be diligent and thorough in making it tell for good through- 
out our wide borders, and what a power for good, our Diocese would be, if 
all of our people could be moved, as one man, along such line of prayer 
and study and work, as might be commended to them by the voice of affec- 
tionate interest and recognized authority. I sometimes fear that notwith- 
standing the claims we put forth for our Church, and the value we justly 
attach to its faith and order and worship, yet that for practical aggressive 
purposes our church organization falls far short of what we have a right to 
expect of it. 

The great difficulty in any general criticism of the spirit and method of 
our work is to reach with our words the very people for whom they are 
chiefly intended. At our annual Councils we have a fair representation of 
the most active of our people; and we must largely trust to them, when 
they go home, to stir up interest and excite to renewed effort. 

We have certainly great reason to thank God for the growth of our 
church in West Virginia during the past twenty ycars, and I think we do 
well from time to time to review the past and count up our mercies; not in 
any way to foster pride, but to increase our gratitude and to prompt us to 
continued work for Christ and the Church. 
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But as we go over these things in our minds and rejoice at these 
tokens of growth and strength which are so encouraging, I think each 
individual should ask himself whether he is really doing anything to 
promote the great result, or issimply being borne along on the tide of the 
general activity. I am led to say this because I am more and more con- 
vinced by a constantly enlarging experience and observation, that thank- 


ful as we ought to be to God for the great measure of his blessings that has — 


so far crowned our efforts in this Diocese, yet that all the time we have 
been straightened, and still are straightened in our own selves. I think 
this must appear evident to every thoughtful mind. 

What, for instance, shall we say of our prayers for God’s blessings upon 
our own work, and for the extension of His Kingdom throughout the world. 
How many of us make these things daily a subject of earnest prayer? How 
many among our four thousand communicants remember the noon-day 
prayers for missions? Iam glad I do not know, for I fear that I should be 
ashamed to write itdown. Surely if the Lord had not, in His merey, done 
for us exceeding abundantly above all we ask or think, things would be 
very different with us to-day. 

What shall we say of the psrsonal service we render— especially that of the 
four hundred Church officers—vestrymen and committeemen, who have 
such constant call and such large opportunity for this personal service. 
I fear that often there is very little of it. I remember well how that, some - 
years ago, in one of our large congregations I made an appeal for a more 
systematic and business-like method of procedure, even if it did involve an 
effort beyond what had ever been put forth, and in so doing gave con- 
siderable offence to some of the officials, that on the next day one of the 
most active vestrymen said to me ‘‘Bishop you are right, Mr. ——— (giving 
the name of his employer who was an active member of another Church, ) 
Mr. ——— gives more personal service to his Church than all of our twelve 
vestrymen do for ours. 

And here I want to repeat what I have often said in private, that I do 
not consider the mere discussing and voting for a resolution asking the 
Rector to canvass the congregation, or take up a collection for Chureh 
expenses, or requesting the Ladies Society to help out of some difficulty, 
has any claim to be considered as really very hard work, or as filling up 
the measure of responsibility for personal service. Still I suppose we 
might say, so far, so good, i. e. it is a good thing to get the vestry together 
to go over these matters, and in this way at least Keep in touch with the 
business of the congregation. I grieve to think that some who have the 
solemn responsibility of such office put upon them rarely attend the vestry 
meetings, or the services of the Church. Surely if such failure be from 
indifference or irreligion it is most unseemly and unfit that they should in 
any wise be office bearers in the Church of God. 

We ask in our congregations, only what men are expected to render 
every day in their ordinary business affairs. So only can we have a faith- 
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ful and energetic administration, a wise direction of our temporalities, and 
a cordial cooperation with the Rector in promoting the spiritual interests 
of the people. For that I recommend as I have often done before a frank 
abandonment of the plea, that so long prevailed, of taking advantage of 
God’s House,and the occasions of public worship to make collections of mon- 
ey to meet business engagements. Let that all be donein such way as the 
practical experience and common sense of our businessmen may determine. 
Not the Jeast blessing that would follow such a course would be the lifting 
of business cares off from the much-weighted shoulders of our clergy, and so 
making it possible for them to give themselves continually tothe ministry 
of the word and to prayer. The effect of such happy release would be seen 
and felt in’all their ministrations. Constituted as they are, of the choicest 
men in the community, our Vestries ought to be far more powerful instru- 
mentalities than they have yet shown themselves to be. I think it safe to 
say thatif they would exert themselves in managing the affairs of our con- 
gregations, as they do in the direction of their own business interests that 
we should at once feel the effect all along the line. The churches would 
be more vigorous and respectable in all their internal administration and 
the clergy being relieved of that strong local pressure, that now often holds 
them back from aggressive work, could more heartily cooperate with the 
Diocesan and general work of the church. 

No doubt we all have our failures to confess. To begin at home. Al- 
most everybody knows with what satisfaction I have reported the growth 
and administration of what I call my Special Fund, which during the last 
four years has amounted to nearly $8,000 and from which I have made 
more than 250 grants as urgent need seemed to require. But I sometimes 
ask myself why did I not have the energy and wit to work that fund up 
during the preceding fifteen years, when there was all the greater need for 
it, and almost as much ability to supply it. I suppose that the main reason 
has been that although Loften thought of something of the kind, yet I 
shrank from the somewhat irksome duty of making personal application 
for such contributions as were necessary. And to this I may addthat I am 
perfectly conscious that [ have not always used that direct and plain deal- 
ing with the people in regard to the support of the clergy, and the general 
management of their affairs, which might have guided and stimulated 
them to greater efforts. As Ilook back now upon those years I can see 
that there has often been a lack of thoroughness and of courage and wise 
discretion in grappling with these continually pressing questions of paro- 
chial administration, and that greater or less loss has inevitably been the . 
result. 

Sometimes a small thing is very significant as showing the general drift 
and tendency. I asked a clergyman not long since for some information 
about his church, and in explaining why he could not give it, he said that 
his predecessor had left a blank Register—no record of work or of people. 
That isa bad symptom, and by no means anuncommon one. I asked a 
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vestryman a short time ago about the action of the vestry in regard toa 

certain matter, he said there had not been a vestry meeting for three years. 

About a year ago I enquired of a clergyman in regard to the cost of a cer- 
tain improvement made on the Church, and he told me that they had 

never been able to get any account from the Treasurer. A few months ago 

T received a letter from a liberal and active layman in which he encloses” 
various sums of money for different objects, and then says, ‘‘Our Rector 

does not seein to think it necessary to explain, and to remind our congre- 

gation of the various offerings, so that I have tosend you whatever the 

-members choose to give.” 

T could greatly multiply instances of such feeble and defective adminis- 
tration, and I need hardly remind you that in a smallkand weak Diocese 
like ours, that such a thing hinders the work just in proportion as it pre- 
vails. 

Every man, woman and child interested in the church ought to be a sep- 
arate committee of one to wake up first their own selves and then others 
to take hold of the work and do it more thoroughly. In spite of the fact 
that the Diocese is small and weak, the undeveloped resources are greater 
than most of us have any idea of, and things are continually coming to my 
notiee which show that. What do you think of the letter I spoke of above 
in which the layman complained that his Rector does not remind the peo- 
ple of their duty in the matter of giving, nor explain it to them I can 
readily understand it for I have myself heard one of our clergymen give 
out notice for his Lenten week day service and announce neither the day 
nor the hour, and this not from any accidental omission but with malice 
aforethought, for he told me, with what seemed to me a charming simplic-- 
ity, that he thought the people would know. And I remember how some 
years ago, being at one of our stronger churches, on Easter Day, the Rec- 
tor, at the offertory, turned to the table and taking up the plates simply 
announced the object of the offering in the most unconcerned way,and that 
was, so faras I know, the sole effort put forth during the whole of Lent 
to induce the people to signalize by their alms the high festival of Easter. 
The result was what you might have expected, in all, not quite thirteen dol- 
lars, and the Rector seemed very much surprised, and I think incredulous 
when I told him that I thought that if he had put some object before the 
people at the beginning of Lent and kept it before them judiciously that 
he could have gotten several hundred dollars—a judgment that has since 
been more than verified in subsequent practice. 

An outsider may of en be mistaken as to the financial ability of an indi- 
vidual or congregation, but certain figures—or rather the absence of certain 
figures—tells a sad story that admits of no satisfactory explanation. When 
for instance there is a distinct canonical obligation to make a contribution 
for a certain purpose and not one cent is given, and when over and above 
mere canonical obligation there is the imperative command of the Master, 
“Go ye into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature,” and 
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yet nothing is given during the whole year. Why then there is no use 
disguising the truth of the matter, there has been a lamentable failure 
of duty somewhere, which it Seems to me simply impossible to justify. Ii 
people both in public and private are hard to reach and touch with the ap- 
peals of duty and privilege, there is all the more need for a holy wisdom 
and earnestness as well as faithfulness in dealing with them. I know that 
such work is often hard but can not be declined. There is need of inex- 
haustible patience and untiring zeal; but the consciousness that we serve 
the Lord Christ, that we have the high privilege of being co-workers with 
Him in bringing the whole world into subjection to His grace, ought to in- 
spire and hasten us in what would otherwise be a very depressing effort. 
Jn such work we meet with all kinds of experiences, and we must not suf- 
fer ourselves to be unduly elated or depressed, though it is hard sometimes 
to keep the happy medium between these two extremes. Asan example 
of discouragement I may mention the experience recently related to me by 
one of our more active vestrymen; he gave me no name, and indeed I 
would not care to know it. He said substantially this, that on application 
being made to one of their contributors, one who was really rich, to renew 
a subseription of $25.00 for the support of the church, that the answer was 
in effect made, well last year I gave $25.00 in quarterly instalments, will 
give $20.00 and pay it down in cash. I have no other instance of discour- 
agement to match this, and so I pass on to several instances of encourage- 
ment, upon which | am after all most apt to dwell. A Womans Auxiliary 
Society in a small and weak church mustered up courage to subscribe 
monthly what seemed to them but a small sum for the missionary work of 
the church, and sent it on with many apologies for its smallness, and hard- 
ly hoping it would be acceptable. It was found afterwards on careful cal- 
culation that had all our churches given up to the average attained by this 
weak, modest little handful of christian women, that the offering for our 
missions would have been $1,000 or $1,200 instead of $300. 

Again during theexcitement of last fall’s political campaign, a gentleman 
who had already given his full subscription tomy special fund for the year, 
wrote me word that he was a good deal troubled at the political outlook 
and feared that he would not beso well offin 1897 as in 1896 and so he 
would take time by the forelock and send me $100 in advance to make sure 
of it. 

Another person, still more recently, on reading my appeal for the current 
year, said that inability to do much was no excuse for doing nothing, and 
as the result of this happy thought, I have now a subscription of $5.00 per 
month, or $60 per annum. I don’t know what many call little or much, 
but many more thoughts like that would go far towards firmly establish- 
ing all our present work, and making lodgment in points of vantage 
throughout the Diocese. The familiar story of the ‘widow’s mite’ is in its 
application liable to abuse. It is abused by those well-to-do or rich people 
who give some trifle and call it the widow’s mite, (while really it bears not 
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the remotest resemblance to it, for she gave all the living that she had)— 
and again it is abused by those who refrain from giving because they have 
so litte to offer to God. Since we are giving to God and of His own, we 
ought to be ready to cast into the Lord’s treasury our cent or our dollar 
with equal cheerfulnes as ifit were ten fold or a hundred fold more, for it 
is accepted according to what a man hath and not according to what he 
has not. 

But why do we say somuch on this subject? Because we are, all of us, 
in special danger of failure along these lines of duty. The silver and the 
gold belong to God. All things come of Him, we are continually receiving 
of His bounty and continually spending for our own comfort and conven- 
ience, we ought then to have before us continually the claims of His King- 
dom in the .world. So only can we make to ourselves friends of the 
Mammon of unrighteousness, i. e. use our means whether large or small in 
such a way that they will not be witnesses against us in the last great day 
when we are called upon to render up our account. 

After all nothing will satisfy the requirements of duty and the demands 
of conscience but giving ourselves wholly to the Lord, the glad consecra- 
tion of ourselves with all our faculties and powers, our means, or opportu- 
nities, our influence and example to the service of Christ. To stop 
short of this may be to go far, but not far enough—maybe to have another 
heart but not a new one—maybe to be not far from but yet not be actually 
in and of the kingdom. Such course is folly. We get no real good from 
either world. Partially renouncing the world we move through it with a 
somewhat constrained and troubled walk and yet stop short of the glad and 
grateful service of Christ, which is perfect freedom, nothing less than a 
full and unreserved surrender of ourselves to Christ, in the cordial accept- 
ance of His work for us and the entire subjection of ourselves to His will, 
nothing less than this can satisfy the demands of God and of our own con- 
science—and when we thus give ourselves to the Lord every other service 
will naturally and easily follow. 


GENERAL MISSIONS. 


As is well known the Board of Missions has had the general subject of the 
better and more regular support of our missions under advisement for a 
long time. The deficits of the past two years have naturally had rather a 
depressing effect upon the Church, and although they have been happily 
overcome, still, in the failure, as yet to put the work upon any better ba- 
sis, or to adopt any better system than that which has prevailed in the 
past, the Board does not feel safe from a recurrence of such deficits in the 
future. They are continually embarrassed by the fact that while they 
have to make definite pledges and contracts with their missionaries, they 
have no fixed income with which to meet these obligations, and they can 
not but feel that oftentimes pressing local demands—diocesan and paro- 
chial— tend to reduce the contributions to missions far below what they 
ought to be, and what the Board has a right te expect them to be. 
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Under these circumstances the Board earnestly desires to have the more 
cordial co-operation of the whole Church, and to this end seeks to create 
and diffuse through the Church such a sense of personal responsibility as 
will result in larger, more regular and more general offerings for Missions. 
They do not think that this subject has received, in time past, quite the con- 
sideration it deserves. After all, the Board is but the agent of the Church, 
appointed to attend to details for which the whole body cannot possibly 
arrange; and it is hardly generous or fair for the Church to leave it to ad- 
minister so large and complicated a trust without more definite instruc- 
tions upon the particular points of the pecuniary obligations it should in- 
cur to carry on its work. The Board feels that it is comparatively power- 
less in the presence of so many and such pressing local claims as are con- 
tinually before the Church—both diocesan and parochial. They are, there- 
fore, seeking to enlist as their most efficient auxiliaries those regularly con- 
stituted authorities, whose more decided interest and help would, we 
believe, revive our mission work in all the Churches. 

The difficulties in the way of formulating a definite plan, which should 
admit of general application, have been very great. Perhaps the best that 
could be done has been done, and I desire now formally to make it known 
to the Diocese and request their cordial co-operation. 

The Board of Managers presents the following plan as at least a step 
towards the solution of the Missionary problem. 

“Resolved: That the Bishop and Convention or Convocation of each 
Diocese and Missionary District be requested to constitute, in such a man- 
ner as they think best, an Auxiliary Board of General Missions to act in 
behalf of this Board within their own limits and whose duty itsball be in 
the behalf of their respective Dioceses or Districts to notify this Board, 
before the time of its annual appropriations what sum they expect and 
will endeavor to contribute for the next fiscal year.” 

It is for this Council to determine what they can and will doin the pre- 
mises. Missionary zeal is in danger of being smothered under the pressure 
of local needs. After all, many of these are of very secondary importance. 
If our enthusiasm for Church extension, our desire to be co-workers with 
Christ in hastening the coming Kingdom were but equal to that, we have 
to promote the comfort and beauty of our Churches, we would exercise 
more self denial in order that the Lord’s work be not hindered. ‘The 
Churches generally are far more ready to receive than to give help,and yet, 
the Master has said itis more blessed to give than to receive. I want to 
remind you of what many seem to forget that we ourselves have been such 
large beneficiaries of the general Church, to the extent of about $85,000, 
during these nineteen yaars of our Diocesan existence. Does not loyalty 
and gratitude to the Church and the Master loudly call for our more hearty 
support of that administration which has been and still is holding up our 
weak hands and strengthening our feeble knees, and ought we not to have 
a high ambition to help to extend to others the blessings we ourselves have 
so plentifully enjoyed ? 
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I want to add yet this word, that while recognizing these prineples we 
must not be impatient about the details which alone can make them effee- 
tive. 

We recognize faith as the great principle, and the constraining love of 
Christ as the great motive power for this mission work with which we are 
entrusted, and we pray God mightily to increase our faith, and to pour His 
love in larger measure into the hearts of our people everywhere. Mean-. 
time we ask them all, and beseech them in the name of the Lord Jesus, as 
brethren engaged in a common work, to come to the help of the Lord 
against the mighty; to strike hands with us in a more cordial and intelli- 
gent and binding co-operation, that we may make the most of the oppor- 
tunities God is now so graciously giving us, and that this our missionary 
work may be done not only zealously, but so decently and in order, that 
while it may be evident that we are laboring with both hands earnestly to 
extend the Kingdom, it may be equally evident that in all our adminis- 
tration of these sacred trusts we are providing things honest in the sight of 
all men. . 

Since the last session of the Council, the Diocese has experienced serious 
loss by the death of the late Edmund I. Lee, of Shepherdstown. He al- 
ways represented his congregation in the Council, and generally was sent 
by the Diocese as a Deputy to the General Convention. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Standing Committee and a trustee of the Theological Seminary 
and High Sehool. In the discharge of all these duties, as in all the rela- 
tions of life, both public and private, he was foremost in every good word’ 
and deed, a knightly Soldier of the Cross without fear and without re- 
proach. I have taken occasion elsewhere to express for inyself and for the 
Diocese our high appreciation of his character, and services, and our pro- 
found sense of the loss we hive sustained by the removal from our midst 
of so good aman and so faithful and earnest a laborer in the cause of 
Christ. 

While I am preparing this address the news is brought me-of the sudden 
death of the Rt. Rev. Jno. B. Newton, Bishop Coadjutor of Virginia. It is 
but a little over three years since I took part in his consecration, and I had 
indulged the hope that he might be spared for long years to bear up the 
weight of that great Diovese, and ease the burden from the shoulders of 
Bishop Whittle. But in the providence of God this was not to be. In the 
prime of his life and the full tide of his powers, his Master has called him 
to lay his work down and comeup higher. Justly loved and honored, not 
only by his own people, but by allin the community, he has left to the 
church in the three Virginia Dioceses a bright example of simple Christian 
character, devotion to his Master, and faithful work. May we all be ready 
even as he was, forin such an hour as we think not the Lord will come. 

There are many things connected with the organization and administra- 
tion of the Diocese that may well claim your most careful attention. De- 
tails, though often wearisome, are not therefore to be carelessly put aside; 
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and when we meet thus together year by year, we ought to give ail of our 
time to serious deliberation about the working of our Diocesan machinery, 
and see what we can do to make it more effective. Experience ought to 
show us where the weak points are and we ought to have wit enough to 
devise the proper remedies and patience enough so far to persuade others that 
they are the right remedies that all will unite in putting them into prac- 
tice. We want the benefit of whatever any of our people have to offer that 
shall be in any way for the furtherance of our work. The invitation is to 
all to watch and pray and work.

The Committee on Constitution and Canons, to whom was referred the 
objections to the delegates from Trinity Parish, Parkersburg, taking their 
seats as delegates, beg leave to report, that a majority of the commit- 
tee are of the opinion that from the evidence before us, the delegates from 
Trinity Parish reported, are entitled to their seats in this Council—that the 
certificate is in due form and is conclusive of the matter. The report was 
adopted. 
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The order of the day was then taken up. The Rey. Dr. 
Moore submitted the following report: 

Report of the Executive Committee of the Diocesan Mission- 
ary Society. 

Tn submitting our annual report of work donein the Diocese, we wish 


first to call attention to the fact that, notwithstanding the prevailing de- — 


pression in the commercial world, we have been compelled to take no step 
backward, but are rather enabled to report some slight advance upon the 
work of former years. For this we would record our deyout thankfulness 


to Him, who hath put it into the hearts of His people to maintain His 


work even in the face of difficulties. 

Our receipts for the year have been $2,749.14. Of this $391.96 were con- 
tributed by the Sunday Schools. Comparing these receipts with those of 
former years, we find that they exceed those of 1895 by about $500, and 
those of 1896 by nearly $700. But the offerings of the Sunday Schools fall 
about $75 below the maximum heretofore reached. We are satisfied that 
this agency can be made more effective and to this end would recommend 
that the boxes for the Advent offerings of the scholars be given to the 
teachers of the classes and that they be requested to see to their distribu- 
tion and collection. This would, we believe, yield larger returns than the 
plan now pursued. 

Our expenditures for the year have been $2,935.25. They have therefore 
exceeded receipts by the sum of $186.11. We are saved from debt by the 
balance on hand at the beginning of the year. But we enter the coming 
year with this balance diminished. It amounts now to about $165. With 
the sum expended 23 missionaries, ministering at about 60 points, have 
been aided. These points have furnished more than half of the persons 
contirmed during the year. They have contributed largely to the work of 
the Church both in local, and in general matters, and in many ways have 
demonstrated the importance of the work maintained by this Society. 
for farther details of the work and expenditures of the Society we refer to 
the report of the Treasurer and to the other reports made to this Council. 

It isa matter for congratulation that in the first year of the adoption of 
asystem of apportionments our receipts have so nearly reached the sum 
apportioned among the parishes and missions. Thatsum was $2,970 and 
exceeded our receipts by only $220. We urgea continuance of this plan 
with such alteration of the amounts severally assessed as may render them 
more just and equal, ifany change is needed in this direction. Some of 
the churches—especially the larger ones—have had great difficulty in 
raising their assessments for this fund and some have fallen short. We 
believe that they would .be much helped, if the Rectors would press the 
Sunday School Advent offering and the Woman’s Mite collected by the 
Woman’s Auxiliary. These agencies well worked would relieve the pres- 
sure immensely. 
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The time has come, we think, when the places receivIng help should 
make more vigorous efforts to help themseves. They must take care lest 
they settle down into a permanent condition of dependence. In 1896 there 
were 55 places receiving aid and sufficiently organized themselves to pay 
some ,salary regularly. They raised about $9,000 themselves and were 
helped to the extent of $5,775. If they could now average an increase of 
10 per cent., that is, those paying $100 increase to $110 and those paying 
$200 to $220, we would have our missionary resources increased by S900. 
We see no other way of attaining the same result with so equal a distribu- 
tion of the burden. 

We recommend then:— 


Ist.—That an apportionment of the sum needed for our missionary 
work be made among the parishes and missions of the Diocese. 

2d.—That all ministers and officers be urged to press the collection of the 
Advent offering in the Sunday schools and of the Woman’s Mite. 

3rd.—That it is the opinion of this Council that every place, which now 
receives the aid of this Society, should strive to increase its contribution to 
the salary of the minister at least 10 per cent. 

4th.—That all missionaries in the Diocese be requested to bring these 
recommendations to the attention of their people. 

The appended resolutions were adopted, except the fourth, 
for which the Rev. B. M. Spurr offered this substitute: 

Resolved, That the Bishop shall appoint a committee of one clergyman 
and two laymen in each Convocation whose duty it shall be to visit each 
Parish which receives help from the Missionary Board and make a house 
to house visitation for the purpose of urging them to raise the minister’s 
salary to a more adequate support. 

The Rev. Dr. Roller moved to amend by adding these words 
to the resolution, “and that the Rev. Mr. Spurr be the Clergy- 
man.” The amendment was adopted, and the resolution as 
amended was substituted for the fourth recommendation of the 
Diocesan Missionary Committee. 

The Rev. Dr. Neilson, submitted this report of the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese: 

RoMNEY, W. VA., June 2nd, 1897 

The Standing Committee of the Diocese of West Va. respectfully submits 
to this Council its annual report for the year ending this day and date. 

Since the last report the Committee recommended the Rev. Clayton 
Alexander Chrisman, Deacon, for ordination to the sacred order of 
Priests. 

At a meeting of the Standing Committee on the 11th day of Aug. 1896, 
the following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas it has pleased Almighty God in His wise Providence to take 
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out of this world the soul of our lamented brother Mr. Edmund I. Lee, 
for years a member of the Standing Committee of the Diocese. 

Therefore, Resolved that while we bow with resignation to the will of 
God, we cannot repress our sorrow at the loss which the Standing Com- 
mittee and the whole Church has been called upon to sustain in the death 
of Mr. Lee. The Standing Committee has lost a colleague, to whom it 
looked for judicial counsel and for guidance, the Church, a member 
whose daily life reflected the Spirit of the Master. 

2. That we will ever cherish the memory of our departed brother and 
while we unite to lay with loving hand upon his honored grave this tribute 
of respect, would hold up as worthy of imitation the many qualities of his 
unselfish and useful life. 

3. That we tender to his sorrow stricken family our heartfelt sympathy, 
and pray God that He may comfort their hearts with the promises of His 
word and with the consolations of His Holy Spirit. 

4. That these resolutions be entered in the record of the Standing Com- 
mittee, that a copy of them be sent to the bereaved family, that they be 
published in the Southern Churchman and Church News. 

At the same meeting Mr. Jacob Gassman was elected to fill the vacancy 
on the Standing Committee caused by the death of the lamented Mr. Lee. 
The Committee granted Mr. W. K. Marshall because of the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of his case, a dispensation from the knowledge of the Latin 
and Greek languages; and he was recommended to the Bishop for ordina- 
tion to the Diaconate. The papers in the case of the Rev. Wm. L. Davis 
for dispensation being incomplete, no action was taken in his case, and 
Mr. Davis was so notified by the Secretary. Consent of the Committee 
was given to the election of the Rt. Rev. Wm. David Walker, 8S. T. D. LL. 
D., Missionary Bishop of North Dakota to the Bishopric of Western New 
York. 

The Committee consented to the consecration of the Rev. James Dow 
Morrison, D. D., LL. D., Bishop elect to the Missionary Districtof Duluth. 
The application of the Rev. Isaac A. Canfield for dispensation from the 
knowledge of the Latin and Greek languages, not being in due form the 
Committee could take no action further than to adopt the following 
resolution: 

Resolved that inasmuch asthe application of the Rev. Isaac A. Canfield, 
and the Certificate ofExamining Chaplains, both of which are required by 
Title I, Canon 3, Sec. 7, Sub. Sec. 5 of the Digest, have not been received 
from the Bishop, the Standing Committee is unable at present to con- 
sider the request for Dispensation from the knowledge of the Latin and 
Greek languages, and that a copy of this resolution be sent to Rev. Mr. 
Canfield.

The Rev. G. W. Easter from committee on Permanent Fund 
presented this report. 


The Committee on the Permanent and Episcopal Funds respectfully re- 
port that they have examined the reports of the treasurers of these 
funds and find with regard to the former that there was a balance in the 
hands of the treasurer of the Permanent Fund from the previous year of 
$3,477.01 to which was added during the past year by offerings $66.86, and 
by interest $163.00, making a total on hand of $3,706.87. There appear to 
have been no disbursements, 

We call the attention of the Council to these facts—only 22 out of 81 
points have contributed at all and these apparently, with few exceptions, 
not by the proceeds of offerings taken for the purpose, but by appropria- 
tion of funds from the general treasury, which is not the way contemplated 
in the canon—the offerings for the past year were less by $12.34 than those 
for the preceding year. We think thatif all the clergy would make ita 
matter of conscience to obey the law of the Church and take at least one 
offering each year in each of their congregations, the total for the year 
would be largely increased, and we would more rapidly approach the time 
when the Permanent Fund would reach proportions sufficient for the pur- 
pose for which it is intended. 

In regard to the Episcopal and Contingent Fund, now combined, we 
find that while the assessment for the past year was $3,408—there had been 
paid in up to the time of the treasurer’s report $2,773.57, leaving an appar- 
ent deficiency of $634.43—greater by $396.63 than the deficiency at the close 
of the previous fiscal year. No doubt however a large part of the present 
deficiency will be wiped out as that was by the tardy payment of assess- 
ments and arrearages. While we know the difficulty In many cases of a 
strict compliance with the Canon, we are sure that the failure to pay the 
assessment at least before the close of the fiscal year must be due in most 
cases rather to neglect than inability, and we urge the Clergy and laymen 
responsible in the matter to greater thoughtfulness and care.

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power to confer with any similar committees in the Dioceses of Virginia 
and Southern Virginia.

Report of the Trustees of the Protestant Episcopal Theological 
Seminary and High School in Virginia. 

The Trustees of the Seminary and High School herewith respectfully 
present their report to the Council of this (W. Va.) Diocese. 

The Seminary has been blessed as heretofore. During the year passed 
the total number of students has been thirty-nine. 'T’'welve dioceses were 
represented. 

The property has been well cared for and improved by the Proctor, Mr- 
Joseph Wilmer. 

An abstract of the reports of the Professors in the Seminary and of the 
Principal of the High School is appended.

Abstract of the report of the Professor of aaa Divinity, 
Homiletics and Liturgies. 

The Junior class has studied Chadbourne’s Natural Theology. 

The middle class has studied Butler’s Analogy, Walker’s Outlines of 
Theology, and in connection the Arrangement and Doctrinal Contents of 
the Epistles. They have also studied Mead’s Supernatural Revelation, and 
Oehler’s Old Testament Theology. Also essays in Systematic Divinity, 
and exercises in the construction of sermons. 

The Senior class have studied the Articles with Boultbie, Hopkin’s 
“Outline Man,” and Homileties; also the History of the Prayer Book. 

C. WALKER. 

Abstract of the report of the Professor of Keclesiastical Histo- 
ry and Canon Law. 

The Senior class has studied Fisher’s History of the reformation together 
with Perry’s History of the Church of England down to the silencing of 
Convocation. They are studying Canon Law together with lectures on the 
history of the Church of England in the XVIIIth and XLX centuries. 

The Middle Class has completed the first and second volume of Smith’s 
Icclesiastical History, and is studying the era of the Reformation in 
Fisher. Sheldon’s History of Christian Doctrine has been studied with 
marked interest and benefit by the Middle and Senior classes. 

The Junior class has pursued the usual course marked out for it. The 
progress of this class shows the good results of the college training of our 
men.

Apstract of the report of the Professor of the Greek Testa- 
ment, Church Polity and Pastoral Theology: 
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The Senior Class has followed its regular course in the Greek Testament 
as laid down in the catalogue with the exception that instead of the 
Gospel of St. Luke, the Gospel of St. John has been studied. 

The Middle Class has studied all of the Ist and half of the IId Epistle to 
the Corinthians with Romans, Galatians and Hebrews. 

The Junior Class commenced its work with St. John’s Gospel, and then 
took up St. Luke. The Epistles to the Thessalonians will complete the 
course. Schaff’s Companion to the Greek Testament and Bishop West- 
cott’s Bible in the Church have been studied in this class. 

The usual work has been done in church polity by the Senior Class, till 
the end of March. From that time to the close of the session this class 
gives the hours previously given to Polity to Pastoral Theology.

Abstract of Annual Report to the Trustees of the Episcopal 
High School, May 4th, 1897: 

The whole number of pupils, including nine day scholars, entered this 
session is sixty-eight. This decline in numbers is believed to be due sole- 
ly to the hard times, and, as itisshared by most schools in the State, we have 
no right tocomplain. The health of the school has been better than in 
any year since 1870. No epidemic has visited us and there has been no 
sickness of any kind grave enough to require even once the use of the 
infirmary. Good conduct and diligence, equally with good health, have 
been a distinguishing mark of the session. The religious exercises and 
influenee of the School have been as before, and the propriety and conci- 
entiousness of behavior which have prevailed among the boys warrant the 
belief that they have not been in vain. Repeated special services in the 
School Chapel by Prof. Grammar; the regular Friday night devotional 
meeting conducted by Mr. W. B. Capers, of the Seminary Middle Class; 
and the example and control of an excellent corps of masters have been 
added to my own constant efforts in behalf of the moral and religious 
elevation of our charge. Including three confirmed here on the 2nd inst., 
the number of communicants among the boys is twenty-six.

The Rev. Dr. Neilson for the Committee on the Support of 
General Missions made this report, which with the resolutions 
appended, was adopted: 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Bishop’s address as 
relates to the support of General Missions respectfully report: 

That, in their judgment, the action of the Missionary Council in consti- 
tuting ‘‘the Bishop and Convention, or Convocation, of each Diocese an 
Auxiliary Board of General Missions” and intrusting to them the duty of 
notifying the Board of Managers what sum may be expected from the 
Diocese for the support of General Missions, is wise and timely. The 
Board is working in the dark in making its appropriations unless it has 
some idea of the amounts that may be expected from its constituency for 
the carrying on of its work. 

It appears from the Parochial reports published in the Journal of 1896 
that the sum contributed during that conciliar year for General Missions, 
through the Board, was $1,181.09. It seems to your committee that $1,200 
is the minimum that should be expected from this Diocese for this purpose, 
for the coming fiscal year. They would therefore submit the following 
resolutions for adoption by the Council: 

Resolved, That, this Council heartily approves of the Apportionment 
Plan embodied in the above action of the Missionary Council. 

Resolved, That, in the judgment of this Council, at least $1200 should be 
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expected from the Diocese of West Virginia for the support of the General 
Missionary work of the church during the coming fiscal year, and 
Resolved, That the members of this Council, clerical and lay, pledge to 
the Board their best endeavors to raise this amount.

Rev. 8. S. Moore, D. D. : 

The Rev. N. F. Marshall submitted this report of the Commit- 
tee on Education, which was adopted. 

The Committee on Education begs leave to report: 

There are two West Virginia men in the Theological Seminary, two at 
the State University, and one at the University of Virginia. In addition 
to these there are two Deacons in the active work and candidates for the 
Priesthood. 

We welcome the slight encouragement reported in the development of 
St. Philip’s Chapel, Charles Town. It is most unfortunate that this old- 
est mission in the Diocese to the colored people is as yet merely the per- 
sonal work of the Rector of Zion Church. Your committee has contribu- 
ted $50 to that work during the past year. The promise of $25 from the peo- 
ple themselves for the first time is encouragement and suggests reflections. 
Until this work is supported more definitely by the Diocese and the people 
themselves, the burden falls unfairly on the Rector personally. 

Mention is made of the beginning of work for the colored people of 
Charleston and Parkersburg. 

The Hall at Morgantown does not come under the nates of this com- 
mittee in any way. But its work is so intimately connected with the Com- 
mittees’ work, we are constrained to congratulate the Diocese on the far- 
seeing statesmanship that has led it into this most promising enterprise. 
Educators throughout the land are becoming more deeply impressed year 
by year with the necessity for using sympathetically the vast and growing 
state’s contributions to education. Your committee most heartily com- 
mends the policy that places the youth of the Church under the broaden- 
ing influences of the great state endowed institutions and the paternal and 
churchly superintendence of Halls, instead of the narrow policy of weak 
and feeble Church colleges. 

During the past year there has been an average of 35 in the Hall. It can 
accommodate from 40 to 50. Among other indications of the Halls influ- 
ence are the course of seven lectures on ‘‘The Choice of a Profession,” by 
different Professors of the University, and a course of three lectures on So- 
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cial Subjects, by Rev. W. D. P. Bliss, of The Church Social Union. These 
lectures had crowded attendance. 

Your Committee has, during the past year, held one meeting; it has 
written a number of letters to the clergy; published articles and reports of 
work done, in the Church News and the Southern Churchman. 

Tn 1895 to ’96 this Diocese is reported to have contributed $191.79; in 1896 
to 1897 the Treasurer reports as collected $217.72. It is probable that the 
collections through a series of years would average only slight, if any in- 
crease, on these arnounts. There are now five men studying for the minis- 
try, four of whom are more or less aided in their livings. There were there- 
fore not less than $400 spent during this current year for this purpose. It 
is apparent that the Diocese is not supporting its beneficiaries unless by 
means of the Bishop’s special fund, or by merely personal contributions 
unknown to your committee. Probably the Education Society of Virginia 
—Venerable Nomen—is doing the work. We call emphatic attention to 
this state of affairs. Weask: Is this Diocese in a state of infancy in this 
regard, or has it not come to a period of adult age? There are a numberof 
places that, according to the Treasurers report, give nothing. Many ofthe 
clergy in charge were once beneficiaries of similar societies. Delicately, 
modestly, but earnestly we ask: Are they doing their duty by this cause? 
When Canon VIII of Title A, requires “at least one collection” annually, 
and places are reported as contributing nothing the answer seems too be 
suggested. 

No member of your committee is a native West Virginian, this fact isa 
characteristic largely of the clergy of the Diocese. We are deeply im- 
pressed with the idea that it is desirable to raise up a native born clergy 
who will be bound to the Diocese by such natural ties, in addition to those 
arising from the easily learned love for the mountains and valleys of the 
free state. To meet in our midsta demand of the church at large, em- 
phasized in one of the most brilliant and pathetic Pastorals of the House 
of Bishops, we have but to follow one of the strongest of Virginia prece- 
dents. We would voice the sentiments of this body that migratoriness is 
a weakness, that permanence of residence in the Diocese is most desirable, 
and that one way, ora partial way to meet the needs of the situation is 
by a hearty support of the cause of educating men for the sacred minis- 
try. Judging by the published figures the Diocese does not seem to have 
handled this department of its work with the definitely organized purpose 
that it might have done. 

To increase the efficiency of our efforts your committee proposes to initiate 
a plan, viz. To interest sections of the Diocese in individual men. There 
is something hazy in the vague announcement of an offering for education. 
The more direct, and we believe a more effective way is to present the in- 
dividual to those who would support him and take a personal interest in 
him. The Woman’s Auxiliary generally asks fora letter from its bene- 
ficiaries which they can use to arouse the interest of the parish. Catholic 
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love is promoted by means of love for individuals. So we believe that 
greater interest in individuals is the way to increase interest and love for 
this cause. Thecommittee is located by the Council in the New River 
Convocation. We propose to secure representatives in all the Convoca- 
tions who will attempt to further the cause by sub-agencies. One lay- 
member of the committee says he believes he can raise by this method 
about eight times as much as is now raised by his people. 

We recommend 

1. That asitis customary for the Sunday School and the Brotherhood of 
St. Andrew to have speakers on the Wednesday evenings of Council, 
the third speaker be given to education. 

2. That this Council give the general stamp of approval to the commit- 
tee’s plans for work.

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Your Committee are unable to report upon the Disbursements made as 
the vouchers were not before us, we are unable to report upon the invest- 
ment or security, for the same reason.

‘‘No ecbarter of incorporation shall be granted to any church or religious 
denomination. Provision may be made by general laws for securing the 
title to church property, and for the sale and transfer thereof, so that it 
shall be held, used, or transferred for the purposes of such church, or reli- 
gious denomination.”’ 

Your Committee further report that they examined the report made by 
the Bishop, of Funds received and expended by him, and further proper 
vouchers are shown for the disbursements reported. The Bishops re- 
port is returned herewith and we recommend that it be printed in the ap- 
pendix of the Journal after reports of Trustee and Treasurer. 

The Committees are requested to suggest some method, by which the 
funds, that should be invested, may be so invested, as to relieve the per- 
sons now holding the same from personal responsibility, and that the same 
be done by a Board or a Trust Company. ‘The suggestion involves action 
which in the opinion of the Committee demands careful consideration, 
and the Committee is not at this time prepared to make definite reeommen- 
dation on the subject—the Committee therefore recommend that the subject 
of the preservation and maintenance of the several funds be referred to the 
above Committee of two hereinbefore provided for, or to a committee 
specially appointed who shall be instructed to- take the whole subject into 
consideration and report a scheme to the next session of the Council. 

We recommend that the Sexton of Christ Church, Point Pleasant, be al- 
lowed $10.00 for his services, in attendance upon the Council at the present 
session.

THE COMMITTEE. 


The Rev. W. L. Gravatt presented the report. of the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church. 


The Committee on the State of the Church beg leave to report much to 
be thankful for in this 20th Annual Council and feel greatly encouraged to 
urge the pressure of the work along all lines. The Bishop’s report shows a 
Jarger number of places visited than ever before and while we can but 
express our wonder at all the Bishop has accomplished, we note with grat- 
itude to our Heavenly Father that his strength continues under such ar-— 
duous work, and we pray God to vouchsafe him His protection, guidance 
and blessing during the year upon which we are now entering. 

The number of persons confirmed is 266, but 3 fewer than last year. We 
feel it desirable from year to year to know how many have been confirmed 
from the Sunday School, and from the Brotherhood cf St. Andrew, and 
suggest that some provision be made for this in Parochial report. We 
would call attention to the colored workin the Diocese. ‘There are 3 points 
where this work is being carried on in Charles Town, Parkersburg and 
Charleston; during the past year 18 have been confirmed at these points. 

There have been 497 baptisms. The Special Fund placed in the hands of 
the Bishop by individual contributors throughout the Diocese for the most 
part. We note with pleasure that this important fund, which enables the - 
Bishop to do so much for the strength of the Diocese and to relieve suffer- 
ing, is larger than any year since its inauguration—and this notwithstand- 
ing the pressure of the times. This shows the laity recognize the great 
good done by this fund and we believe as the need increases, the fund will 
continue to grow. 

The Diocesan Missionary Society in their report feels encouraged in the 
amount raised under the new assessment plan. While they report a small 
deficiency at the close of the fiscal year, we believe it will increase from 
year to year. We recognize that this plan is harder on the larger churches, 
yet we rejoice to see the weak and new Parishes coming into line, and be- 
lieve it will be the best way of developing their strength, and in time re- 
move them from the care of the Missionary Society, and will make them 
self supporting and independent. 

We congratulate the Diocese, on the improvement reported, at the 
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Sheltering Arms Hospital which will make that Institution more in keep- 
ing with the demand of the times and the better able to do its work efficient- 
ly. 

We would call attention to another Institution of like character, which 
has come in the past year, ‘‘God’s Providence Home” situated in Mounds- 
ville; which is to care for the sick and suffering. This has a property val- 
ued at $12,000. 

We report with regret the increased indebtedness on the church property 
of the Diocese, but would suggest that some of this indebtedness is already 
provided for, and means eventually valuable property added to the Dio- 
cese. , 

There is now a larger number of Clergy in the Diocese than at any time 
in its history, the number being 388. We have more than held our 
ground, which is a subject for congratulation, when all men and especially 
the clergy in most Dioceses are feeling the pressure of the prevailing strin- 
gency in money matters. 

There is but little difference in the number of families reported, and 
baptized persons, due in part, no doubt, to incomplete statistics. The Com- 
mittee on Parochial Report, state the number of communicants to be 4,034, 
an increase of 109. 

There is a falling off in Parish offerings, due, no doubt, to the times, but 
we note a decided increase in Diocesan objects. 

There are now 11 Parish Buildings reported, which we consider most im- 
portant, as no strong Parish can be thoroughly equipped without such a 
house. We believe such a place for the Sunday School and business meet- 
ings of the Church will help to increase needed reverence for the church of 
God. 

We find five new churches added to the Diocese, and one new Parish. 

The Brotherhood of St. Andrew also claims the attention of the Commit- 
tee, being a lay order within the church, which has done much, in certain 
sections of the Diocese, to promote chnrch extension, and which will, if 
encouraged by the clergy, grow much more extensive and become a rent 
power here, as elsewhere, for good. 

There is an enormous, latent, inert, force within the ranks of the laity, 
which should be, must be, put to work for Christ and His Bride, the 
Church. 

The Brotherhood seeks to make this force active, being nothing in itself 
—but a powerful second to the clergy. It seeks no honors, asks for no offie- 
ial recognition, desires no distinction. The Church is everything and the 
Brotherhood were nothing if separated from the Church. But as an or- 
ganized band of earnest, devoted, consecrated men, it begs permission to 
work, under the guidance of the Bishops and Priests of the Church, for the 
apreid of Christ’s Kingdom. Knowing its weakness, because of esate ig- 
noranece and inexperience, it puts itself entirely oder the guidance of the 
clergy, and as the humblest members of the body of Christ it seeks to en- 
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list and keep steadfast a band of soldiers of the Cross who shall fight under 
Christ’s banner, in entire submission to the marching orders of those who 
through Episcopal ordination have been commissioned by Christ and the 
Apostles to act as leaders and commanders in the great warfare. We find 
that there are now .seventeen chapters of this order within the Diocese, 
having an aggregate membership of about 180 men, and we earnestly re- 
commend to every clergyman in the Diocese that he do all in his power to 
foster and encourage these Chapters and make them more effective. 

Your Committee notes with great regret, that there still continues to be 
a number of Parishes reported delinquent in the payment of their min- 
ister’s stipend, and our regret is all the greater when we note that the 
amount delinquent is so great as $1,029.97 or $500.00 more than in 1896. 

It seems doubly hard that this should be so, when we reflect that the 
men who receive the smallest salaries and who are more needy of prompt 
returns to meet their own debts, than those whose salaries are larger; are 
the very men who suffer acutely from this scarcely less than dishonerable | 
method of meeting just obligations on the part of the delinquent Parishes. 

It has come to our positive knowledge that many times men have been 
unable to attend Councils or have to go to banks and borrow at usurious in- 
terest, money to carry on the daily expenses of the household, or to defray 
the expense of an often extended trip to meet their brethren in Council 
assembled. 

This is wrong and it seems to your Committee that the Parishes who 
fail in this matter should be properly reported to the Council as provided 
in Title A, Canon 7. 

Of the spiritual state of the church, statistics of numbers and figures give 
some indication no doubt, but not complete. We express the hope and be- 
lief, that the spiritual Jife of the Church has been deepened, and we trust 
the result will be seen in increased additions to the church and the stimu- 
lation of every form of church life and growth.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BROTHERHOOD. 


The work of the Brotherhood ought to commend itself to every member 
of the Church. It has in view therelief of the necessities of the families 
of those, who after a life of toil in the Church’s service, often spent amid 
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great privation, are compelled to leave those dependant upon them with 
little or no provisions for their support. 

The Committee on the Brotherhood does not deem it expedient to re- 
commend at present any effort to revive the Brotherhood in the Diocese. 
We would, however, recommend the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion, viz: 

Resolved, that upon the oecasion of the death of any clergyman resi- 
dent within the limits of this Diocese and canonically connected therewith, 
the Treasurer of the Diocese be instructed to send to all ministers and treasur- 
ers of parishes and missions a statement of the fact and an appeal for 
special effort to contribute towards the fund for ‘‘Widows and Orphans of 
Deceased Clergymen etce.,’’ which shall be in addition to the annual offer- 
ing for this object canonically required, and that any sum, so recieved, 
shall be applied on behalf of the families of the deceased ministers.

I. BRUCE CHAPEL FUND.
